The following ie the constitution of the woman's miss ionary society o 
Ohio German Conference which wae furnished me through the kinds ees of 
Brother ttittandorf . tur German editor* 


1. This society shall he sailed the Sister Missionary Society of the 
United Brethren Church* 

£* The object of this soelety is to eolltet money for missions. 

3. Only women of the age of ten yearo and upward can be members of thii 
society. 

4* Sach member obligates herself to pay twenty-fire emits into the 
treasury quarterly. 

5# This soelety shall In no wise interfere with the regular annuel 
missionary collections. 

6. The offioors of the sooiety shall be a president, secretary, and 
treasurer, to be elected for the term of four years by the mhmbere 
of the society. 

7. Any member is eligible to office who pays the require d sum. 

S. Branch societies shall consist of not loss than throe sisters, and 
each shall elect annually a secretary and treasurer, one of which 

shall lead the quarterly prayer-meeting. 

9. The president shall, through the secretary, appoint the time of the 
quarterly prayer meetings, and publish the same in the church parsers 
so that all may seme before the throne of grace at the same time. 

10. Branch secretaries shall report at the end of each conference year th< 
number of members in their reapoc tiro Branch societies to the sec- 
retary of the society, she shall report to the annual conference. 

11* Branch treasurers shall receive all moneys paid in, and send the same 
at the end of the year, to the treasurer of the society, who shall 
pay it to the treasurer of the conference. 

lE.The soelety shall hare the right to say tb what department of the 
mission work its money shall go.

-operation of the sisters throughout the oonferenoe. Jhere will doubt- 
less be similar societies organised In othersoonferenoes which with thin 
will do much to push forward the cause of missions In the church.

c iation of the Miami Conference were to endeavor, by the aid of grace 
divine, to labor for the advancement of the Red emer*s kingdom , and thus

The following is the preamble and constitution of the Woman's 
Mi b sionary Association of the Miami Annual conference of the United 
Brethren in Christ : 

Believing that the promulgation of the gospel of Jesus Christ 
throughout the world depends largely upon the suoceos of Christian, 
missions, and that the responsibility of thfes success devolves upon all 
Christiana, we therefore do, — in obedience to the co^and of our risen 
Lord and Savior, *Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature,* —in convention assembled, at the United Brethren Home 
Street Church, in the city of Dayton, on the 9th day of May, 1872, pur- 
suant to proper notice gimen through the Religious Tele scope, hereby, 
in the name of our divine Master, and moved we trust by the Holy Spirit , 
organize ourselves into a missionary association by the adoption of the 
following constitution: 

Article I The object of this association shall be to give mat- 
erial A id to the missionary interests of the Miami Annual Conference 
and to diffuse in our midst greater seal said spirit for the extension 
of Christ's kingdom. 

Art. II Any woman may become a member of this association by 
signing the const! tut ion, and paying into the treasury twenty-five 
oenta per quarter ;and children, ten cents per quarter. Girla under 
twelve years of age not to be entitled to vote. 

Art. Ill ijhe officers of thle association shall consist of a 
president, vice-president, recording score tary, corresponding secretary, 
treasurer* and four directors, who shall be elected by ballot at the 
annual sessions of the association, who shall constitute a board of 
trustees of the association. 

Art. IV It shall be the duty of the president to preside at 
all meetings of the association and of the board; and she ^iail have 
power to caAl special meetings of the Board at such times a* the in- 
terests of the association may require. 

Art.V The vice-president shall be president pre-tem.ln the 
absence of the prepident. 

Art. VI It shall be the duty of the recording secretary to 
keep a record of the proceedings of the association and of the Board, 
and to prepare an annual report for the association. 
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Art. VII It shall be the duty of the oorre sponding secretary to con- 
duct necessary correspondence, and at the direction of the Board, to 
labor for the general interests of the association. 

Art. VIII It shall be the duty of the treasurer to receive all isoney 
accruing to the as so cl at ion, and to disburse the sane by the direction of 
the Bo^rl ,on the order of the president. 

Art.. IX the association shall meet annually for the purpose of re- 
ceiving the report of the Board, and for general deliberation, and shall 
fix the time and place of the next regular meeting. 

Art. X The Board ah&l-l meet for the transaction of business as 
often as may be necessary, and shall transmit annually, to the annual 
conference treasurer, whatever funds a-y accrue, with directions how 
and where such funds shall be applied. 

Art. XI Each congregation may organize an auxiliary eoclety to this 
association, by electing a president, secretary, and treasurer, and each mem 
ber paying twenty-five cents a quarter, -children ten cents per quarter, 
into the treasury. Each such society shall have power to adopt such 
measures as it may deem best v»alse funds for the association, and pay 
them over to the treasurer of the association quarterly; and shall be 
required to hold monthly missionary meetings for prayor and other ex- 
ercises of worship. Each auxiliary to report through its secretary to 
the secretary of this association; the names of its members to be re- 
corded as members of this association. (Each such society shall have the 
privilege of sending a delegate to the regular meeting of the Board, 
sho shall, when prepsnt,be entitled to all the privileges of the Board. 

Art. XII This constitution Kay be amended at any regular meet- 
ing of the association, by vote of two thirds of the members present.

Made in the Telescope some time ago, was 
veil responded to, and a meeting of unusual interest and importance 
was held In Home Street Church, in Dayton, on the 9th of May. 

prof* Funkhouser, of Union Biblical Seminary , w*b chosen chairmen of 
the convention* He stated the object of the meeting to dbe the organ- 
isation of a woman's Missionary Association, auxiliary to the Miami 
Annual Conference* We have not space to give an extended account 
of the meeting* The association* however, was organised by the adoption 
of a carefully prepared constitution, and the election of officers 
and a Board of Managers* lira* T*B. Sowers was elected president, Mrs* 
D,L* Hike vice president. Miss jSll 2 abeth Hof fa an corresponding secret? ry 
and lire* 1* Du vie treasurer* 

«e have no doubt that this organization will accomplish greet good* It 
will introduce into the missionary operations of this conference an 
element of great usefulness* We trust the day is not far distent when 
similar associations will be found in all the conferences in the Churchy

Woman's Missionary Society* 

Thiabrganlzation bn the Miami Conference held a short session in the 
conference room, at the late meeting of that body, the ministers of the 
confer ance being present* The object of this meeting was to acquaint 
the ministers and friends of the conference with its object and plan 
of operation* To bring these definitely before the conference, the 
constitution of the society and the minutes of all its meetings were 
read* These, with the address mads by the vice president,- who presided 
in the absence of the president, - showed very clearly and satis- 
factorily to all the nobis objeot for which this society was organized. 

The conference— going Into session immediately after the slaters 
adjourned— passed the following resolution: 

"Besolved, Tha t we are highly pleased with the Interest taken by a 
number of sisters in the cause of missions in our conference, and 
gratified to learn of the organization of a women's Missionary Society 
in our midst, and that we will heartily second the efforts of this 
society In their noble work”.

Hr* Editor: Z think it is not generally known that a "woman's Missionary 

Association” has been organised in this conference* If known, its nature 
end purposes are not at all understood* I hare bean present at and 
assisted in the organisation of a number of Branch societies, and it was 
apparent that very few knew that t her he was any such movement in the 
ehuroh, and none, but Imperfectly conprehended the objects end real 
worth of such a or era ant. we hear it repeated it everywhere, when such 
efforts are made, that”it Is new to uej””we do not understand it"; "and 
what is required of us”?* "that are wo to do”? or ”what is hoped to 
be accomplished by It”? Z feel sure that the work is much embarrassed 
for the want of a aora general and intimate acquaintance with it* 

And I have thought that a statement through the Telescope, as to the 
nature of the movement and the gpod hoped to be accomplished by it, 
would be helpful* 

The Association had its origin among the members of the several 
congregations at Dayton, who met in c coven tl on on the 9th of May, and 
organised by adopting the constitution and electing officers, - president, 
vice president, recording secretary, corresponding secretary, and treasurer 
and also a board of managers. All these officers are to be elected 
annually, at the annual meeting of the Association, each Branch society 
sending one delegate to kks such meeting* 

The first regular meeting of the Association will be held at the Pleasant 
Bidge Church, near Middletown, Ohio, August 24* 

Each congregation may organise an auxiliary society by electing a president 
secretary, and treasurer, and eaoh member paying £&/ per quarter, or 
$1.00 per year, and children 10tf per quarter or 40/ per year* Each society 
shall be required to hold monthly missionary meetings for prayer, and 
other exercises of worship, end to report, through its secretary to the 
secretary of the Association, the names of its members, to be recorded 
as members of the Association, and, through its treasurer, to the treasurer 
of the Association, all moneys collect od, - the same to be transmitted 
by the Board of Managers, to tiie^tria^urer of the conference, with 
ins true tl one where and how said funds shall bo used* 

The declared object of the Association is ” to give material aid to the 
missionary interest of the Miami Annual Conference, and diffuse in our 
midst greater seal end spirit for the extension of Christ's Jingaom* " 

Zt is hoped that "material aid” - money- can be secured in thie way 
for the support of Christian missions that could not otherwise be had* 

I feel eure that much may be done by each an effort for the spread of the 
gospel throughout the world* 
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Our German sisters, who hers ever manifested so much seal, enterprise, 
and sacrifice for the ShtIous's cause, raised, b. a like association, 
last year, $900, and are supporting one missionary in Parkersburg, w.Vu* 

In the Methodist Church, by a similar organisation, $&0,000 were 
secured last year, and they **re supporting 6 female missionaries to the 
secluded, enslaved women of India* And this year they expect to double 
the success of last* 

while the aao nt is to be paid per member is but a mere trifle, a sum 
that can bs spared from any f the luxuries of lifo, yet this conference 
ought to secure at least $1000 each years and there may be raieed 
throughout the entire ohureh, annually, from $40,000 to $00, 000 .And 

while none would feel it, yet this largs and much needed amount 
m*y be raised*. and will be if this effort is earnestly and wisely 
managed* 

But ansthhr another object hoped to be gained by it is " the diffusion 
in our midst of greater seal and spirit for the extension of Christ*s 
Kingdom"* It is not only sad but surprising to witness how recklessly 
tksughJhmRa thoughtless and indifferent the mass of our people are on the 
subject of Christian missions* They never speak of them, are never 
heard to pray for them, and when the cause is presented they treat it 
ae a something of which they know nothing or in which they have no 
interest whatever* And if they give, it is ohly because it Is a custom, 
or because^ t Is asked and they have* not the courage to refuse, or to get 
rid of the preacher* But it is believed that this Association will so 
bring this cause before the minds of the people as to lead them to 
think, sympathise, pray, and sacrifice for it* Said a good sister to 
me, only a few days ago, " I never thought anything concerning our 
poor missionaries and those who are without the gospel until I became 
a member of the Aomen's Missionary Association; but since then I have 
thought so much upon this subject that I am praying every day for the 
cause, and feel not only willing to give to Its support, but that I 
myself ought to leave all and go and labor for those poor heathen"* 

Such will be the effect upon thousands of others* It cannot fall, with 
its avowed objects and its exorcises of worship, to diffuse a greater 
* cl and spirit for the extension of Christ's r^Lnrdora* It will give to 
a lost and perishing world thought, sympathy, pyayers, money, and men* 
Preachers will find that the tug to raise missionary assessments will 
not be so severe* Such may bo the interest developed by it that not 
only more will give* but all will glv® more liberally* 

But these are not the only good results hoped to be gained by it* 

There are others* By it our children may be brought into immediate 
sympathy and activity with the Christian cause* And this, to mo, is a 
special feature cf the movement, and one that ought not to be overlooked 
anywhere* The children ought to be made members of this society* * 
all the children, as far as possible* They need every possible help 
to save them from sin and make them the sinner's help* The Sunday 
School is doing much for our children, and, in return, they will do 
much for the Sunday Schhol; but we shall fall ter short of doing all 
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our work if we fail to bring tha young of this church into a hearty 
sympathy with our missionary efforts. We want to develop in them 
large, earnest, warn, liberal hearts for " the land without a Christ*. 
Teach the children to save their money and give it to this cause, 
telling them for what purpose it is given* let them hear you talk and 
prey for it and it will beget in them a sympathy so broad and deep 
for the spread for the gospel that the work shall not be hindered either 
for the want of man or weans. And how oac this bettor be done than 
by such organised movement." We urge upon all. who way organise branch 
societies , and upon every soliciting committee, to wake e fair effort 
to enroll the children. 

Further sore, X have seen those who are not members of tha o torch, 
who make no profession of Christ unite In this effort. Thus, as we 
do in the SuA&ay School, we may hear direct the energies of the opposition 
in favor of the -Ilngdom of Sod. And may we not hope that many, is 
this way, While helping the oause of Christ, will bs led in the 
kingdom themselves? «e may stand not in doubt as to whether anything 
can be accomplished for the Uaster by this Association, but whether 
wa will wisely, earnestly, and perseverlngly improve tha privilege. 

Will we do what we ean? let those who are in the management of this 
movement, that every friend of Christ and the Church, and especially 
'let ministers having char-re of fields of labor let the Telescope and 
our Sabbath School papers keep it before the people,*— let all do 
their duty,- and success is sure. And while we urge upon tills conference 
to sustain so good a work oo nraenced, let other conferences follow 
in the movement. And it will only be a few years until we shall 
be gathering a most blessed harvest. All ready a number of congregations 
have organized Branch societies; but many have not, as yet. Christian 
friends, wait no longer, but organise at onoe. And as soon as possible 
arrangements ought to be toads by the Board for the corresponding 
secretary to devote her entire tl^e to this work.

Ur* Sditor: in artiole appeared in the Religious Telescope of 

July 31, under the head of "work to he done"* This was preparatory 
to an article or two on the subject of the woman's Missionary 
Association organised in the Miami Conference on the 9th of May* 

In the same issue is a good paper from the pen of a ready writer. 
Brother P*H* Baris setting forth the nature and object of said 
Association* This of course supersedes the necessity of my saying 
anything further relative to mu h that pertains to this matter; 
but as irothcr Baris did not embrace in Bis art isle all that may be 
considered within the prorinoe of the Association, I hare thought it 
veil to contribute a little more to a good oause* 

Some good has already been accomplished by this movement, in that 
some are awakened to thought and prayer and good works* We must 
first Induce the people to think* Then prayer, sympathy, giving of 
money, and earnest labor wi 11 follow* How few really earnest prayers 
are offered in behalf of missions* why so? Because the people do not 
think* They think of their own wants, of their friends and relatives, 
and hence these are the subjects of their petitions* This Association 
will awaken thought, as already shown by Brother Baris, which will 
result in a glorious work for the Master* 

It will afford a field of operation for & class of persons who aksndtx 
would gladly do much more, and %ho are capable of doing much more for 
|he oause of truth and righteousness than they are now doing* 

X apprehend that many Chris l&n women, and girls too, often feel that 
they would lore to do far more than they are doing for Christ; but 
the questions are, vhat can I do? Where can I work? How, it Is 
believed that if every disciple of Christ were fully imbuded with 
tho Holy Spirit, work, plenty of work, would be found* There is no 
scarcity of work* But we are necessitated to ta e things just as they 
are; and as we now find them it is quite evident that the most good 
can be accomplished by organised, systematic movement. In this way 
there con be an adjustment of work to individuals and of indlvl duals 
to work* The females of the dhuroh will feel a greater wesponsibllity- 
wlll feel that they can be and are real helpers In the gospel of the 
blessed Son of God* Without a sense of obligation but little is 
undertaken, and less is accomplished. They will also feel that whan 
this work is undertaken its success or failure depends upon their 
faithfulness* seal, and good management, or upon their unfaithfulness, 
inactivity, and want of skill in adapting means to an end* with this 
feeling of obligation, with a bright hope of doing good, and with 
their undoubted capabilities, we may very reasonably expect them to 
greatly aid in the dissemination of the glorious light and truth 
revealed in the gospel*

The firtt annual seating of the Woman* a Missionary Association 

of the Miami Conference *&• held at Pleasant Ridge iRhapel , August 
24 th, 1872, at 2 o’clock P.M. 

The president, Mr s. T.I. Sowers, being absent on account of sickness 
in the family, the meeting was op end! by the vice-president »Mrs.D L.Rike 
by reading selections of soripture, followed with prayer by lev.Shuey. 

The annual report wa® read by the secretary, and adopted. 

The Chair made a few appropriate and touching remarks in refer- 
ence to the absence of the president and to the necessity of thle or- 
ganization, on account of the great amount of work to be done In the Tine 
yard of the Master, and spoke of the responsibility resting upon us as 
members of his ohurdh. 

Mrs. Taylor then sung the hymn beginning, * From Greenland's 
Icy Mountains,* etc. 

The reading of the constitution was called for, after which 
remarks were made by Rev.l.J.Shuey and Bishop J. J.Glossbrenner in en- 
couragement of the association. 

As the business of conference was pressing, the association 
now adjourned to Mrs. B .Kemp's. 

Several amendments to the constitution were made. 

Article 6th was amended a* to read: *It shall be the duty of 
the recording secretary to keep a record of the proceedings of the ass- 
ociation and of the Board.* 

*rtiole 7th as amended, reads* *It shall be the duty of the cor 
responding secretary to conduct all necessary correspondence, and, at the 
direction of the Board, to labor for the general interests of the assoc- 
iation * also, to prepare an annual report for the association.* 

The clause in article 11th which read as follows* "Each aux- 
iliary to report through its secretary to the secretary of the associa- 
tion the names of its members, to be recorded as members of this associa- 
tion,* as amended reads* *Fach auxiliary to report through its secretary 
to the corresponding secretary of the association the names of its mem- 
bers, to be recorded as members of this association.* 

The election of officers resulted as follows* President, Mrs. 
T.I. Sowers; Vice-president, Mrs. D. L.Rike; Recording Secretary .Mies 
Katie J. Ells; Corresponding Secretary, Miss Lizzie H. Hoffman; Treas- 
urer, Mrs. L. Davis; Direotors, Mrs. Martha Read of Pleasant Hill, Mrs. 
B.I.Day of Lewisburg.Mrs. 8uean Shank of Antioch Chapel, and Mrs. Katie 
Beck of Miar.i Chapel. 

After considerable discussion, the corresponding secretary was 
employed by the association, and was requested to visit the different 
appointments, wherever possible, to organize so cities, and desired to de- 
vote her time to the work. 

It was decided to hold the next annual meeting of the arsooia- 
tion at Dayton First Church, the second Thursday of August, 1873. Also to 
hold a mass meeting at Arcanum one evening during the session of confer- 
ence at that place, when the annaul report shall be road,— the evening to 
he selected by the chairman of the conference. 

The next regular »*eting of the Board will be held at Daytdn 
'irst Chur oh, September 12th, at 1*~0 P.M.

True; bat as we hare a compass and pilot on board we may expect to come 
safely into harbor* Thousand's of woman in our c bur oh have been for years 
praying for a more extended field of usefulness. The door is now open, 
my dear hungry sisters. Step right in, and go to work* Heaven knovs 
there is enough to del How many, whose hearts burn with love to 
Jesus, have ahked, with streaming eyas end on bended knees, "Lord, 
wh«t wilt thou have me to do?". This door, this open door, into the 
great missionary field has been opened for you. Jitter at once, and 
whatsoever thy hand flndeth to do, do with they might. 

To be a member of the women’s Missionary Society means-work* And 
anyone who goes into it with any other expectation or Intention had 
better withdraw at the close of the quarter. The object of this society 
is to work for the Master. let there be an association organized 
in every conference, and branch societies in eaoh society on all the 
fields in the conferences, and let such solicitors be elected as will 
at once shoulder the burden of visiting each facials member of the 
church once a quarter, money or no money. And let us remember this one 
thing to begin with: It is not the amount of money we bring in eaoh 
qua rter that le to measure our suooess, but the amount of labor 
performed. 

Possibly I may differ somewhat in ay views of the work before us from 
some of th smokers in this oause. It seems to me that the great work 
we have to do is to educate the woman of our church in reference to the 
missionary work, and their relation to it. We may not, for a few 
years, bring in very much more money than would be brought in by the 
old way.

If we can succeed 
in impressing the female members of the Church with some idea of the 
great field open for missionary labor, end wi th their necessary rela- 
tion to that work, we shall hove accomplished a groat work, — a work 
the result of which will finally bs to bring money into the treasury. 

But thl® can only be done by organizing branch societies in every 
congregation, and electing solicitors who will do their duty in 
visiting each member every quarter, money or no money* Excuses, re- 
fusals, and even unkind criticisms, must make no difference in the 
performance of this duty. "Line upon line, line u>on line, precept 
upon precept, precept upon precept, here a little, and there a little," 
and that continually with the blessing of 0od, Is our only hope of 
success. 
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Woman 1 a work, 

February fcfc, 1873. 

It is not yet fully settled by toe churches whether woman, is according 
to Christ's arrangement, called to the ministry o not. It ie conceded 
by all that they hare a work to do for God; a work that extends beyond 
the family sphere, -the first and greatert sphere of female Influence 
a nd effort, They are indeed pre-eminently fitted to work where ohildren 
are to be tuugnt and trained. They are therefore Indispensable to me 
success of tne Sunday school cause. The Sunday school would not jive 
a year without the labors of Christian women. It is evident, however, 
tm.t they are qualified for anotnor sphere than this, Paul, in the 
sixteenth chapter of S omens, speaks of a number of Christian females 
in the highest terms, when no Sunday sohool field was open for their 
labors. 

More recently in our own Church, and in other churches, they are beginniig 
to move up their columns to the help of tne missionary cause. Female 
missionary societies are being formed, and I believe, for the effort 
that has been made, it has proved a grand success, 111 that we want, it 
would seem, is a general rally by the women of the Church, I have reason 
to believe that there are very many Christian women who are willing 
to do anything th< y can for this blessed cause, that has tone so much 
for them, But they h»ve been so long kept at a distance, so long unused 
to take part in these Christian enterprises, that they hardly know how to 
begin, and perhaps do not receive sufficient encouragement from us 
when they do make the effort. We do tot suppose that all our sisters are 
capable of leading off in matters, no more than all our brethren are 
capable of being leaders. There are, however, all over the country, women 
whom God has endowed with talents for influencing others, Thome talents 
ought to be consecrated to him in that way. 

The first thing to be done is to get the females enlisted in the cause. 
Some of them think they ean't do anything but pay a little and pray a 
little, and others don't care to do what they can. It is not 
enough that these Influential spirits work themselves; they must learn 
the happy art of getting others to work, till all are doing something 
doing what thoy can for God and humanity. The next thing after enlist- 
ment is consolidation. Get all your forces together, and put all you 
can in harmonious working-order, "Societies" are the order of the da,/, 

A dozen of peoplp, Jointly, can accomplish often what twice, the number 
would do acting singly. Union was Christ's order. The church is but a 
body thus united for work, and a missionary society is but a portion 
of that Chuboh organised in the Interest of one branch of the church- 
work, 

Bow, where are the woman that will move in this work? It may take 
time, and patience, and perseverance, Tou may be laughed at by some, 
and frowned upon by others; you may fail here and fail there, but with 
persevering effort, and the blessing of God, you shall succeed— succeed 
not only in replenishing the missionary treasury, but in helping all 
that become helpers to a better Christian life. Who will try it?

George Haller heard *f the praying and working eld dominie of Berlin, 
wnl taking with him Sr* John Start, a rioh anglish gentleman, crossed 
the Channel to greet a brother worker who was testifying the same truth, 
that s man can live b. faith, The two men, so dif format from the rest 
of the world and so like in the work of God, strengthened each others 
and a second bach of missionary candidates being ready. Hr, Start 
offered to pay their outfit and expenses provided they would go to 
the lohle of Chota-Hagpore, There were one of the wild tribes of the 
Indian mountains; devil worshipers, as cruel in their habits as in 
their superstitions, devotees to their animal cravings without sense 
of morals or truth, hopelessly obstinate, practising lewd dances in 
their solemn festivals, setting off tracts of land and giving up 
villages to the use of evil spirits, and driving off former missionaries 
who had camped unwittingly on forbidden ground, the shouts of "Away? 

Be off! that is our devil's plaoeX Xou have disturbed our devil I " 

Ur, Start had been in India, and being without family had devoted 
hie property to Christian missions. The offer was aooepted, and the 
eleven artisan missionaries, working men, carpenters and the like, 
with the eimple instructions of Gossner, "Pray and Work!" and with the 
word of God settled among this barbarous people. That baa 36 years 
ago. Through the long period prededing the Sepoy rebellion; through 
the rebellion itself, when stations wore in ruins, and houses of 
worship burned, and property plundered, and books destroyed, and the 
converts who were steadfast tortured with fiendish barbarity, or driven 
half naked into the Jungle; through the unchristian retaliation of the 
British government, which drove horde of the revolters at point of 
bayonet into swollen rivers, or blow surrendered enemies piece meal 
from the mouths of exploding canon; through the years of returning 
quiet, repairing losses, rebuilding ohurohea, and allaying enmities; 
through all, these Berlin Journeymen mechanise, with others of the 
ilk, sent out by Gather Gossner, have labored and prayed, until there 
are today, among the ZOhls of Chote-Bagpo re, more then two thousand 
villages which contain Christian families, more than £6 hundred places 
of worship of the true God, and not loss than four thousand schools. 

Of other foreign missions, started by this good man, and continually 
reinforced, year after year, by George Muller, even more and better words 
sight be a Aid. It is difficult to realise that 17 foreign missions, 
sot one of which was a hasty experiment or struggling failure, were 
oonoeived, organised, and controlled by this one man, or that they are 
sustained end directed mow by the other,**

The report of the general secretary of the Sisters* Missionary 
society of the Ohio German Conference, for the year 1872-3, shows that 
it was organised in May,lC6D. Its membership and contributions were a 
as fallowaU869-70 243 meisbers,#276.80jl870-'l,343 members, 1^50. 60; 
1871-2,240 members,f284,5C; 1872-3,240 members, $337. 25. Average number 
of members, 341; total amount of contributions in four years, $1,148. 95. 

As I have been requested to make known the causes of these success- 
ful re suit a, I proceed to note the most Important. 

In tiie first place, there is great and almost complete unanimity of 
opinion existing among the ministers of the conference as to the im- 
portance of the work and the great good that can be acoompl ished. 

The S&stcira* Missionary Society Had no opponents nor, what is still bet- 
ter, any luke-warta defenders;but all were enthusiastically in its favor, 
and devoted much time and attention to its establishment and further- 
ance. I must insist upon this unanimity amonr^the preachers as the 
greatest cause, without which success would have'^ui impossibility. 

Second. Each auxiliary society is Independent, inasmuch as it 
does not rely upon outside aid for its interest. The society has no 
traveling aecre tary,but/fthe slaters meet, transact their business, hold 
their own prayer meetings, and feel that they and no .tfthers are respon- 
sible „for the well-being of their branch of the society. 

Third. Their prayer meetings arc not held so frequently as to 
become a burden to the sisters. They arc held onco a quarter, at a 
time appointed by the genera! score tary, and notice of them is publish- 
ed in the Botachaftcr. In this way prayer-mee tings do net so often 
conflict with other duties, and, as a oon sequence, the attendance is bet- 
ter and the Interest is greater than it would otherwise bo. 

Fourth. The society is officially recognized by the annual con- 
ference, which, aT though it has a perfect right to use the contributions 
in any way it sees fit, yet always respects and fulfills the wiefoes of 
the sisters, thus making them a part of the body politic. 

Fifth. The society has a missionary and mission exclusively it 
cwn. «fhus the interest of the society is au.rmen ted, Instead of flagging, 
as is shown in the large increase of contributions in the last fe« years 
The sisters know definitely, what they are working forjthe success of 
their missionary keeps them in good spirits, and they see — than which the 
»ind has no greater joy— the fruits of their la^xsrs. 

In do sing, I would merely remark that our German sisters are do- 
ing this work from principle, and not from any desire for excitement. 
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continue!. 

They fed it to be their duty, and act accordingly. ?hoy arc a pray- 
ing band, and that* is no doubt that their united prayers,offered fot 
their mission at Parkersburg, 1.'

It was thought a few months ago that Mrs. Hadley would scon return 
home. We wrote her that it was the desire of all that she r emain in 
Africa as long as she saw her way clear to do so, and that when she did 
leave it and come here, the office of corresponding secretary of the 
woman’s Missionary Society would afford her excellent opportunities for 
usefulness. The following is her reply, which we hope the managers of 
the society will note: 

Brother F: Your letters of August 13th and 19th, and September 2nd, 

are at hand. lou are very faithful in writing to us. We also receive 
some Interesting letters from mission friends, as well as our home 
friends. Father wrote me a very good letter, in which he Bpeafci of the 
desire of the people to see me again when my work is done here. I do 
not know when or where my work will end in Africa, and hence I feel 
unable to give any definite answer to your last letter, in which you 
stated y>ur impression concerning my future work at home. If in the 
providences of God ay labors are still to be continued here as a life 
work, I might feel satisfied to spend a long or short vacation at home, 
working under the auspices of the woman’s Missionary Society, with per- 
mission to return to Afrloa when I have made a good round at home. I 
am sure it would be a good work; but organizing societies would be a new 
work for me, and one that requires tact and proper ability. It may be 
that I would not suit to that work as well as you anticipate. But 
yet, if in the provldenoc of God I am oalled to suoh a work, I will 
try by God’s grace to do the beet I can. 

We are puat ready to return to Shengay this morning(17th) all in good 
health, and when I have more leisure I will write you more fully. Suffice 
it to say, that I think I am in for another dry season here, m have 
mush work to do, and I if eel that I will need much grace to enable me 
to go forward. I have had many things to' oause me to think of home and 
friends, but I do pray that I may have grace to endure to the end, and 
to remain here until I am fully r^Bsured that I can go home with a 
olear conscience and a dear sky before me. The Lord will surely work 
cut all for good. Prey for me, and that we all may be made strong in 
faith and all neede grace.

Ulus Satie JSlls, Dayton, Ohio we will 
see to it that some one will be on hand to do the work whenever it is 
convenient for the minister to hold such meeting* All this should be 
done before the winter comes on, as many places could hardly be reached 
on account of bad roads* 

One other suggest! on; That we start out this year with some ^particular 
sum In our minds that shall bs raised by the society, - say |60* you 
may say we have not that many members, it taking one dollar to make a 
person a member for ace year* well, see If there are not others not 
engaged in a work of this kind who would unite with you* Another means 
of help is the Sunday sch ©1. See to it that every little girl In the 
Sunday school is a member of your society* We expect to do so in 
Dayton* 

And now. In closing, let me insist upon it that we raise the f&O* Some 
of us can do more* Shall we pray for the divine blessing to reBt 
upon ua? If wa engage in this glorious work the divine blessing is 
ftpon ua the very moment we begin the work* Do wo ask for anything more? 
let us all respond from the very debts of our hearts, "Eo thing morel *

offered, money be raised, sto., but that the condition of the com- 
munity si thoroughly considered. 

There are persons -may be many- who do not attend the Sabbath school 
or the preaching of the gospel. Some may stay away because of 
porerty or because no one has inrited them. Visiting committees 
should be appointed to go and talk and pray with such, and kindly 
InTite them to God's house. And if they are in actual want, supply 
them; giro them food and raiment, books and papers, and make them 
feel and know that somebody lores them and seeks their happiness. 

This will be a good work-just such as Christ would h»ve hie servants 
do.

81, 1872* At this meeting the corresponding secretary reported nine 
societies organized during the quarter, 53 new members and £82* 25

Mr* McKee, and another the next 
morning by Bishop Dickson, upon the subjeot* Also, addresses end 
remarks were iaade in the afterno n meeting, which very much encouraged 
those present. The meeting was finally held at Mrs* Hikes, Dayton* 

At this meeting the corresponding secretary reported only four societies 
organized on account of bad weather and roads*

friends of the eause of missions ast at Willlaasburg, Wayne County, 

Indiana on the 24th day of Movember A«D* 1873, end, after some deliberation 
of a promiscuous character, relating to the object for which they were 
assembled, preceded to organise an Association to be known as the 
"Woman’s Missionary Association of the white Hirer Conference of the chrueh 
of the United Brethren in Christ, " by adopting the following preamble 
and constitution and the election of the necessary officers: 

Preamble 


We believe the command is to all, "Go work in ay vineyard" * 

In view of our world being lost end ruined by sin, and that, throught 
the instrumentality of Christian missions, all nations are to hear the 
glad tidings of salvation, therefore, trusting in Him who bath said, 
n Lo, I am with you always," In convention assembled, at the United 
Brethren Church Mt. Zion, Williamsburg, November 84, 1873, pursuant 
to notice given through the Heligious Telesoope, in the name of our 
lord and Master, who instructed Mary to go and tell the glad news of his 
ressurweotl on, seeking only the salvation of the world and glory of God, 
we organise ourselves into a missionary association by the adoption of the 
following constitution: 

Constitution. 

Article I, 


The object of this Assoeiati m. shall be to glvo aid to the missionary 
Interest of the White River Annual Conference, ana to diffuse among us 
greater seal and spiritual life for the extension of the kingdom of Christ, 


Article II* 

Any woman may become a member of this Association by signing the constitu- 
tion and paying into the treasury £6/ per quarter; children, boys end girls, 
ever ten years of age, 10/ per quartef; under ten years of age, 6 / per 
quarter. Those under 15 years of age are not entitled to a vote. 


Article III. 

The officers of this Association shall oonsist of a president, vice 
president, recording secretary , corresponding secretary, treasurer, and four 
directors who shall be elected by ballet at the annual sessions of the 
Association, and who shall constitute a Board of Trustees of the Association, 
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Article IT* 

It shall be the duty of the president to preside at all meetings of the 
association and of the Boa rd; and she shall have power to call special 
meetings of the? Board at shch tines as the Interest of the Association 
may require*

The Tice president shall preside pro t«a in the absence of the president* 

Article VI* 

It shall be the duty of the recording secretary to iceep a record of the 
proceedings of the Association and of the Board* 

Article VII. 

It shall be the duty of the corresponding secretary to conduct all 
necessary correspondence and, by direction of the Board, labor for the 
general interest of the Association; also, to prepare an annual report 
for the Association* 

Article VIII. 

It shall be the duty of the treasurer to receive all aSfieys accruing 
to the Association, and to disburse the e* rae by direction of the Board,

Article IX. 

The Association shall moot annually, for the purpose of receiving the

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A few earnest Christian women in the Ohio German Conference organized 
themeelTes into a society, under this constitution, less than two years 
and at present the society has not to exceed three hundred members, 
but already it has five hundred dollars in Its treasury, and asks to 
support a missionary next year* It will also be borne in mind thr t, 
before this organisation was effected, this conference paid more mis- 
sionary money to the meufeer than any in thewhole church* Our members 
in this conference are mostly poor, and live in large towns and citiss, 
where it costs from two to four times as much to meet current expense 8 
as in the country, and, besides, they hare paid very large sums for 
building churches, and yet their wives and daughters have raised this 
money. If the sisters in the English conferences would do as well, 
in proportion to their nurabdrs and ability, they would raise annually 
at least $20,000* 

But will they try? that’s the question, ?»hQ will answer it? Shall 
we have an answer at all? and wh*»t will it be? 

The above constitution needs some amendment, but each annual conference 
might change it, or draft a new one that would meet its wants and start 
the ball to rolling* Indeed no society need wait until the annual 
conf ere; ee meets* Any place where three or more women agree to work 
for this caueo they can at once organize and commence operations* 

Is there such a pl&oe in all the realms of United Brethrenlsm? We 
want to hear where it is, and who the persons are that move in this

Our good sister D*, in the March number of the Missionary Vied tor, 
seems to think we do not need a toman's Board of Missions, but it 
intensely in favor of Sisterl-SKley becoming a corresponding secretary 
when she returns* 1 agree to the later* It will probably cost no more 
to emplpy a corresponding secretary for the Woman's Board of Missions 
than an assistant corresponding secretary for the parent Board* 

Again ehe says * I want It made the duty of our ministers to orgtinize 
woman's missionary societies and children's missionary societies JLn every 
congregation in the church*" I also should be in favor of this, if our 
ministers could take the extra tlae and be Induced to feel that it 

really is their duty to do it* She continues that it is their duty "to 

set them to *ork and to keep them at it*" But then the question 
arises, would not one missionary society at one plaoe answer the purpose 
for all, if thought advisable to have but one head? 

Again, she asks; "’Would It not be better for the women and children to 

help the minister to raise $200 than for the minister to raise $100 and 

the woman ^5 and the children |5." This is oertainly a great falling 
off, - $30 Instead of £L00 and even still more reduced, - "And having 
to spend a part of that to run the machinery*" Bow I would say, if this 
falling off Is a necessity ana inevitable result of the woman's work as 
a separate society, let It drop into oblivions let the funeral knell 
be tolled Mor its burial beforo another sun shall set* But I cannot 
regard the work as a fa' lure yet* The present condition of the woman's 
Missionary society, and the mission work in general, is not as prosperous 
ae its friends could wish it; but there must be no going backward, no 
retrenching in this part of the lord's vineyard* We must be up and 
doing. Cultivate this the lord's beautiful tree yet another year, 
and if it does not than bring forth fruit cut it down as a oumberer. 

But it is God's works it cannot fail If we do our whole duty. In union 
there is strength* To make this great work a success we must have 
united Christian effort and co-operation* We cannot afford to do without 
the influence aMd prayers of one member of our churhh, and all the money 
that each woman and girl-yes, and all others,- can give*

2* But each preacher in eharge appoint a soliciting committee in each 
class on his work, to act in conjunction with hi? in canvassing every 
community and bringing up the missionary collection as high as possible* 

3* let the whole amount of money thus collected be reported to the 
annual conference by the preacher in charge in the usual way, except that 
the woman'Bshare be reported in a separate column and be sent to the 
treasurer of the missionary society at Payton, subject to the order of 
the woman's central executive committee* 

4* let the soliciting committee in eaoh class form a list of ladies who 
may wish to Join the woman's missionary society, and all the missionary 
money paid by the ladies on these lists shall be reported to the annual 
conferences in the woman's missionary column* 

Any one giving any thought at all to this plan will see that id is 
simple, inexpensive, feasible, and easily kept in order, hile avoiding 
all the objections of the present plan* The women through out

The Cause of Missions Among our Sisters. 

The language of every heart in our beloved Zion should be, in sincerity, 
"What can I do fear Christ, My Saviour?" There is much to be d ne. 

Souls are to be won for Christ; the glory of the name of Jesus is to 
spread abroad among the people; and, in closer personal interest to 
each one, it ought not to be forgotten that our characters are to be 
quickly formed for the long home in the skies. All heaven is to be 
won for ourselves and for others, in the short space of a few years. 

Our beloved church needs to be set on fire with zeal for the extension 
of the Kingdom of the Saviour. We have bitterness and distrust enough- 
perhaps too much; but we need a fresh outpouring of the spirit of power, 
such 68 rests upon those whom God truly loves. 

But this communication was designed to say a kind ward of encouragement 
to our sisters in the cause of Christian missions,- not to underestimate 
the efforts and work of our sisters in the various parts of our church 
work, but, if possible, to help in enlarging the field of their labor 
and of their usefulness. The Woman's Missionary Association of Miami 
Conference has been at work for the past few years. It has been com- 
pelled to struggle somewhat, as every new enterprise must expeot to 
struggle; but still it has done a good work. It has developed life 
end Christian character in those who labored in it, and has already 
kindled flames of love for the cause of the blessed Christ in the hearts 
of many who thought themselves to have had no tine for the work of 
missions. Then there has been something done in the way of securing 
of money for this work. If I remember rightly, one society last year 
gathered about |70 in small sums; and the church of which this society 
are a part at the same time was heavily burdened by the erection of a 
new church house. This lum, gathered from sisters and children, 
beside what they gathered in the regular missionary collection, is not 
an inconsiderable amount. The present year, I doubt not, will witness 
greater results. 

Sister M.B. Hadley— for a number of years one of our faithful missionaries 
in Africa, and bu4 recently from that far off field,— is now engaged 
at work in the interest of this Association. Many new societies will 
be organized, and those already at work will be enoouraged to undertake 
aiore largely fhx the cause of God, as I trust, during the present year. 
Besides having the efficient labors of this Bister in this work, it is 
the good fortune of the ’Woman's Board, as I am authorized by its 
president to say, to have these services without the payment of a sdiary 
for at least the present year. This is more than oould have been 
anticipated, and I trust these sisters will make good use of this 
propitious year. 
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A word might be profitably said bearing upon the sisters of the church 
at large, as to the importanoe of the enlargement of this interest 
among them. More than half of the membership of this vast body is 
composed of your numbers. In the class and prayer meetings, as also 
in the Sabbath schools you are at your placeB. I submit it to men 
and angels if in these places are sisters hare not outstripped us. 
poes not God by his spirit, as well as by the calls of perishing souli, 
and by the lack of the church in means and men to carry the gospel to t he 
perishing ones who wre within our reach, ask that the cause of missions 
be wade a subject of deeper interest, more careful attention, and more 
persevering effort than it has been in the past? While you are 
laboring for the instruction and conversion of the yoiihg in the Sabbath 
school, would it not be wa 11 to teach the children to help in the o$use 
of missions, by direct work among them for it, in arranging a plan by 
whfcth they can have an opportunity to support it in the giving of their 
means? The brethren will most likely teaoh our children to labor and 
secure money; but it remains for our sisters hnd mothers to decide by 
their influence whether the next generation is to make money and gain 
influence for the cause of God, and thereby be a better generation, or, 
on the other had$L, whether it is to with-hold the Lord’s money from the 
cause for which even the blood of the Son of God was fredy poured out 
in death. 

Then It is true that an element of immense strength in our church has 
not yet been brought into effective and organized effort in the cause of 
Christian aggression. I know women who are making sacrifices for the 
s.ke of interest dear to their families, and who are bearing burdens 
for the advantage of those dear to the iselves, who would be glad to make 
another sacrifice, and are willing to deny themselves, if need be, 
for the cause of the Lord JeBus. He is more to them than all beside, 
either on earth or in heaven, why should not this woman’s missionary 
movement be put into effective operation in every conference, in every 
station, and on every circuit? But a few days ago I received from a 
poor woman a silver piece worth about $1.50, which had been worn for 
months upon fch® person of a little babe, that is now Bafe it home with 
Jesus. That woman’s heart, moved for the cause of God, was willing to 
offer even so sacred a memento. Are there not thousands of sisters 
in ur churoh who are willing to undertake advanced ground in usefulness, 
who are willing to organize into societies for the promotion of the 
oause of missions, and to piay and give their money for this sacred 
interest? 

A few months ego, while taking a missionary collection, a good brother 
said he would give $5.00. His wife who sat by his side, she whispered, 

"We ought to do more for the cause; if you think we cannot do more, I 
will give $6.00 also." I thought then that where there are sisters with 
such feelings of heart, they ought to be presidents of woman’s mis- 
sionary societies, with the whole female membership of congregations 
as workers. There are numbers of societies of my own acquaintance, 
both in the East and West, in which thc^ - sister®, if organized by the 
pastors, could do a vast amount in the promotion of the oause of missions. 
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When the good queen Beringaria was deserted by King Richard of .England 
because of his desire to lead a lifr of vice, she sought relief from 
the sorrow of her heart by engaging in a work of mercy. After Richard 
hqd been admonished by the Borman hermit* and had hepented of his sin, 
he went in search of his injured queen, and reaching Sxzt Poictiers, 
he found her in the midst of a terrible famine distributing to thdboor. 
All of her earthly apparel that c uld be sold had been cheerfully ! 
parted with, for the purchase of corn and clothing for the destitute. 
But now, while thousands are sinking into eternal death, sinking to 
rise no more forever, — upon whose souls the light will never shine, 
and into whose hearts a sensation of pure joy shall never come, asn 
pride and our taste alone is met in the struggle of life. Are we not 
as a church, to rise to a higher plane of piety, and of deeper and 
costlier sacrifice for the promotion of Christ’s Kingdom? We have done 
something; we can do infinitely more. Shall not our sisters be the 
first to welcome the coming of a brighter day, as were the Christian 
women the first to welcome the apostle as he went to an olden city 
to publish the tidings of peace to a people who, as yet, knew not God? 
May the spirit oi the sacrificing laboring, suffering, dying Saviour 
be in the hearts of us all.

Into the foreign field at once. The suggestion thrilled my hear dike 
a Toloe from heaven. Sisters, one and all. are you ready to respond? 

Take the thought home to your hearts. What does this putting a mission* 
ary into the foreign field imply upon our part? It implies greater 
sonseeration to the work, for one thing. And perhaps this greater 
eons aeration to the work will embraoe and bring about all else that is 
Implied in ltt for I really believe that if we were as fully o oo sec rated 
to the lord as we should be, we would now have the "means to put not 
only one, but several new missionaries into this field. 

Sister Hadley tells us that there are proper persons available whenever 
we are ready to send them, well do X remember how that prince of 
missionary man, 3ohn Bright, of the Sandusky Conference, wsed to 
create the demand for raising missionary money by sanding men into the 
field first, and then turning to the Church and throwingthe respon- 
sibility of their support upon it. And of, what fiery appeals he 
would make for the support of the men he had sent out, without a dollur 
in the treasury to meet their pressing wants. ?ire kindles fire, 
and so does seal kindle seal; and this kindling of our seal is just 
what we need* 

And perhaps the very best way to klndls our seal into a flame is to appoint 
and send out a missionary. >ho Will respond? 1 assure you, to begin 
with, that we can not send out a mlsslonaty, or think for a moment 
of doing it, by paying in our twenty- five cents per quarter, one dollar 
e year. 

Some are ready to cry out indignantly, "I never have confined myself 
to twenty- five cents per quarter I* Well, I am glad of just such indig- 
nation; but I happen to know that a vary large majority of the women hare 
eontanted themselves with just what the constitution of our society 
calls for, and that is only one dollar a year. 

True, we have mew here Who can not give more than that, women ■•/ho are 
po r, and support themselves, and perhaps little children, by their 
own unaided l«»bor. Perhaps.duty does not require them to fcive more. 

But sisters, you who have comfortable homes and the means to live, hus- 
bands or fathers who supply the table and the wardrobe /for th< family, 
or if they do not do it without your aid, but who help do it, y u will 
not pretend to say that you can not give for this eause, double, nay, 

I will not say that, but fourfold whut you are now giving. When we 
oan all agree to this, we ean easily support a new missionary In the 
field; but perhaps sending one will bring us to it. For one I am ready 
to increase my contribution to the woman’s missionary cause fourfold from 
date, who will join me in this?

1. We recognize in our Christian women an essential old in the prosecution 
of our missionary enterprises, and we therefore assure our sisters in 
Christ that any proper measures of co-operation in our work, adopted 
by them, will receive are hearty approval. 

2. We advise our Christian woman to organize, at an early period, a general 
woman's missionary society to be auxiliary to this Board.

Brother Hoke inquired whether the funds of the woman’s Missionary 
Association would be coming to the several conferences as in pa rt 
meeting the conference missionary assessments. 

Bishop Edwards said he thought this would be found to be the question, 
and that we ought to hel p the association solve it. He hoped the women 
would, by their success, succeed in exciting emulation whioh would stir 
up this Board to greater seal and effort. 

4 Brother Shuey explained that the details of the collection and use of 
money by the women must be left to them, and local interests will not 
be interf erred with by any general work into which they may enter.

Rev. J..V. Hott said that the battleground is as^how the woman may 
collect their money. He had no hope of the woman’s work until it has 
a specific purpose. He thinks that their money should not be reported 
to this Board. They cannot catch its spirit. The women of America 
are more active than any other country. Women have vast influence, 
one being more potent over a man’s mind than forty men. 

Brother Ztunler asked whether that is scripture. Women should do more 
for Christ than appear in prayer and class meetings, and they need to be 
encouraged to organise for active work. He inquired whether the ground 
gone over by the women must be traversed also by the B* rd. 

Brother Hoke explained that he should not be understood to be oppos^ed 
to the woman’s movement, but that he favors it with all his heart, and 
till aid it with his money. 

Brother Shuck had no fears that the collections made by the sisters will 
Interfere with the regular church oolleotions. He is willing even 
to have them outstrip the Board. His own congregation at Hartsvillo 
contributed one-third more than ever before under the recent influence 
of Sister Hddley’s presence there.

of his being; the two separate and distinct natures by perfect harmony 
and union in their purposes and aims in life, forming a perfect whole. 

So I think our present general missionary society can nerer be perfect, 
oan nerer fully aooompiish the great object for whioh it exists, without 
the warm heart, the quick perceptions, the ready sympathies, the self- 
denials, and the self-sacrificing and all enduring nature of women. 

Vor these reasons among others do I h;-il with joy aunt the dawning 
of a more perfect organisation of the woman's missionary association. 

Brother Hott's closing paragraph is just what we want, and it seems to 
me, if carried out, would accomplish the end sought. He says, "let 
each approaching annual conference appoint one or more women from their 
bounds to attend, by their order, a meeting at some central place in the 
church, say at Dayton,— to be held this fall soon after the sittings 
of these conferences, at which a constitution shall be adopted and the 
work effectively done". I hope the above paragraph will come before 
eqch annual conference in the church at its next sitting, and that all 
will take the matter under careful, prayerful oondi deration. It is 
oertainly an important matter, and it seems to Me our Woman's Missionary 
Association should be organized under the sanction and by the authority

We desire not to be recognized as the workers, but 
as oo-workers and co-laborers in the great mission field; and until the 
responsibility is laid upon us, and we are made to feel it, we shall 
accomplish but little.

It is perhaps too much to hope for that all our annual conferences 
should move at once in the matter of organizing suoh an association, 
end take immediate measures to make it an efficient co-worker in the 
great mis si on-field with our present general missionary society. 

But if they would, what a grand thing it would be, and what glorious 
results would follow. How waeily could the woman's society furnish 
the means and send an additional laborer to each of our foreign fields. 
All history proves that woman, with her sympathetic nature and powess 
of endurance, can do as nraoh among the heathen to lead them to Christ 
ty exemplifying the power and glory of the gospel, as can man. Indeed, 
neither can do the work as effectually alone as together. 

A few days since, I was conversing with the president of one of our 
most efficient societies upon the subject of increasing our quarterly 
dues from twenty-five cents to one dollar per quarter. She told me 
she believed that if we had a missionary in the field, sent out by the 
Woman's Missi.naxy Society, so that the members would feel that the 
responsibility of supporting such missionary was laid upon them, we 
could collect one dollar per quarter Just as easily as we now collect 
twenty-five cents; and I believe that to be true. We now have to 
perform all the labor in calling upon each member once per quarter to 
get one dollar a year, that we should have to perform to get four 
dollars a year; and very many of our members, if we could give them 
a reason they could oomprehend why they should pay a dollar per 
quarter, would readily do it, and some would do more. It seems to me 
that a dollar per quarter is as little as the poorest of us ought 
to think of giving to the missionary cause, and very many should give 
five or ten times that amount. 

0 my sisters, think Of itl Christ Jesus asks us to help bring this 
world, this lost and ruined, perishing world, back to himselfi 
Shall we do it? Shall we give our pennies for this and spend oux 
dollars to gratify our depraved tastes, and pamper our appetites? 

Which shall we do? Cod help us.

The woman *s Missionary Society. 

Miami Annual Conference, at its late session, elected a delegate from 
its own body to attend the mass meeting this fall for the purpose of 
organizing a womans Missionary Society. This delegate is clothed 
with authority from the annual conference. We are glad this initiatory 
step was taken, and hope that many more conferences will do likewise. 

It was asked by the conference: "What do the wanes want us to do?" 

I will answer/, as far as I am able, that question. 

I am surprised that such a question should hare been asked. I should 
suppose that the experience of the last three years would hare taught 
the conference what was neowssary in order to make our Woman’s Missionary 
Society effective, let me ask you, how did we come by a general 
missionary society? lid a few of the layety organize it and set it in 
motion? Is that a child without parentage? lid it spring L4 q like 
Jonah's gourd, in a night? lid it beget itself and come to the conference 
either annual or general, knocking for admittance and asking for 
adoption? Or was it begotten by the church and given to us stamped 
with authority and recognized as legitimate? When you answer these 
questions you will see jU3t what we want. We want something or nothing. 

We are tired of standing around in the ante-room, waiting for admittance 
and recognition. We are tired of asking for your sympathy or aid. 

We are tired of being aBked what we want. We now turn to you and ask; 

What do you want? We are ready to work with you for the Master. 

We come to you and say, "Give us work." God has ordained you as 
overseers of the flock, and it is your place, you business, to give us 
work in the vineyard. 

Give us a missionary society that shall put every woman and child in the 
church into the harvest-field, lift up your eyes and look. The grain 
is ready for the sickle all over the world. Give us work for the Master. 
We only stipulate that you give us something, that you yourselves wi&l 
not klok. ( A harsh and uncouth expression perhaps, but nevertheless 
the only one I can think of that fully expresses just what I mean) 
Brethren, you yourselves know perfectly well mtea t that ten to one of you 
have "kicked" at our present missionary society ever since it was or- 
ganized, and the expression is one of your own using. And we know 
when we are "reached out at w by the to# of your boot, be it "shined" 
ever so nicely, or raised ever so delicately, just as well as you do. 

You cannot give us the oold sMoulder- and we not know it, though you may 
seek ever so earnestly to disguise the fact. We want something that 
will stimulate us to work, and yet something that will Met be in your 
way. 

Some of you said in open oonferenoe that you failed to get in your 
missionary money because the "Woman's Missionary Sooeity was in the way," 
and yet in the same breath acknowledged that " they got one dollar where 
you could have got but twenty-five cents". We thank you sincerely 
for that admission. But why and how could we get four "ouartors" where 
you could gwt but one? I will tell you: by doing whxt just four times 
the amount of work you do in the case. We go quarterly to eaoh member 
of our society and talk missionary talk; we keep the matter before them 
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by monthly missionary meetings; and if yon **111 give vs something 
that will make it to yon interest also to keep np the monthjry and 
quarterly meetings, we shall then feo longer be in your way. God 
knows we do not want to be in the way of any itinerant minister* 

We want such an organisation as shall be a help to each one of than. 

We want to help kindle a missionary fire in the heart of every member 
of the church-man, women, and children. We crave no higher honor 
or greater glory on earth thaA to be a helpmeet to all God's 
faithful, self-denying ministers. 

Brethren and sisters take this subject home to your hearts and be 
ready with something that shall be effective by the time of our meeting 
in October.

Woman's Missi nary Society. 

A call having been Afisued for a convention to meet in Dayton, Ohio, 
October 21, to organize a woman's missionary society in the United 
Brethren church, a large number of delegates and friends met in the 
First U.B. Church on the 6a y appointed and proceeded to organize 
such a society. 

Mrs. T.H. Sowers called the meeting to order, and Mrs. Erne line Day 
stated its object. The women of the Church have not yet been organized 
for effective work in the Master's cause. 0L. missionary society will 
afford opportunity for the women, and even children, to do something 
for the salvation of souls. The object is to labor, effectively and 
faithfully. 

A committee on permanent organization was appointed, composed of Mrs. 
Sowers, Mrs. Shuck, and Rev. D.IC. Fliekinger. 

A committee on enrollment was appointed composed of Mrs. Keister Mnd 
Mrs. Lanthurn. The delegates were enrolled by conferences. 

A season of devotional exercises was enjoyed. 

The Committee on Permanent Organization reported as follows: 

President, Mrs. S. Haywood; Vice-President, Mrs. Bender, Mrs. Keister; 
Secretary, Mrs. £• Day. 

Committee on Constitution— Mrs. Sowers, Mrs. Shuck, Mrs. Lone, Rev. 

E.S. Chapman, and Rev. D.K. Flinkinger. 

Business Committee — Mrs. Hike, Mrs. Cramer, Mrs. Lake, Mrs. Merchant, 
and Rev. D. .¥• Sprinkle. 

In the afternnon, after pleasant devotional exercises, Mrs. Rike, 
Chairman of the Business Committee, reported an order of exercises for 
the convention. 
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Another season of devotion was held. 

The Committee on Constitution reported, after which it was agreed 
that all the persons present, members of the United Brethren Church 
he made members of the convention. 

The society formed was called "The //Oman’s Missionary Associati n of the 
Church of the United Brethren in Christ". 

Some2discu8sion arose on various clauses of the report, especially on 
the point which defines the persons who constitute the Association. 

At the opening of the evening session a voluntary was sung by the choir, 
after which the president, Mrs. Haywood, read portions of Bcripture. 

Rev. 3). Shuck led in prayer, and the hymn, "Joy to the World" was sung 
by the entire audience. Rev. D.K. Flickinger addressed the convention. 
He has lived to see a thing which he has desired for years, the work 
of women in heathen lands— a work which they alone can do. The women 
of the church have a work to do in these lands, — in western Africa, 
at Sherbro Mission. A work awaits them there. It was partly done by 
Mrs. Hadley. Female physicans are wanted there,— Christian women 
to minister to the body. An old lady who died in Africa not long 
ago was an instance of the wants of the people there in this respect. 

She didd unattended and neglected. Terrible diseases prevail tht re 
peculiar to that climate,— among them sores produced by worms which 
enter the toe and come out at the knee, etc. Doctor Watt made friends 
there by the hundreds b curing the diseases of the people in Africa, 
women might do the same. Thus people may be reached. Brother Comer 
succeeds by visiting the people in their wants. It gives influence 
.ver them, and they inquire after the Gospel. They suppose the Bible 
gives us skill in medicine and other practical things. From Shengay 
to Bonphetook, everywhere, the people are afflicted. Bible readings 
are very useful to them; and women may read, and also heal diseases. 

The president said that Brother Fliokinger at once went to the very 
object of the Association, women are taking an interest in the work 
of missions. The crusade was no Mew thing, but was the result of long 
years of prayers and tears. So with the missionaty work. Education, 
medioine, and much consecration are necessary to the work— consecration 
first. We must not do the work before we are ready by God's preparation 
of the heart. 

The choir sang another piece, and an address was del ivered by Rev. 

J.W. Hott. He said that some of the finest figures of history were 
carved by woman's hand. In the political, social, and literary world 
these figures have been grand. Women have worn some of the brightest 
stars and sweetest tones that belong to them. In religion women have 
appeared in the best character. God first appeared t b" women on 
im»ortant occasions— to Mary and Elizabeth. Jesus giv* the purest 
blessing to women. His most tender words were those which brought 
Joy to woman's heart— raising the dead and ouring the sick for her sake. 
The heritage of Janus was given to woman. When he died woman was 
nearest; when he arose woman was first to carry the tidings to men. 
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Christianity has done great things for woman. In heathen lands she Is a 
slave and debased to the passions of man, and is abandoned in old age 
by a cruel woman. In this country the contrast is great. It is all 
due to Christianity. woman's heart is always enlisted for Christ. 

She giveB of her means and sympathies for His cause. Mrs. Judson 
attending the imprisoned husband is atf. noted instance. Mrs. Williams 
was fifty-two years side by side with her husband before he died. 

She goes with a babe on her arms to give directions for his burial. 

Our own country shows how woman has labored for the heathen. The king 
of the Sandwich Islands, on his recant visit to this country, was 
enabled to visit Mrs. Chamberlain, who had been the means of his - 
conversion. 

In benevolence, woman has taken a lead. Mrs. Howard, wife of the great 
philanthropist, let her husbfnd out in benevolenoe. a few months t , go 
in Illinois a pastor came to the speaker with a few pieces of silver 
as the gift of a poor woman for missions. She felt constrained to 
do what she could. Her little daughter had once worn the pieces around 
her neck. Such oonsecrution 1 b our want. In 1845, when Mr. West was 
leaving Leeds, a poor woman came to make an offering for missions. 

She offered a few hundred dollars. He expostulated; but she said he 
must, as she would not be tempted with it. It Is ours to catch this 
spirit. May women proceed the missionaries of the Board and are found 
in prayer as those whom Paul saw. More women are converted then men 
in heathen countries. omen are more superstiti us and yet more easily 
reached by the gospel. 

Mrs. lane, from Michigan, was the next speaker. This is are probationary 
time* The race is not to the swift, but to those who endure. It is 
pleasant to see the women in the fields of Christian labor. May an 
influence go out from this convention to make us go about to do good. 

,Ve must go with our own individuality to do the greatest good, what a e 
young men doing for Christ? What young women? Young men should give 
of their means for the gospel. It is ours to sit at the feet of Jesus 
to learn our duty. The heavenly gates will fly open to the faithful 
worker. 

Another piece was sung hy the choir, and Ms. Shuck, of Indiana, addressed 
the meeting. The question with the women is, "What can I do?" Each 
may say, "I can do nothing." But if we will, and have the love of Christ, 
we can do much, '..omen must do the work which pertains to them. Economy 
may be practiced by women in dress end eating, and the money saved by put 
into the treasury of the Lord. A soul may be saved by the saving of a 
few yards of goods in a dress. A penny has eavwd a soul. What may not 
$B5 do. We may cut down our expenses d- ows - .^600 or even $L,000. We lack 
consecration. If we had it, our missionary treasiiry would not be empty. 
The missionary work Is delightful to those who have tasted it. Women 
should show by their oonsecration thafctthey iove Jesus. 

After a hymn, Mrs. Artz made excellent remarks. When she first entered 
the missionary work she felt averse to it; but as she reflected and preyed 
over the matter the work grew in importance. The women sh >uld do well 
the work they have to do. 
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Rev. J. Kengo had hoped that business would be transacted tonight. He 
waB not fully aware of what the object of the meeting was* He had been 
connected with the United Brethren missionary society from its infancy. 
Host persons regard the Woman’s Missionary Society as a side issue, 
designed only to help a little. It is a wrong view. «omen should come 
up th the work at home and abroad. Their society ought to be paramount 
to the missionary society. 

Mrs. C. Bender, from Sanducky Conference, spoke of the privilege the 
women have in assisting to elevate the heathen. A grave account must 
be given by those who neglect these opportunities. If women trust in 
themselves and God they can do mueh for the elevation of the degraded 
in heathen lands. If the heathen and we were in each others places 
we would wish them to do for us what we may do for them. Woman may 
have stars in their crowns of rejoicing coming up from heathen lands. 

A verse was sung, and remarks were made by Mrs. Sowers. Dtffng the 
crusade she was so interested that in reading a word beginning with 
T was taken for temperance. So with mis si >nary work. But many words 
begin with M. She felt glad that the sisters have organized in this 
work. All can begin to feel like self-denial-laying aside at least 
£L.OO a year for admittance. Giving is a means of grace. ..Oman may 
get money if they seek it. A most delightful field of work opens to 
women among the children. They will all join the society and give 
their pennies. Except as we become as little children the act of giving 
all for Christ we cannot be Christ’s. The Savior Bald" She has given 
more than ye all" —all her living. If we gave all we had, the treasury 
would soon be full. This work will go. Mrs. K.S. Chapman made remarks 
expressive of her growth in knowlddge and zeal in the missionaty cause. 
Mrs. Keister sppke of her. youth in the cause, yet her zeal was great, 
women having education and money have denied the "light of life" to 
the heathen. By lack of interest, zeal, and prayers, as well as 
withholding money, we may deny them this light. Mrs. Merchant, of 
Westerville, apple of her love for the cause, and of her activity in 
this and oven the temperance cause. After the doxology the audience 
was dismissed by Prof. Keister. 

The evenifcg meeting was large and full of life. It seemed, indeed, 
that the spirit of missions was filling hvery heart. The day m eting 
wa8 well attended, and more than usual Interest centered in the con- 
vention. Delegates was present from a number of conferences, coming 
under regular appointment; but as all conferences oould not be repre- 
sented, it was wisely determined to constitute all members of the 
church present members of the convention. Thus a large number of 
conferences ware represented by the wiles of mesident members of these 
conferences, and, upon the whole the church was quite fairly represented 
throughout. 

Second day, October 82, The o nvention opened at 9 A. 1.1. The president 
in the chair. After devotional exeroises the minutes of the previous 
day were read. The constitution was taken up and adopted by items. 

The vexed question of the connection of this society with the General 
Missionary Association was finally and fully settled, when it was seen 
that the only connecti on which this sooiety needed was with General 
Conference and not with any Board in existence. Hence, it was agreed 
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that the society shall harmonize with the General Missionary Board of 
the Church, and shall he subject to the General Conference.

Oar woman's Mi ss ionary society. 

In last week's paper we gave a report of the o nvention held in this city 
for the purpose of organizing a woman's missionary association in the 
U.B. Church. The convention was a beginning of what ought to be a great 
work. Such associations in other churches have been going much good for 
a number of years past. The only wonder is that this association has not 
been in operation for years in our church. 

It may be asked by some, what need is there for a society of kin this 
kind since we have a Home, Frontier, and Foreign Missionary Society, 
which may give an outlet for all the missionary zeal of the Church. It 
might indeed seem that one general missionary society should give scope 
for all our operations in that direction. But other churches have found 
it profitable to have a woman's missionary society working in its wwn 
manner. We are not well enough informed concerning the results of shch 
societies in other churches to argue from them in favor of a like society 
in our church. But the reason of the thing does not lie against the 
project to our minds. The women will of course take special interest in 
an association of their own, and will labor more abundantly for its 
promotion. The stimulus of personal responsibility and success is great 
with any person. People will sacrifice and labor for success in an 
undertaking of their own whereas if they were not thus interested as 
responsible workers they would do far less for the Ihkh same object 
managed by others. But this is a small consideration compared with the 
idea bf engaging and using the talent for usefulness possessed by 
Christian woman. Such a society will bring into operation all of the 
working ability of the woman. The labor of the association will be 
well distributed by the organization of Branch societies in the annual 
conferences and local societies, extending even to the enrollment of the 
children in the great work. This admirable extension of the work to all 
the women and children of the Church will be sure to produce most 
encouraging results if the spirit of Christ and of true Christian dis- 
cretion is maintained throughout the whole line of operations. Who 
could find a reason for dec linking to encourage such a good work? The 
relations of this society will be chiefly with the great law making body 
of the Church — The General Conference. We are glad that the constitution 
of the woman's Society says formerly that the association shall work 
"under the direction of the General Conference" of the Church. It is 
very important that every general movement In the church place itself 
in a right attitude toward the law making body of the Church. It might 
be thsught that this new society should have connected Itself with the 
general missionary society of the church. This is, in deed, an important 
question. Time will show whether orv'not it should be so connected. But 
however this may be, a willingness on the part of this new society to 
work in"harmony" with the Home, Frontier, and Foreign Society is a very 
hopeful feature of the spirit of the sisters. There Is in this a 
recognition of the previous existence If not the superiority of the 
Board of Missions. There will be no trouble, however, we predict, 

®s any collisions that may occur will be properly adjusted by a yielding 
of the proper party. 
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The woman*s association does not propose to open new missionary fields 
where the original missionary society had notalready been operating. 

We infer this from the language describing the object of the new society,, 
namely, to send missionaries into the "foreign and domestic fields of 
the U.B. Church." The fields of the church are only such as have been 
open by the Board of Missions" organized by General Conference. This 
purpose to labor in the fields already opened by the general missionary 
society is very commendable. It might be unwise for the new society 
to go into a part of Africa for instance, remote from our mission there, 
and to try fields new to the Church, or to go to China in advance <f the 
Foreign Missionary Society. 

We see/ few defects in the constitution of the new society. There is none 
so great at least, as to justify the mobility of that ground work of the 
society. The provision for a change is so simple— a vote of 2/3 of the 
members present at any annual meeting of the Board of Managers — that the 
constitution is liable to all kinds of changes, for the worse as well as 
the better. A constitution ought always to be interpreted according to 
its own provisions and intentions, and not according to the way some 
may desire who may seek to interpret it at any time by sane little change 
agreeable to themselves. Constitutions ought to be made with groat 
deliberation, and then made secure against easy change. Constitutions 
are not designed to be tentative— to try what the people want,— but to 
hold the people to a certain line of action with no little firmness.

Tbe Women's Missionary Meeting. 

The missionary convention held in Dayton, October 21,22 proved a success. 
It has been reported at length in the Telescope: and yet I wish to mention 
a few items in connection with it that have not appeared. The meeting 
was one of deep religions interest. The cry that filled every woman's 
heart was, "Give me work for the Master". The time for waiting has past, 
and that of labor has begin. One noticable feature ofthe convention was 
the evident determination on the part of all present to remain until 
the work was thoroughly done. There seemed to be a fixed purpose in the 
minds of all who have the object for which the convention was called 
fully accomplished. 

Another encouraging feature of the convention was a manifest spirit 
of consecration on part of members to the missionary work, and the 
willingness to la bor in any capacity or direction to accomplish the 
work sought. There seem to be no idle, listless, indifferent spectators 
but all were with one aocord ready to lend a helping hand. 

A letter was received from Mrs. Fisher, Boanoke, Indiana, and read to 
the convention, which was full of encouragement and Christian sympathy. 
Other letters from Mrs. Bishop, Mrs. Bailey, Mrs. O'Farrell, Miss Clark, 
Miss Hanson, and others, too late to be read to the convention, were 
received. We very much regret that these delegates could. not have been 
with us; and as they could not, we much regret that these letters did 
not reach us in tirie to be read to the convention, as they are full of 
interest and encouragement. They show clearly that the missionary fire 
is burning brightly not in a few hearts ofcly, but in many hearts, nofcbh, 
east, south, and west; that it is kindling into a flame all over the 
Church. The women of the Church have lifted up their eyes to behold the 
fields whits for the harvest and they are sodding up prayers from 
thousands of hearts to the Master that he will send forth more laborers. 

And trith the prayers fkat which they expect to be answered, they go at 
once to work to do their part in the answer. 

The constitution adopted by the convention, which appeared in the Telescope 
and which will also be printed in circular form for distribution, will 
commend itself to every man and woman in the Church. Under this con- 
stitution we hnpp/j each conference in the church will immediately call 
a meeting and organize a Branch society.

Our Woman' 8 Missionary Society* 

My Telescope has come to hand, and of course the first thing I look 
after is our woman's missionary society. I find that In this issue 
(Eovember 3) it comes in for a full share. There I find the constitution, 
which must challenge the admiration of all who read it. Therp, also, 

I find an editorial on the work of the convention, with oertain 
"inferences" drawn from the wording of Article II of the Constitution, 
in reference to the purposes of the Association. low, I am pleased with 
the notieewhleh our worthy editor has given of our work. But from this 
"inference" I beg leave to demur. He says: "The woman's Missionary 
Association does not propose to open new missionary fields where the 
original missionary society has not been operating." And he infers this 
from the fact that it "is our purpose to send missionaries into the 
foreign and domestic fields of the U.B. Church." So far, so good. 

But than he adds this: "The fields of the Chruch are only such as have 
been opened by the Board of Missions organized by the General Conference". 
Now, this definition of what constitutes the fields of the church I 
object toj and I think every woman connected with this movement will 
object, also© The field is the world. So says the Word. And the field 
of the U.B. Church is the world. And the woman's Missionary Association 
aims at the whole field and does not propose to hold its hand until the 
sickle has reached the uttermost corner. 

Whether the original Board shall £z£ put in the sickle first, or whether 
this new Board, full of zeal and enthusiasm , shall outrun it, as did 
ary of old when visiting the sepulcher, remains to be seen. <Ye do not 
propose to wait for any "Board" or for any authority, save that of 
General. Conference. If God shall give us the missionaries and the means, 
we shall find the field, whether the original Board has found it before 
us or not. It is altogether possible that the very firBt work the 
W.M.A* does isxia will be to plant a mission among the heathen Chinese 
on the Paoific Coast, where the Board has not yet planted one. We have 
never proposed to follow in the wake of any Board. 

"A Constitution? says the article before us, "ought always to be inter- 
preted seconding to its own provisions and intentions." So think we. 

And certainly the framers of said constitution did not intend or provide 
for its mission fields being restricted in any sense by the operations of 
the original Board. We expect and desire the hearty sympathy and approval 
of the Board in all our work, at home and abroad; but we do not expect 
to be restricted by any "body" save the General Conference. We had 
abundant opportunity for saying so at the convention by putting it in the 
constitution; and some of us tried hard enough to put it there, but 
failed. And failing in this, with one heart and one voice we placed 
ourselveB under the direvtlon a nd control of the General Conference and 
under none other. 

And here again we beg leave to repeat. The women believe in the U.B* 
missionary field to be the world.

Woman's Missionary Association* 

There are, to my mind, several difficulties in the way of successful and 
harmonious operation of the w W.M*A* " recently organized and whose con- 
stitution mis published in a recent number of the Religious Telescope, 
which, at the risk of being charged with ono of gallantry, I will point 
out in the hope that they may be obviated so as to insure the success 
of this movement. 

However much I must, from my love for the great cause of missions, feel 
deeply interested in all efforts which contemplate the more vigorous 
prosecution of this important department of the Christian enterprise, 

I cannot difest my mind of the fact that the plan of operation, as 
indicated in the constitution of said society, will fail to harmonize with 
our present methods* It is proposed to organise B ranch societies, 
auxiliary to the parent society, throughout all parts of the Church, 
into which the women and children are to be incorporated, and into yhosa 
treasury thslr contributions are to be gathered, and thenoe transmitted 
directly to the parent treasury of the society, and not tkbough the 
ordinary channels of the annual conferences, nor incorporated in the 
statistical reports thereof, nor to be subject to the same division for 
the home work of the respected conferences, as is now provided for 
by the General Conference* How will this effect the home work of the 
annual conferences, and twirgr deplete the resorces of the present Board 
of Missions? Let me show how it will effect the Pennsylvania Conference; 
and what is true of it is also true of all other conferences which h eve 
a heavy home interest to take care of* In thiB conference a considerable 
proportion of the money collected for missions is contributed by the women 
and the children of our Sabbath shhools* If this amount is to be 
deverted from our treasury, it will compel us to curtail, if not abandon, 
much of our home work* Our appropriations for this year for home 
missions amount to $l*900« Besides this we carry a debt of nearly f900. 

We usuall raise about $3,600 a year for missions, one half. of which goes 
to the parent Board for frontier and foreign work. XMfi Deplete our 
treasury to tthe extant of $1,000 and it takes $500 from us for our 
home work, and the same amount for the Board of Missions for its work* 

It needs no argument to demonstsfete that this process, operating similarly 
in our annual conferences, will not only cripple the annual conference?, 
but cut down the operations of the parent Board to such an extent as to 
compel it to abandon much of the territory it now occupies. The 
Pennsylvania Conference has reaped too many advantages from its home work 
cither to curtail or abandon it. It should rather be enlarged. It is 
capable of almost indefinite enlargement in the city of Baltimore alone. 

The same is true alBO of the operations of the parent Board in 8 


frontier and foreism work* 
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But it may be said that the new organization proposed to aid ns in this 
work. Can this be done more effectually by two independent organizations 
than by one? It is against all precedent. 

It may be further said that the woman* s organization will so far stimulate 
the brethren, by good hearted rivalry, as to more than make up what may 
be diverted from the conference and parent treasuries. My long experiece 
in the financial work of missions has taught me that a family generally 
contributes a stated amount yearly for benevolent purposes; that the 
husband usually concedes the contribution thereof to his wife, and that 
no more can bo expected of him. 

Again; It may be replied that woman* s missionary associations have worked 
well in other churches. In the absence of statistics we cannot say how 
far this may prove correct; but then there are but few other churches, 
if any, which cultivate their home work as we do. It is certainly 
desirable that all money raised for benevolent purposes be fully reported 
to our annual conferences. The conference statistics, according to the 
proposed plan, as woll an ass annual xagtajEfca missionary reports, would 
be incomplete. 

ill experience has shown that just as we multiply agencies and machinery 
for benevolent purposes do we complicate the same and increase the 
expenses thereof. Already numerous complaints are thrust in our face when 
soliciting contributions from some; that there are too many officers to 
be provided for, and too much expended in mere incidentals. To my 
mind there is n >t a single reason that can be shown why we Bhould have 
t ?/o Boards of l!is cions in the "Church that would not equally show the 
necessity for two Boards of Education and two publishing houses. Already 
some of our Interest have suffered from this division. We want 
concentration and union of effort in all departments of our churhh work 
to insure enlarged success. 

The history of our missionary operations shows that notwithstanding the 
piety and prudence of our missionary boards mistakes have been made, 
and results were not equal to the expectations of the church, Or in 
proportion to the amount of money expended. The same is true also of all 
other enterprises where experience is wanting. But now, with the 
accumulated experience of over 20 years, mxA when we are only prepay d. 
to do effective work, it is proposed to hand over a part of this w »rk 
to inexperienced persons who must inevitably follow in the wake of all 
other similar boards, and squander much of their means for want of the 
necessary knowledge as to the best methods of operation. Is this wise? 

Is it for the best? The most effective way I know of to present the 
cause and claim of missions to our people is to rive the fadts and sta- 
tistics showing real progress and success* Thank God we can now do 
this* Will it not weaken us before the people to tell them that a part 
of what they contributed is to be expended by inexperienced hands? 

But, it may be asked, what have I to propose? I make the following 
suggestions: let the womans association organize its branches all 

over our church, collect all the money It possibly can, make the moral 
atmosphere so warm with missionary fire that the hard schells of in— 
iifferenoe and worldliness, in which so many professed friends of the 
Savior are incased, shall be consumed, and stir up a good natured 
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and generous rivalry with the brethren, thereby to increase largely 
our missionary contribution. Then let all go into e common treasury, 
through the regularly appointed ohannels of the annual conferences* 
iud then, if our sisterB so desire it, let the General Conference appoint 
a fair proportion of them on the Board of Missions. This is, to my 
mind, the best, if not the only way to secure theend wc all have in view- 
the glory of God and the salvation of souls. In this way we can all 
work harmoniously without ooraing in conflict with each others interest, 
and accomplish much more than by two independent organization?, which must 
from the nature of the case, frequently cross each others paths. 

Thus I have given a plain statement of the objection to this movement of 
our sisters as they appear to my mind. If I am in error, I am open to 
correction. Ho one will bid them a more hearty God speed. What I have 
written has heen done In the fear of God, after much reflection, and with 
the purpose to accomplish the most good, as well as to promote and 
maintain a spirit of harmony and love among ail workers in that part of 
the Master's vineyard given us to cultivate. May what I hearin say 
be received in the same spirit in which it is written; and may the God 
of missions direct us in all our efforts, so that the greatest amount of 
good may be accomplished, the greatest number of souls saved, and the 
greatest amount of glory be brought to his most holy name.

It is against all precedent* 

Brother J. Hoke, in the Religious Telescope of December 8, under the above 
caption, says, "There are several difficulties in the way of a successful 
and harmonious operation of the Woman’s Missionary Association"; also 
that "there is not a single reason that can be shown why we should have 
two Boards of Missions in the Church that would not equally show the 
necessity for two Boards of Education and two Publishing Houses". 

While it is not my purpose to review his article, I wish to state some 
facts which will go far to convince all reasonable minds that there 
is a real necessity for a "woman’s Missionary Association" in our Churoh; 
also that Brother Hoke Jumped at some of his conclusions leading him 
to take so decided a position against said organization* 

He seems to have overlooked the following article in the constitution 
of the W*M.A* "This society shall work in harmony with the Home, 

Frontier, and Foreign Missionary Society of the United Brethren in 
Christ, and under the direction of General Conference of said church; 
and its missionaries shall be subject to the same rules that govern the 
missionaries of the aforesaid missionary society". 

Another article in the constitution says "The purpose of this Association 
is to engage and unite the efforts of the women in sending missionaries 
into the foreign and domestic fields of the U.B. Church, and supporting 
them". 

It is seen that the way is wide open for this "Woman's Missionary 
Association" to appropriate all the money it receives from Brother 
Hoke’s conference, and more, too, if it wishes, to the city of Baltimore, 
where he truly says there are fine opportunities for enlargement. 

As to the difficulties in the way of successful and harmonious operation, 
surely they cannot be very great as long as the constitution says "This 
society shall work in harmony with the Home, Frontier, and Foreign 
Missionary society in the U.B. Church, and under the direction of General 
Conference". The General Conference has nstast absolute power, by the 
donstitutlon, to prevent any and all the mishaps to which Brother Hoke 
.refers, and others upon which he may not yet have thought. Ho doubt 
some changes will need to be made in this constitution, as they were in 
the other. But to use an illustration: do let the team get started before 
raising the cry that there is danger of a runaway. The constitution 
adapted by the convention was understood to be a step toward getting this 
movement into shape for General Conference action. The last General 
Conference was ahked to initiate this movement, and, have the preparatory 
steps been taken would haire dene it no doubt. 

But why should we have two Boards? The object desired is to develop and 
utilize more fully the power of the ohurch for the spread of Christianity, 
"Can this be done more effectually by two independent organizations than 
by one? It is against all precedent," my much esteemed Brother Hoke says. 
Well, let us see. The Oongregationalists have the American Board of 
Commisfc&nners for Foreign Missions, the American Missionary Association, 
the Home Missionary Society, and the Woman’s Missionary Association, ~ 
four Independent organizations, fully as much so as the W.M.A. In our 
ohurch, and all doing good, though one might be discontinued but not the 
woman’s organization. Bvery church that means to do effective m>rk for 
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God in these days in the evangelization of the world needs a woman's 
missionary organization; and this is just the kind of work our Congrega- 
tional friends are doing. Their woman's Board held their late meeting 
in Elyria, Ohio; and- from the secretary's report the following has Been 
taken: "We are now supporting £7 missionaries." "Indian Mission full 

of promise". "In Mexico missionaries are facing great perils, hut the 
work is hopefully progressing." "From Turkey the reports are everywhere 
favorable, in some of the sohools every pupil h&v^ing been converted." 

"In Indiap the prospects for thr future are enoouraging." "In Ceylon 
a large number are under daily instruction. " "In all the reports fran 
all our missions the need of ladies with medical education was urged. 
Through them alone can a woman of the higher caste be reached." 

In the H.E. Church which has much the same system we have for oolleoting 
and appropriating missionary money, there is a Woman ' s Missionary organiza- 
tion which publishes an excellent missionary paper as also does the 
W.M.S. of the CongregaydtioneiChurch. The organization in the H.E. Church 
has the hearty endorsement of all its bishops and leading men generally, 
though at first it had a few Brother Hokes, and among them one bishop, 
who have been converted from the error of their ways, as Brother Hoke 
will be ere long, unless I am very much mistaken in the man. 

The W.M.&. of the U.B. Church proposes to enlist the efforts ofths 
women and children in the work for miss* ons. Whatever may be true in 
Brother Hoke's conference as to what women and childfen are doing in 
this good sau8e, it is a fact that they have as a rule done but little 
in most others — done but little because they had no system with which 
or by which to work. Ho more ready or effective workers than the/ , 
especially among the children, when the way is open for them to work, 
which is just the thing which this organisation does. With the hope 
that the officers of the Sabbath Schools would enlist the children in 
behalf of missions the General Conference, about ten years ago, added 
the following to the constitution of our missionary society: "Each of 
our Sabbath Schools is hereby constituted an auxiliary to the branch 
society within whose limits it is located, and the superintendent, 
secretary, and treasurer of the S.S. shall be president, secretary, and 
treasurer of said auxiliary,, and shall report annually to the preacher 
in charge to the branch secretary. Said preacher is to notify the above 
named offioers at the close of each conference year that suoh report is 
due, and, if need be, assist in its preparation." 

With this grand and almost self operating addition to the constitution 
of the missionary society, which organized all tur S.S. into missionary 
societies even, constituting the officers in them, there ought to have 
oome annually from our S.S. thousands of dollars; and there would, had the 
officers of these S.S. held one or two missi onary meetings a year and 
properly presented the claims of missions to them and ask them to ojmtri- 
but a to it. In many instances they did not wish this dene for fto them) 
the very {pod reason that they needed all the money contributed for the 
expenses of their sohools. Very little moneyceme from these schools— 
scarcely any outside of a few cities and towns. But now that the 
W. M;A. is organised there will be thousands of dollars collected from the 
children if thesd women are not prevented from doing this. All that the 
sisters in this association ask is an open field among their sisters and 
the children of the churoh; and surely they ought to have that — yea more, 
the warm sympathy and hearty co-operation of all Christians of both Boxes. 

If this work has been done among the women and children in a few places 
in Brother Hoke's conference, surely he will not object to its being 

tone throughout the churoh. 
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Then, too. Brother Dloke’s assumption that no more money will be raised 
by the two organisati ons thqa by one is certainly a mistake, as the 
histoty of all such movements prove. By saving waste papers a little girl 
reported #4.00 money in three monthB. Horace Greely said "the waste in the 
Waited States on old paper was enormous. " There are many such ways 
in whioh to save money which the ladies will not be slow to find out and 
praotioe, and the children, too, if the women are allowed to train them. 

The following from Kittle Willard, clipped from the Heathen woman's Friend, 
is to the point: 

Dear little PriendB; I want to tell you about our little missionary 
society. There are 15 little girls in it. We began four weeks ago. 

We did not do much the first day; but now we out pictures and make blocks 
for guilts; we are going to make two guilts, a dark one and a light one 
too. The pictures we cut out ahe to make picture scrap feooke; we have 
one scrap book almost finished. We have fur our officers a president, 
and three vice presidents, two secretaries and one treasurer. We give 
two cents a week or one dollar a year, JuBt like the big ladies do. 

We call it the "Foreign Missionary Society of little Women". Our money 
goes to heljb Miss Schoonmaker; and our corresponding secretary is going 
towrite her a letter and tell her all about it, and we want her to 
write to us too. /We have begun to knit wash rags to sell. 

last year, all told, we raised 88 and f/fair fifths cents per member, 
we men, ""including the good work Brother Hoke did, who doubled the amount 
formerly secured wherever he went, only obtained twenty eight and four- 
fifths cents to the member. If the U.B. Church does not double this 
soon and quadruple it, then she will fall to accomplish her mission. 

Hot raise any more money? Why? we must, or be cursed of God. Do let 
these women come into this field and work; yea, give them a little 
encouragement. Do not get in their way. The financial strength of onr 
ohureh formissions has not half or quartssB*^ been developed yet. 

Do let the women help to get money. We need their help, and must have it. 

at the October missionary meeting of the Episcopal church in Hew York 
City, a report on the woman’s auxiliary shows that in the past year this 
"society expended $23, 4Gfi in cash and distributed $66,000 worth of 
supplies and clothing" Addresses were delivered by Dr. Tyng and several 
bishops, one of the latter saying, "There is no society in the ehurch 
of. as much assistance to the missionary bishops as this." 

I shall, God permitting, soon show in another article that the "already 
number ous oomplaintB thrust in our face that there are too many officers 
to be provided for and too much expended in mere incidentals," and that 
Similar complaints was wholly/ without foundation. There are two officers 
to be provided for to look after the interest of misssions and church 
erection, one of whom has for more than a doaen years preached, or did 
its equivalent in that line, from 80 to 90 sermons, attende/sd from ten 
to twelve annual conferences, traveled from 9 to 10 thousand miles 
annually, edited a paper, attended to filling orders for certificates, 
missionary boxes, collecting cards, and often working hard late at 
aight whijbe some of the oomplaintere Brother Hoke referred to were 
sleeping. This whole article was written in two evenings and mostly 
after eight o’clock, whioh Is about the time such parsons do or ought 
to go to bed. That the men employed in these interests work hard, and 
those in charge of them may expend but a small percent for incidentals 
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Is a fact. The officers of the missionary sooiety, and most others 
at thesx headquarters are hard worked men* 

X know that Brother Hoke's heart is right, and shall insist on it that 
his head will soon he on the woman's missionary association question. 

May God's richest blessing he upon him and this association is my 
sincere prayer* 

1 close with the remark that we need two distinct or separate Boards, 
and that we need not fear this woman's organization, as it is under the 
direction of the General Conference* Bo let the women Work from now 
til then under the constitution they hare and the General Conference will 
so change it as to make it just right, no doubt*

Be joinder to Bev. D.£. Flickinger* 

In the Beligious Telescope of December 22, Bev. D.Z, Flickinger occupies 
two columns of "glittering generalities, " Intended as a reply to the 
difficulties In the way of a harmonious operation of the W.M.A., as given 
by me in the same paper Bee emb er 6« The brother is candid enough to 
tell us whatevery reader of the articles inquestion oould not fall to 
see himself— >that he does not propose to review my article. Why he entirely 
Ignores the difficulties I stated, and goes into a lengthy statement 
of facts not in dispute nor germain to the subject, I am at a loss to 
conjecture. That the church does not come up to the full measure of 
its duty in the cause of missions; that greater economy should be practised 
in personal expenditures that more money may be given into the Lord's 
treasury; and that greater effort should be put forth to awaken a deeper 
interest in the cause of missions, I freely admit. In fact, I admit nearly 
all the brother has said, not excepting Horace Greely on waste paper. 

Eut what has all this to do with the question at issue? Either the 
difficulties I stated are real or imaginary. If imaginary, no one Bhould 
be better Qualified . than the g e neral m issionary secretary; if real. 

It is unfair to ignore them, and get up a jdemonstration in another 
direction and divert attention from them. | Vo t 

I have the following observations to make: 

1. I am not opposed to the multiplication of agencies for the better 
development of the power of the church to carry forifcrd its great work 
of soul saving. The woman’s association, upon the proper basis, would 
prove a power for good. But as an independent organization, adknowledglng 
allegiance to nobody, other than the General Conference, it will 
inevitably fail. 

2. The Woman's Association as well as some who endorse its present 
position and purposes, has departed from its original basis. 

At the annual meeting of the Board of Missions, held at Dayton, May last, 
a committee of three women representing the Association, conferred with 
a committee appointed by the Board composed of Bishops Edwards and 
Glossbrenner and Bev. W.ff. Shuey. The following fa their report which 
the Board adopted! 

Tour committee on the relations of the Woman's Missionary work to this 
Board has conferred with the ladies and each other and they beg leave 
to present the following: 

1. "We recognise in our Christian women an essential aid xs& in £he 
prosecution of our missionary enterprise; and we therefore assure our 
sisters in Christ that any proper measure of co-operation in our work, 
adopted by them will receive our hearty approval. 

2. "we advise our Christian women to organize, at an early period, a 
woman's missionary socl$y to be auxiliary to this Board." 
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3. "To render their work more successful it will doubtleBB he wiseifc 

in them to propose some field or fields of labor in which they may desire 
to sustain one or more missionaries; also, to nominate a person or persons 
to occupy such field or fislds which proposed fields and laborers shell 
be subject to toe approval of the Board of Missions or ^secutive Committee. 

On compliance with these conditions this Board agrees to aid them in the 
support of such laborers, provided their funds are insufficient to do so* 

4. "We invitethe sisters of such society to meet this Board in its annual 
sessions, and participate in its counsels in relation to our work." 

Sow compare with this report, in which an auxiliary relation is insisted 
upon the following from Hiss Staallne Day’s article in the Telescope of 
November 24; "we do not propose to wait for any Board jfor for any author- 
ity, save that of General Conference." *** 

** "We have never proposed to follow in the wake of any Bowrd." If 
this sister represents the purposes of the association, it has utterly 
repudiated the action of the joint committee and the Board for they 
now claim utter Independent of all authority other than the General 
Conference. Passing b, the annual conference without even a bow of 
recognition, and under bonds to keep the peace (act in harmony ) with 
the Board, they acknowledge no limits to their operations other than 
those which the General Conference may impose*

3. Brother Flickinger intimates^ so far from two independent Boards 
proving an injury to the home wbrk of the conferences they may prove 
a benefit thereto by establishing missions among us* Does the secretary 
concede to the woman’s association the prerogative never claimed byt he 
Board rxxsx to go within the territorial limits of an annual con- 
ference without the Invita&on or concent of such conference?

Brother Plickinger refers to the action of the General Conference 
aking all our Sabbath Schools auxiliary to the Branch society within 
whose bounds they may be located* This provision is yet In force, and 
is a part of the constitution of the missionary society* By what 
authority does the secretary propose to sever this relation and hand 
over our Sabbath schhols to another and an Independent Board? 


The brother will no doubt recollect that the writer has tried more than 
once, to have some definite plan of action adopted by the Board by 
which to bring into closer relation the Sabbath schools of our church 
to the great causs of missions* At the meeting of the Board prior 
to the last general conference 1 Introduced a resolution asking the 
General conference to designate a day when all the sohoils of our 
ohurch would consider the eause of missions and collect money for the 
same* This resolution was adopted by the Board, but the General 
Conference saw proper to lay it on the table* Here in the East, where 
we have tried it and find the results so great, we are lo^th to sever 
this relation and lose to our treasury so large a part of our missionary 
funds. 
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6. From our last almanac^ in the missionary treasurer's report, the 
foilswing figures and gleamed; The Miami Conference, with a membership 
of 6, £87, pays intothe treasury of the parent Board $791.57— an 
average of only 16 cents to the member. The Pennsylvania Conference, 
with a membership of 7,031, pays ^L, 701.16 an average of £5cents to 
the member. H e says The Miami Conference is supposed to be the heart 
and center of the shurch. In It are congregated our strongest man. 

In connection with our publishing interests, theological seminary, etc. 
and of course it w:uld be expected that it should be correspondingly 
in advance of all other societies in all departments in Christian 
enterprise. How then, can we account for this disparity in its 
contributions to the parent treasury for frontier and foreign work? 

The solution is probably is in this fact that the women's association 
has been gleaning that field. 

6. Brother Flic king er, in the following extracts from his article, 
almost concedes to all I claim— the necessity of a change in their 
methods to secure their success. " The General Conference has absolute 
power bythe constitution, to prevent any and all mishaps to which 
Brother Hoke refers, and others upon which he may not as yet have 
thought. Ho doubt some changes will nesd to be made in this constitution. 1 * 

"Do let the women work from now until the General Conference under the 
constitution they have and the General Conference will so change it so 
as to make it just right, no doubt.” If ch&hge is needed, —which the 
brother concedes,— why not make that necessary change now? 

7. Since the publication of my fdrmer article I have received written 
and verbal endorsements of it from several parts of the church among 
whom are more than one of the highest official position in our church. 
Presiding elders, preachers and people, while desiring the successof the 
woman * b association, universally declare that in its present shape 

it cannot succeed. 

I have delivered plainly, but in a spirit of love, all I have to say 
rel ating to this subject. I close by giving the wordsof one whose 
name is a tower of strength sll over the church; "The sisters ought 
to know as I do, that they can never succeed according to the present 
plan. This they will soon find out for themselves."

1. If showing, as I did, that the Congregational, .Episcopalian, and 
Methodist Churches hare what Brother Hoke says we cannot have and 
prosper, namely, tLuct^tsaddi independent and distinct missionary 
boards, may be regarded as dealing In "glittering Aeralities" than 
I did the thing he charges me with* I might have shOsw that the 
Presbyterian, Baptist, and about all the large and live churohes have 
"woman’s missionary association;" but I thought to particularize 
three would do. 

£. The new organization in our church must be judged by %£*> constitution 
and its work, and not by what Sister Day or Brother Hoke says of it; 
for they might have mistaken ideas of its operations. 

3. Brother Hoke is much mistaken in what hw says of our last almanac 
end Miami Conference. The almanac shows that Miami Conference raised 
last year $£,380.81. Of this, $500 was given especially to the Board, 
and one half of the balance of §1,830.81, leaving $L,4|5. 40, which 

the parent treasury received,-- maling, instead of 15 cents to the member 
twenty-six and three fourths. It is true also that Miami Conference has 
given more for publishing interests. Union Biblical Seminary, and 
on endowment that any other, in proportion to its membership. At least, 
this was the case a year or two ago, since which I have not made 
careful comparison. There is no ground for boasting; for neither 
Miami nor Pennsylvania do what they ought, by a good deal.

If thd pastor of the First U.B. Church in Dayton, and one 
or two other brethren, as well as several of the sisters, who took an 
active part in preparing the constitution of the W.M.A., and in 
convening a goodly number of Christian women who met and adopted it, 
were asked which was the easiest done, namely, to effect an organization 
that will put women and children to work to build up the kingdom of 
Christ, or to criticize and show how it will not suooedd, they would 
all say that the latter ns is easiest done.

I close with remark that I have the best of feelings for Brother Hoke 
and all "the^highest in official position in our ohuroh." God willing, 

I expect to attend the four confer one esEast which meet next month, 
and have a first rate time with both preachers and people in Virginia 
and Pennsylvania.

Messrs. Editors:- Will you give me spaoe to say a few things, not as 
a reply to Mr. Hoke particularly, for that might oall for another in 
return, in which I should be charged with indulging in "glittering 
generalities," - which might be true, barring the "glitterin," - in 
euoh a way that I should want to say something back? Now on this 
subject, at least, this sparring is not neoessary. It seems to me 
there is no debatable ground. We all believe the field in the world. 

The commission is to all; and the fact remains that none of us* do 
all in our power. 

We are commanded to be ready, always, to give a reason of the hope 
that is in us. Will those who have condemned us, or, rather, our 
plan, - I wish to deal fairly, - listen while I state our reason 
with meekness and fear? 

We read and hear through returned missloharies of the woful, woful 
estate of heathen women and children. We oontrast our condition 
with theirs until oHr hearts run over with the feeling that the lines 
have fallen to us in pleasant places. We have a goodly heritage; 
but how can we help them? how can we more fully share these gifts with 
them? We know it is the gospel of Jesug which has crowned us. We 
know that alone will exalt them; that it must be borne to them by 
human agency; and the question comes to us as it did to the other 
queen, long ago, "Who knows but thou art come to the kingdom for 
such a time as this?" 

Born of this gratitude, these yearnings, these prayers, are the 
thoughts: 1st, Gan not I do somthing more? True, I join with husband 
or father in paying the yearly assessment gladly. My heart is stirred 
on the oocasion of the annual sermon, but somehow, presently, I forget, 
and only pray in a general way. Christ has done so much for me - 
just for me, a woman, - that I want to give him something of my very 
own, something whioh I must deny myself for the sake of giving. Surely 
the Son, looking on his own mother, will not despise the gift, how» 
ever humble. 

2nd. How can I best keep this spirit of constant giving, constant 
praying, constant personal responsibility? In looking for an answer to 
this question, I see the women in other churches organized and united 
by this very feeling, raising thousands of dollars every year, educating 
native teachers, taking little orphan girls, naming them, supporting 
them, and making their oases a specialty; encouraging young women here 
to prepare themselves as physicians, which gives them access to so many 
who can not otherwise be reached; and aiding the work in many other ways 
without detriment, so far as I know, to the home work. 
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My heart was thrilled, not long sinoek, in attending a Methodist and 
also a Presbyterian woman's meeting, to hear of the wonderful work they 
a re doing in many different plaoes, - Mexico, Jappn, India, and China. 

It is true that as a church we have not the numbers, the wealth, or the 
culture of those I have named, but we have what God has pleased to give 
us, and it will not Increase by folding it in a napkin and hiding it. 

These are facts with regard to the efficiency of women, both as solic- 
itors and workers in the missionary cause, which no one will deny. Is 
it fair, then, to say that our aotion is beyond all precedent? If we 
sincerely believe that, without any seeking of our own. Providence has 
led us out into a broader field, is it preposterous that we should cast 
about for the best plans to cultivate the ground? 

■But," says one, - it may be a bishop, should he deign to read, this, 
for we know that some high in a uthority are opposed to the movement, 

■why can not you do all this you speak of without a separate organization?" 
Let me answer by rela&ng this little incident. This summer I visited a 
friend in the country. Her raspberries were delicious. I saw she was 
enthusiastic. "After supper I want to show you where they.jRSH gr >w." 

There they were, two short rows of them, but all trimmed up square and 
supported on either side by a rough railing. "Two years ago," she went 
on to say, "I wish you had seen them} nothing but a jungle - little 

fruit, and of poor quality. I asked John to let me have that for myself. 

He laughed at me - said all the farm was mine, for that matter, and I 

had enough to do already; hut I might try my hand. I borrowed a book 

that tails you how to trim, enrich, mulch, and all that, and then went 
at it. The first year it was hard work. You see most all my bushes 
were cut away, and many a time, when I oould have rested in the house, 
there was that raspberry -patch . But the newt year - oh, the leaves, the 
flowers, the fruit! I sold forty quarts'," "But," I said, "you could 
not do all the work?" "Oh, when the men saw how beautifully they were 
doing, they got interested, and suggested the fence, and built it, too." 

I do not think it ever oo our red to the dear lady that she was working 
against her husband, or the best interests of the farm. There is many 
another wild jungle which might he made to blossom as the roee if we 
could become enthused. If you could have seen the women work for the 
centennial bazaar here, a few weeks ago, you would understand what I 
mean. Such a thing as an impossibility was, apparently, undreamed of. 

There are many things more on my heart, but I dare not enoroach too 
ouch on space which might be used to greater profit. One or two 
statements in Mr: Hoke's artiole I must notioe. He says* "Aand now, 
after the general Board have learned wisdom by twenty years' experi- 
ence, it is proposed to hand over a part of the work to inexperienced 
hands, who will squander the money * * and make more blunders(?), 
maybe, than the other Board." So far as I know they never proposed to 
hand any of their work over to us. God forbid that they should do 
.less; and may he grant that we do a thousand- fold more. Also, that 
"Miami Conference only pays fifteen cents to the member , ("tell it not 
in Gath,") and probably it is the fault of the womenj" Oh, dear. I 
had to pray for grace when I read that. 
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fe know that many women felt it to he their duty to join us, but 
hesitated on account of the burden and oross, and were made easy 
in their consciences by reading Mr. Hoke’s articles: therefore we wish 
that when he dipped his pen, which he wields so graoefully some good 
angel had whispered: *Aand now I pray you refrain from these (wo)- 
»en and let them alone; for if this counsel or work be of ( wo)men, it 
will come to naught; but if it be of God, ye can not overthrow it.* 

My earnest wish and prayer is that every woman who reads this may ask 
herself these two questions: Can it be said of me, truly, "She hath 
done what she could?* if not, this second. Can not I do more for myself, 
for the general oause, for Christ, by faJacgis joining the Woman's 
Missionary Association? 

Aand now I have stated our motives simply. We know the meed of sincerity 
will be granted, for we deal with gentlemen and Christians. We disclaim 
all ambitious rivalry, all pretensions to an independent head. One head 
for one body is enough; but two arms and two feet are not bad. We shall 
work in harmony with our faithful, tried right arm. Should serious 
differences arise, never fear; our innate desire to always appear to the 
best advantage will dictate that we yield cheerfully and graoefully. One 
item In our creed is. We believe in the eternal fitness of things.

Board of Missions 


Reference was made to the recent organisation of the Woman's 
Missionary Society. The best means have not yet been devised by them. 
Such societies in this country raised last year $800,000. 

Rev. D. K. Flickinger stated that he was requested by the Woman's 
Missionary Society to ask when it will be the pleasure of the Board 
to meet with them to consult about the appropriation of money in their 
hands. Three o'clock was designated as the time, if it would suit the 
sisters. 

At three o'clock the Woman's Board of Missions was received, according 
to appointment. Bishop Weaver welcomed the sisters. 

Mr. J. K. Billheimer being appointed to speak for the sisters, spoke of 
the object of the visit of the woman's Board. The co-operation of the 
brethren was solicited in the establishment of a school at Sherbro 
Mission, West Africa, to be taught largely by native helpers. The 
speaker spoke of the cry which she heard, when in that country, coming 
from the natives, calling for the Bible and intelligence. Money is now 
in the treasury of the society sufficient to make a good start in the 
project. Hative helpers can be had at a small salary. The children of 
that country are very quick to learn to read and sing. How, shall we 

neglect to give them our help? The women and children are the hope of 
Christianity in Africa. The old male native loves liquor, war, 
polygamy, and other vices, and is seldom won to Christ, king Caulker 
seemed, on his death-bed, to have a change of mind if not of heart. 

But he had always been our enemy. The duty is laid upon each of us to 
go into all the world and preach the gospel. 

Rev. J.W.Hott made a motion that the opening of schools near bur 
mission-statio ns meets with our hearty approval and co-operation. 

The consideration of the matter was deferred till evening, to give 
opportunity for a bbtter audience to hear the interesting remarks of 
the sisters and others. 

Mrs. Billheimer, who with Mrs. Hadley has been a missionary to Africa, 
spoke. She feels that there is encouragement in the work of thbdr 
society. She rejoices in the use to which they propose to put the money 
in their hands. Heathens in a Christian land are not to be compared to 
real heathens. As she views it, there are none here. The privileges of 
®ven our Chinese are exalted oompared with those of heathens in their 
o*n land. Heathen lands are oppressed by even nature, which fosters 
many things to keep them in dismay. Women and children are abject in 
heathenism. Sacrifices must be undergone by those who undertake to 
*ork for Christ. People blame missionaries for seeming to be cruel to 
their children. But it is duty to part with them. The Bible says so.

Rev. D. Berger was sailed upon for remarks. He expressed & sense of 
genuine interest In the subject rand the pleasure he had felt in the 
resolution announced by the sisters this afternoon tm as to the work 
they proposed to accomplish. He was glad they proposed to begin in 
to appropriate, so honorable, and so useful a field as among the children 
in Africa; for children are the most surest and promising subjects of 
uissionary labor. Toaob them said they will cease to be heathen. It has 
been dl soouragfaftg to perform missionary labor in heathen lands, so slow 
has been the w ork» Xf we could be In Afrloa next Sabbath we might 
witness aervioea conducted by a Christian native minister, converted 
not in manhood, but in his youth. He did not believe that a field bettor 
calculated to appBl to the sympathy of our people and the Sabbath-schools 
could have been chosen. Xt is a good thing to train children In 
benevolence. Xt enlarges their hearts and trains them to usefulness in 
after years. Tho project of opcnlhg a school in Africa will commend it- 
self to our children, and to our people g&sx generally. 

J. Hoke said that an intelligent writer had said that the real of 
Christians for raiasiens was just in proportion to their knowledge of 
toe subject. This is true. He hoped that the sisters would carry 
the much-needed inspiration in the r efforts for missions throughout 
the Church .

Annual Meeting of the Woman's Missionary Society. 


The fitet annual Resting of the Woman' s Missionary Association convened 
on the 11th of May in the First limited Brethren Church, Dayton, Ohio, 
and we had such a delightful time that I want to speak of it to those 
who were not eo fortunate as to be present. Several weeks previous to 
our meeting we knew our president, Mrs. T. 5. Sowers, could not be with 
u s; and that fact made our hearts faint. But her words spoken with that 
earnestness which always characterizes the speech of those who believe 
with all their hearts what they say, were, "Trust in God and do your 
whole duty, and you will have a glorious meeting." 

Then, too, the evil one suggested the thought (we are sure now it was 
one of his tricks, though at the time we forgot to try the spirits), 
■Nobody will come to your meeting. Tou see, people, especially women, 
don't want to have the bother, if they go into this they must pxjc pray 
and work, and they won't do it." But they did come. - Mrs. Hamilton 
and Mrs. Bender from Sandusky, Miss Willhelm from the Muskingum, Mrs. 
Billhiemer from the Soioto, Mrs. Hadly Bridgeman and her mother from the 
Upper Wabash, and Mrs. Davis, Mrs. Tobey, and Mrs. Artz from Miami, as 
delegates, and Miss Minnie E. Hanson, formerly a teacher among the 
freemen of the South. A very good beginning, you will grant us. And 
more than this, we felt while hearing these women pray and talk that 
there was something else besides numbers to reckon by. "We counted by 
heart-throbs. * 

I should like to give you a verbatim report of our meeting from be- 
ginning to ending; for it was splendid, both in a business and religious 
way; but editors and readers alike refuse long articles, so I must be 
oontent with saying something of tfiat we did without telling you the 
how. One important question with us to settle was. What shall we do 
vith our money? It is only a small sum; but we wanted to put it where 
it would do the most good; we wanted to make a little beginning. On 
comparing notes we found a unanimous Reeling in favor of a school for 
ohildren near our mission-station in xAfrica, to be under the supervison 
of our missionaries at that place. Mrs. Billhiemer, herself a mission- 
ary, spoke in glowing words of how the mothers and children begged to be 
taught, of how quick they were to learn, and of the fact that the hope 
of Africa's Christianization lay with the ohildren. Schools can be taught 
by native teachers, who, although they are not all we oould desire, can 
yet teach them to read; and when they oan read they have the Bible. Mrs, 
Hadley Bridgeman, president of the meeting, also ppoke of her personal 
experience in this matter, and thought no better start could be made 
than that of a school or schools if our means will warrant. The Board of 
Missions being in session we asked permission to lay our plans before 
them for their approval and co-dparation. The request was granted, and 
*© were received with the greatest courtesy and consideration. Our 
Plans were approved, with a hearty God-speed you in this new work. I 
"ish I had the power to put into these words I am writing a current of 
that subtid magnetic influence, that your hearts might be tMrilled as 
■ere ours at the thought of this little mission- school whioh is committed 
*° u» - not as a separate work from our general missionary interests of 
our churoh, but a part for which the women are responsible. Does not 
your heart say, "God bless the school, and grant that in it may be 
Bothered some boys and girls who in after years through its influence 
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may rear Christian homes, and gather about family altars in Africa.* 

I should like to say something right here about the necessity now of 
organized effort of missionary prayer meetings in more of our congrega- 
tions, and greater activity in all this movement; but I dare not, lest 
l be tedious. There is such a wide field, and it is auoh a privilege 
to work, and the night cometh; let us therefore work while the day lasts* 

The officers elected for the ensuing y ear were, Mrs. T.H. Sowers president, 
Mrs. Haywood, Mrs. Bridgeman, and Mrs. Tobey vice-presidents, Mrs. H.B. 
Harott Corresponding secretary, Mrs. S. K.Rike recording secretary, and 
yrs. W.J.Shuey Treasurer. 

The arrangements for life memberships and directorships it is not 
neoessary to give here in detail; but persona wishing information will 
please address Mrs. H.B.Marott, Dayton, Ohio, who will be mast happy to 
hear from you and answer you. 

The corresponding secretary requests the secretary of eaoh branch to 
send her address ms soon as possible, that a communication between the 
Executive Committee and the branch societies be kept up. 

The meeting adjourned on Friday evening to meet next year in Summit 
Street Church, West Dayton, one month previous to the annual meeting of 
the Board of Missions.

Woman’s Missionary Meeting 


The second annual meeting of the Woman's Missionary Society of the 
United Brethren Church was held in Summit Street Church, Dayton, Ohio 
April 26th, 1877. Mrs. T.H. Sowers presided: Mrs. D.L.Rkke secretary. 

The hyan, "Hearer, my God, to thee,* was sung in the opening, and Mrs. 
Bridgeman asUE of Indiana offered prayer. The president read the 
sixteenth chapter of Mark. 

Remarks of welcome were made by Mrs. Keister, chairman of the Enter- 
tainment Committee, whe president responded on the part of the dele- 
gates. <rhe names of delegates were enrolled. About forty sisters and a 
number of brethren were present at the opening. The officers all answered 
to their names. Six delegates from conferences reported. All brethren 
and sisters present were invited to an advisory position. The secretary 
read a report. Two branch societies have been organized. Three local 
sooleties in Miami conference have been organized and are in working 
order. In Solo to Conference five local societies exist. There is a 

membership of two hundred in all. ?he secretary reported the action of 

the Executive Committee for the year. Schools ware located in Africa 
and teachers employed. Suggestions were made about the methods of 
organizing local societies. The power of the press should he used more 

freely, as some good results have come from articles written. The 

corresponding secretary read her report. Many letters have been receive! 
asking for instructions. Many constitutions were sent out. Some life 
members and life directors were reported. The reasurer reported a 
balance of 1430.46 in the treasury; received during the year, $325.50. 

Mrs. Mauer reported, for Sandusky Conference, seven local societies. 

Evening session: Reading of the Scriptures by Mrs. Prof. Haywood, with 

6inglng. The Corresponding secretary read some reoent letters from 
siasionaries in Africa. Mrs. Bridgeman, of Indiana, spoke of her exper- 
ience as a missionary in Africa. The people are in great darkness. None 
but those who have seen them oan understand its grossness. Their habits 
are strong, but do yield to persistent influences for good. Once converted 
their former ways seem to them foolishness. The work of christianizing 
them is muoh like making a clearing in the forest. The field is cleared 
by felling great trees. Letters state that a third school is about to be 
opened under the auspices of this society. Mrs. Caulker is a tried 
native woman, having charge of a school. She rears her ohildren to fear 
G°d. It is proposed by a tfeaoher to establish a school like Mt. Holyoke, 
for girls. But it is better to have schools like our public schools, 
and train treaohers in a select school, for native helpers. We need 
ooonony. Native tfeachers are preferable to those educated here for 
the work. They need not learn the native dialects. The Snglish language 
®ust be the true medium of commmloating Christianity. Let us press 
the work at home. It is well to locate the woman's schools near our 
®ain missions. 
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Ur s. Billheiraer, of Westerville, Ohio, Bade an address, giving her 
experience in Africa. Returned missionaries know too much of the 
degradation of Africa to speak freely. There is work - what is not 
to be done there? A nation living in mud huts - Africa; a nation 
starving , naked, suffering. Children are passed arouid to be brought 
up. They axe imposed t^pon. Old folks do the eating; children, the 
starving. . All the vices of traders are practiced by the natives. There 
ft re many hopeful things in the work. The children are quick to learn, 
and some of seven years onUt old read most beautifully. The speaker 
read from her notes on Africa. Some of the expressions of the natives 
are forolble and beautiful. The Snglish language must be taught them 
as Interpreting may not suffice. Interpreters make ludicrous mistakes. 

The word "creature,* in Africa means, chiefly, "mow;* thus a *new 
creature in Christ" was interpreted a "new cow." What are we doing? 

How little a few cents or dollars seem in contrast with the wants of the 
people. The woman's work is not pretentious, but something may be done* 
The people want schools. For every one hundred dollars a school may be 
sustained one year.

Woman* s Missionary Association 


The third annual meeting of the Woman* s Missionary Association of the 
Uhited Brethren in £hrist convened in Summit Street Church, Thursday 
April 28th, 1877, at 2:00 P.M. The meeting was called to order by the 
president, Mrs. T. S. Sowers. The Hymn, "Guide me, 0 thou great 
Jehovah," was sung by the oongreation, and Mrs. Bridgeman led in prayer. 

All the officers were present. The committee on Enrollment reported 
delegates present from Sandusky, Scioto, and Miami Conference. Quite a 
number of visitors from our own and other states were present. The 
presence of so many gentlemen during the different sessions of the meeting 
gave to our association quite an air of importance. Most of the after- 
noon was taken up in hearing reports from secretary, treasurer and 
delegates. The reports show that we have three branches and eighteen 
local societies. Two of the latter are in conferences where as yet 
there is no branch society. 

A emmittee on revision of the constitution, consisting of Mrs. Blllhelmer 
Mrs. Mauer, and Mrs. Keister, was appointed. Mrs. Haywood, Mrs. Funkhouaer 
and Mrs. Hike were appointed a Sommittee on Resolutions. It was decided 
that two ladles be sent as delegates to the General Conference to ask of 
that body a formal recognition. The election* resulted in the choice of 
Mrs. D. L. Rike and Mrs. J. X. Billhcimerj alternates, Mrs. T.H. Sowers 
and Mrs. M.B. Bridgeman. 

On motion, the two delegates and Mrs. Keister were appointed a oommitte 
to prepare a memorial to present to the General Conference. 

The Committee on Revision recommended the addition of a local constitu- 
tion, the decision of the Board of Managers last year with regard to life 
membership and life directorship, and the manner of defraying the travel- 
ing expenses of members of the Board of Managers. This report was given 
to a committee of three, Mrs. Marott, Mrs. Keister, and Mrs. lanthurn, 
for publication. 

The delegates to General Conference were instructed to ask a continuation 
of the privilege granted them so courteously in the past, namely, the 
use of one column in the Missionary Visitor, and that at the head of 
this column be placed the names of the officers of our association. 

Urs. Haywood, Mrs. Marott, and $rs. Rike were appointed to see td tt thkt 
the column headed "Woman's Missionary Column," in the Visitor, be filled 
with matter pertaining to our work.

The subject of "How shell we effect the' organization of more branch 
societies, and through them more local societies? " wes discussed, and it 
"as finally decided that some suitable person should be employed to visit 
’the different conference districts and organize branch societies, and 
£ive needful instruction as to how the work should be carried on. Mrs. 
fi illheimer was chosen to do this work* 

The eleotions of officers to serve the ensuing year resulted as follows: 
^resident, Mrs. T. H. Sowers; first Vice President Mrs. Prof. Haywood; 
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gecond vice-president, Mrs. M. B. Bridgeman} third vice-president, 
jfias Thornton, of Fostoria; Corresponding secretary, Mrs. B.F.Marott} 
recording secretary, Mrs. X). L. Bike, treasurer, Mrs. W. J. Shuey. 

The next meeting will be held the first Wednesday in May, 1818, at 9JOO 
A.M. in the bounds of Sandusky Conference.

Resolved, 1. That we resolutely press forward, casting aside our doubts 
and fears. and determining to overcome every obstacle, trusting that God 
will direct us and open the way before us. 

3 . That in each conference here represented we will pledge ourselves to 
greater efforts in organizing local societies, and that from this time 
henceforth we will, in every possible way, do more to push forward this 
woman* s work. 

3. That we will seek opportunity to get the true Idea of our work before 
our people - that it is only a help to the missionary and other intersts 
of the Church. 

A. That, hearing through the delegates that more information is the felt 
want throughout all our borders, we will not adjourn this meeting until 
definite arrangements are made to have an article in each Visitor, and 
one occasionally in the Telescope. 

5. That while we approve of Miss Beckon* s project of starting a school 
for girls, we wish her to continue for the present in her village schools 

previously instructed} and we hope that her suocess will be such that 
eometlie in the future we shall be able to establish a normal training- 
school . 

6. That there is no greater vanity than & set of resolutions on paper 
°»ly, and, realizing this, we will try to have these graven on heart and 
memory.

General Conference 

Mrs. D. L. Rike, of Dayton, Ohio, was then announced to address the 
see ting. She spoke ohlefly of the work which the recently-organised 
Woman's Missionary Gooiety proposed to itself to undertake in Africa. 

Her address was replete with feeling and true eloquence. She referred 
touchingly to the missionaries who had gone to the foreign field. The 
sacrifice they made was great, but we who are left behind can love and 
care for them. Among the many excellent things of this address we can 
note only this. The speaker a short time since was engaged in the 
6ome*hat well known work of house-cleaning. In one of the rooms a 
quantity of furniture piled together in & confused manner was left over 
to be arranged the next morning, <,he was alone with her two children 
in the sitting room, when she accidentally turned out the gas. In the 
dark she proceeded to the next room for a match. Presently she fomd 
herself hopelessly confused amid the heaps of furniture. After a vain 
effort to find her way out she called to one of her children to assist 
her. Presently the warm hand of her child grasped her own, and she was 
led aglin into the sitting-room. Then instantly oarae to her mind this 
thought i *0h, there are millions of our sisters and their children 
wandering in deeper darkness than this. When they desire to find a 
way to the light they oan not. They walk up against the walls of super- 
wtition and idolatry. Their cry comes to us for help. Ihe warm touch 
sfxmxyxa&fcidls of ay child's hand brought such a thrill of joy to my 
heart as I can not describe. How glad shall these benighted sisters of 
ours in Africa be When they feel the warm touch of our hands, and the 
living thrill of our beating hearts. Shall we not go and bring them the 
help they need, and lead them out of their deep darkness into the glori- 
ous light? ■ 

Mr3. Bridgeman, formerly wekl known to many of our readers as Mrs. Hadley, 
a returned missionary from Africa, was then introduced. Her address was 
largely ooo\$>ied with describing the natural beauty of African scenery, 
which she contrasted with the deep degradation of the people who sit uider 
the shade of the glorious palms. She spoke touchingly of the memory of 
the child whom she, with her husband, long ago had, with their own hands, 
hurled in that benighted land, her husband himself conducting the funeral 
®®fyioes. It was a oomforting thought to her that the burial of this 
cniid in that land was a testimony of what was being done for Africa. 
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Its sleeping dust would be cared for by Him who owns all the land. But 
there were many millions of children in that dark land for whom there 
was no Christ. She spoke of those who used to gather about herself and 
her husband to receive instruction. Many of these were now being led to 
Christ. She rejoiced greatly in the success which was now attending the 
work. Tor many years the prospects looked dark, and at one time it was 
thought by the Board of Missions that the work must be abandoned. By 
the ordering of the Lord they had held on tb it, and the most signal 
prosperity was attending the work. 

The congregation sung two stanzas of the hymn commencing, "Jesus shall 
reign where’er the sun.* 

Mrs. J. X. Billheimer, also a returned missionary, was then introduced. 
Mrs. Billheimer said that once she could talk of nothing but Afrioa. She 
knew there was a Japan, a China, a Syria, and other countries, but she 
could talk of nothing but Africa. Sow her sphere had been narrowed down 
still further, and she could talk of nothing but the Woman's Missionary 
Association. In the great modern uprising, woman was now seeking for 
something to do. It was well to sit at the feet of the Master, but it 
was well also to serve. How the Marthas had risen up to serve. (Perhaps 
the warm-hearted and free-handed hospitality of the Marthas of Westfield 
just now suggested the thought). - Mow the Marthas were seeking some- 
thing to do. For herself she did not oare to go to any meeting in which 
the women could have no part. How the women had found a work for their 
hands. They had hearts for it, and they would do it. She drew some 
vivid piotures of her personal experience In Africa. She spoke of the 
pressing calls that came again and again from places adj&oent to the k 
mission.. She once made a visit to the Turtle Islands; was the first 
white woman that ever visited those Islands. The voyage was a beautiful 
one, but the degradatioh of the islands was indescribable* 

The women came out through the shallow water a distance of half a mile, 
to esoort th: white woman to their Island. They must touch her; they 
must feel her hair and see if it was fast; they must satisfy themselves 
that she was human. Various pictures illustrating the degradation of 
Africa were strongly drawn. From everywhere the pleadings of these 
people came, earnestly asking for schools and God palaver. The gospel 
was eagerly asked for. Yet we live here in the midst of luxury, our 
tables loaded with plenty, while the thousands of those for whom Christ 
died axa famishing for the bread of life. The Woman's Missionary 
Sooiety have undertaken the apeoial work of establishing schools. One 
hundred dollars would support a school one year. It would not be & 
very grand school. Very likely it would be held in a mud-hut, and the 
children would sit on the floor, on mats; but when they stand up to 
read their eyes will spark** just as brightly as do the eyes of your 
children. The remarks of the speaker here bdgan to be particularly 
sparkling, and the sparkle was rendered especially brilliant by numerous 
voluntary contributions of money that were sent up while the speech was 
going on. The first of these was a ten-dollar bill. Seberal others of 
like denomination, and man y other smaller ones followed. Finally some 
one called for the baskets to }>e passed. We could not ascertain the 
amount collected but should judge that it was highly creditable to the 
oocasion. The speaker retired, saying that this was the speeoh of the 
audienoe, and she would yield the floor to let them make it. 
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The report of the Committee on Missions was called for and read. The 
report proposed the regular recognition of the Woman's Missionary 
Association by the General Conference. 

Pending this item. All am an 8 - id it was understood that the representa- 
tives of the Woman's Missionary Association present in the conference 
bad a memorial whidh they desired to read to the conference and he 
sored that they be permitted to present in person this memorial. 

The conference granting the permission, Mrs. D.L.Rike, one of the 
officers of the association, read the memorial. 

ft the oonoluslon of the reading of the memorial Bishop Weaver was 
called for to respond. He replied in one of his happiest methods. He 
was not expeoting that a response was oalled for. How his heart was so 
touched and pleased that he felt himself entirely non-plussed. He 
believed, however, he would offer an illustration in his own way. Some 
years ago this country was engaged in a struggle. Many fears were ex- 
pressed 1 es t the result should be highly disastrous to the morality of 
the country. But then came in the help of the women, and by their potent 
Influence our young men and our older men were saved. Somewhere on the 
Potomao the men had long been waiting for letters from home. One day 
the mails came. A plain soldier of the army received a letter. Enable 
to read, he proceeded to find some one to read it for him. Meeting his 
general, dressed in a common soldier's garb, he addressed him. "Comraie, 
won't you read this for me?” The general laid aside his own large bundle 
of l«tters and proceeded to read the Soldier's letter. Ir ran something 
like this: "Dear John - I reoeived your letter, and wex were so glad to 
get it. I reoeived the money, and it came so good to us. We were need- 
ing it very much; and we spent part of it for shoes, some for qlothing, 
some for flour and potatoes, and some of it I have yet. Last ntaac 
Sunday was our quarterly meeting. The presiding elder came home with us 
for dinner; and 0 Joh>i you ought to have heard how earnestly and tenderly 
he prayed for you. Here John's feelings completely overcame him and he 
could listen to mpe more, so he just broke out with the exclamation, 
"Bully for my wife." And so I now wish to say, "Bully for the Woman's 
Missionary Association." This may not be just the most appropriate way 
of putting it, but he wished in this kind of emphatic way to extend a 
welcome to the Woman's Missionary Association as a promising working 
power of the Church and bid them the heartiest God-speed. 

ftie conference then, by a resolution, extended to the Woman's Missionary 
Association the full recognition which they sought, and the association 
is henceforth reoognized as a fully authorized working organization In 
the Church. A resolution was further adapted providing that the con- 
stitution of the association be inserted in due form in the book of 
discipline of the Church 


By a rising vote, the Woman's Missionary Association was recognized by 
the conference. 
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The Committee on Missions proceeded with their report, recommending 
important forward movements. 

the Womans Missionary Association of the Ohio German Con fere no a desired 
recognition by this body. 

Xr. Fritss urged the recognition , saying the society was in a prosperous 

condition. 

Xr. MoKoe said there ought not to be a separate conference woman's 
aooiety. The general society ought to embrace all the Church.. 

Xr. Frits explained the relation sustained by the society to the German 
Conference. 

Xr. J. Scholler said the woman's general society came up to the Ohio 
German Woman's movement, not the reverse. *fhe German sisters were in 
the field first, and need not be oonverted again. 

The conference did not recognise but approved the German society. 

Mr. Alwood urged organic union between the societies, but it was not 
agreed to.

Meeting of the woman's Missionary Association. 

The third annual meeting of the woman's Missionary Association of the Unite 
Brethren in Christ convened in Summit Street Church, Thxursday, April 
26th, 1877, at 8:00P.M. The meeting was called to order by the 
president, Mrs. T.B. Sowers. The hymn, "Guide pe, 0 thou great Jehovah" 
was sung by the congregation, and Mrs. Bridgeman led in prayer. All 
the officers were present. The Committees on Enrollment reported dele- 
gates present from Sandusky, Soioto, and Miami Conferences, *juite 
a number of visitors from our own and other states were present. The 
presence of so many gentlemen during the different sessions of the 
meeting gave to our association quite an air of importance. Most of the 
afternoon was taken up in hearing reports from secretaries , treasurer, 
and delegates. The reports show that we have three branch and eighteen 
local societies. Two of the latter are in conferences where as yet there 
is no branch society. 

A committee was appointed on revision of the constitution, consisting 
of Mrs. Billheiraer, Mrs. Mauer, and Mrs. Keister. Mrs. Haywood, Mrs. 
Funkhouser, and Mrs. Bike were appointed a Committee on Besolutions. 

It was decided that two ladies be sent as delegates to the General 
Conference to ask of that body a formal recognition. The election 
resulted in the choice of Mrs. D.L. Bike and Mrs. J.K. Billheimer; 
alternates, Mrs. T.K. Sowers and Mrs. M.2. Bridgeman. 

On motion, l the two delegates and Mrs. Keister were appointed a committee 
to prepare a memorial to present to the General Conference. 

The Committee on Bevision recommended the addition of a local constitution^ 
the decision of the Board of Managers last year with regard to life 
membership and life directorship, and the manner of defraying the travel- 
ing expenses of member of the Board of Managers. This report was 
givento a committee of three, Mrs. Marott, Mrs. Keister, and Mrs. lan- 
thsyn, for publication. 

The delegates to General Conference were instructed to ask a continuation 
of the privilege granted them so courteously in the past, namely, the use 
of one column in the Missionary Visitor, and tin t at the head of this 
column be placed the names of the offioerB of our association. 

Mrs. Haywood, Mrs. Marott, and Mrs. Biae were appointed to see to it that 
the column headed "'Woman's Missionary Column" in the Visitor, be filled 
with matter pertaining to our work. 

The subject of, "How shall we effect the organization of more branch 
societies, and through them more local societies"? was discussed; and it 
was finally decided that some suitable person should be enployed 
to visit the different conference districts and organize branch societies 
and give needful instruction as to how the work should be carried on. 

Mrs. J.K. Billheimer was chosen to this work. 
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The eleoti on of officers to serve the ensuing year resulted as follows:

Quite a number of short speeches were made, among the best of which 
was one from a gentleman in this city who aroBe and said that he wished 
to make himself and his two children life members of the 'Woman' e 
Missionary Association-"” $30. That kind of aspeech always thkes.

«Yoman'8 Missionary .association. 

Upon the recommendation of the Committee of Missions, the General Con- 
ference, at its late session, took the following action respecting the 
Woman’s Missionary Association. 

1. "This association oomes to us to he recognized by the General Con- 
ference, as the helpmeet to the Home, Frontier, and Foreign Missionary 
Society. We recommend, therefore, the recognition of this relation 
by the ratification of their constitution, and the conf irmation of 
their officers, namely, Mrs. T.H. Sowers, President, Mrs. S. Haywood, 
Miss Thornton, and Mrs. M. £. Bridgeman, Tice presidents, Mrs. S. 

Shuey, treasurer, Mrs. B.F. Maroti, corresponding secretary, and Mrs. 

S. Bike, recording secretary, as the »Yoman*s Missionary Association 
of the United Brethren in Christ. 

£."That this association have full liberty to take charge of the 

Sabbath school missionary interests wherever Sabbath school auxiliaries 
are not organized" 

This was heartily adopted, without a dissenting voice, and with a degree 
of enthusiasm that should have made the sisters who were present feel that 
from that time forth they viould have the hearty co-operation of their 
brethren in their efforts to advance the cause of missions. The fact 
that women may do a great work for and among women and children at home 
to enlist them in the good work of enlightnning tod saving the heathen, 
received a hea^y indorsement, and the sisters now have an open field 
into which they may enter and labor. The evening previous to its 
action as above stated a large congregation was present to hear Mrs. S.B. 
Bridgeman, Mrs. S. Bike, and Mrs. A. L. Blllheimer, we having the honor 
to open the meeting and Introduce the speakers, and Bev. J.X. Billheiraer 
to close it with a ten-minutes' speech. It was a grand meeting, and as 
so deeply impressive that it melted away all prejudice against this 
woman's movement.. Hot only was the opppsition to it all destroyed, but 
an enthusiasm was created in its favor to such an extent as to cause 
quite a number to voluntarily contribute, sane as much as ten dollars, 
others five dollars, and others in smaller sums, until over one hundred 
dollars were given in cash. Besides this there were pledges made for 
over two hundred dollars, which will be paid in due time. These 
sis t rs received a cordial reception and a most favorable recognition. 

The indorsement which they reoeived was so henry that never again will 
there be any doubt as to the willingness of the ministers of the United 
Brethren in ChriBt to co-operate with them earnestly in the great 
and important work in which they are engaged.

An Address 

Read by Mrs. S. W.Rike, before the General Conference assembled in West- 
field, Illinois, in behalf of Mrs. S. W.Rike, Mrs. A.L.Billhei ner, and 
Mrs. S.E.Rike, Mrs. A.L.Billheimer, and Mrs. L. A. Keister, the committee 
of the Woman' s Missionary Association. 

Mr. President, Reverend fathers and Brethren i- We are aware that the 
step we take to-day is without precedent in the history of our church, ani 
therefore we tremble at the thought of appearing in this august presence;. 
We know, too, that every moment of your time is precious, and that you 
wish us to indulge in no flourishes or conventionalities, but to state 
as simply and concisely as may be the cause whereof we are come before 
you. 

Ve come to speak on behalf of the Woman's Missionary Association of the 
United Brethren in ^hrist. Such an association does exist; but it is a 
homeless orphan, and wishes to be adopted as the ward of this General 
Conference. If the query should arise, "Why the deisre for this union?* 

«e answer simply that we can not get along very well without you, and do 
not wish to if we could. 

Before asking you to take any action tfcjon this subject, we feel that it 
is due to you and just to ourselves to state briefly, first, the causes 
which led to this organization, and second, its aim or purpose. Through 
the inestimable blessings which ooae to us by the religion of Jesus of 
Nazareth, we have; been raised to that high plane which takes us on an 
equality with yourselves into the Sabbatheschool, into the prayer and 
conferenoe meeting, into the glorious service of song; and by working 
here humbly and faithfully came the sure result, namely, an enlarged 
dasire for the salvation of others, at home, in adjacent neighborhoods, 
on the frontier, in the whole world. 


But we need not speak of this. We address Christian ministers, every 
one of whom knows by experience this sweet gratitude bom of a sense of 


so many blessings, and which creates a desire for the enlargement of 
Zion, boundless as the love of Christ. ^To a few Christian women came 
first the voice, saying, "The measure of your own blessing is the 
measure of your blessing to others. 'Freely ye kaxxn have received, 
freely give.* are ^u doing it? in other churches, by organization, the 
•omen are oarrying forward a noble work. Is there not also to the 
•omen of the Halted Brethren Church a talent committed? Is there not 
8 ooe culture, some refinement, some wealth, some beauty not yet con- 
secrated to their noblest uses, which, if gathered up , would form aa 
a labaster-box of precious ointment that you may break at the Savior 1 e 
feet and send the fragranoe throughout all your churdh?* They oould not 
feel the foroe of such questioning. But they answered: "This will 
Bring new responsibility, an increase of cares, more burden of soUl, 
less of that ease which our bodies so much covet. Why can we not 
40 *s our mothers did in all the years of the past century?* Still the 
T °foe, , like those whioh followed Joan of Arc, talked in their hearts. 


? a ying. "Your mother* s wept and prayed and worked, and by that very 
aoor made it possible for their daughters to step out into a wider place. 
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My servants truly have I set in the harvest-field; but the field is wide 
and the grain white to the harvest. Go you in as gleaners; and 'behold, 
obedienoe is better than sacrifice, and to hearken thatuthe fat of rams.'* 
With these iapressions cam* also what we Christians call providential 
openings and leadings* la can not explain it. Heither do we exactly 
understand how it came about. But without any desire on our part to do 
wh&t the world calls great things, or to be plaoed in any prominent 
position whatever, still led by a way we knew not, we have come, step by 
step, up to where we stand to-day. It has been left in the providence of 
Qod for you to say in which direction the nest step shall be taken. 

In the second place, we ash you to look for a moment at our purposes. First, 
we wish to say that it is with no feeling of dissatisfaction with the 
aanagement of our general missionary interests that this work was under- 
taken. On the other hand, here and how we pay to that interest of our 
church the highest possible tribute of xespeot of which we are capable, 
and are glad to declare that to it we owe our first and highest allegiance. 
You have done your work wisely and well, and are abundantly capable of 
doing it in the future without any dictation from women. But while this 
Is a fact, is it not also true that at home and in foreign lands there 
are yet many little comers and waste places that might be made fruitful 
if cultured with a loving hand? As Christian women, we contrast our con- 
dition and that of our children with the condition of women and children 
in heathen countries; and oh, our hearts yearn toward them in tenderest 
sympathy. We feel we must do something more for them, or hear the words 
of the prophet and revelator saying to us* "Rise up, ye womon that sure 
at ease; hear my voice, ye careless daughters.” It is time for us to 
awake out of sleep, for the harvest of the earth is ripe. One of the 
purposes of our organization is to he ready to obey this command. The 
hope of the civilisation of Africa is with the children. Our own 
missionaries acknowledge that with adults the power of wioked habits has 
beams become so strong that it is almost impossible to make any lasting 
inpre salon upon thep, but that the children taught in their schools* and 
converted in childhood, make genuine Christians. We wish to send them 
schools; not one, but many here and there in the different villages, 
that the children may be taught to read as ours are taught. If we can do 
this, the next generation will not be heathen like this one; for if they 
can read they will have the Bible. And where the light is, darkness 
flies away. That this project is not visionary and impracticable we have 
the fullest proofs. We have already established, under the supervision 
of Mr. Gomer, a school taught by a native teacher, at Mannoh, a village 
about seven miles from Shangay, and have received very encouraging word 
from it. Miss Bee ken, in describing the degradation of the people and 
their devil-worship, says: "You have a sohool in the midst of the works 
of darkness.” Does not every heart thvob with joy at that, and say, 

"God be praised?” Trus, it is only a little rush-light, a little ray ; but 
it will get bigger and brighter. The way is opening for other schools of 
this kind. Indeed, Mr. Gomer says the whole country ie ready to reoeive 
the gospel. In this simple, unostentatious, inexpensive way we are 
trying to hide the leaven of the gospel in the measure of meal. A seoond 
purpose is that upon our own hearts may be laid the feEling of personal 
responsibility, it is a fact - we know it ought not bo he so - that when 
you preaoh your annual missionary sermon, if it is a good one, we «fe 
stirred to the depths with holy fervor. 
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But feeling that to our husbands, fathers, and brothers this work is 
especially committed, we presently forget to pray muoh about it, but 
when wears told, *Here is a work you can do, there is so much to be 
done, can not you help us, this must go undone if you do not see to 
it?" ah, then it is not hard to remember, for we well know that not one 
dollar heretofore given to the general work must be directed from it, 
and that to carry on this we must have money, and to have that there must 
he little plans and devices for self denial. The amount oust be saved 
from the table, in the dress, or in those nameless luxuries which every 
Christian woman loves to forego, when she tees it to be her duty. JJhe 
amount thus grained may be small, but it carries with it the earnest 
prayers and tears of the closet; and the pennies, prayers, and tears, 
by a divine alchemy, are changed to gold. 

The question may be asked, Will not such an organization create separate 
interests and a spirit of rivalry? To this we answer that observation 
of its working in other churches proves the oontrary; and experience in 
our own shows that where it has worked most successfully an increase 
of piety and a willingness to undertake other Christian work, before 
unattempted. Is manifest. The tendency of this work is not to make us 
selfish, but to enlarge our hearts and make us more keenly alive to all 
the ihtereats of our church. A third purpose, and the last one we shall 
take your time to mention, is to create a wide-spread enthusiasm on the 
subject of missions in all our Sabbath- schools. Enthusiasm is what we 
want, that the heart of every superintendent, teacher, and scholar, 
down to the least one, may throb at the mention of this glorious work; 
that there may be raised up a generation of large-hearted, benevolent, 
far-reaching Christian workers, who from their infancy have known the 
sweet taste of helping others, - young men and women who shall know better 
than we do what Christ meant when he said, "He that findeth his life shall 
lose it; and he that loseth his life for my sake shall find it.” How 
can this best be done? By gathering up all the material, which is abun- 
dant in our church, and putting it where it will do the most good, and 
by making individual members feel that they have a part and lot in this 
matter. He have sometimes thought that for this very purpose, in the 
providence of God, was the Homan* s Missionary Association raised up. ”Who 
knows but thou art come to the kingdom for such a time as this.” But you 
will say this General Conference has made provision for this work to be 
carried on in the Sabbath- schools. True, it has; but is the work done? 

We believe that in some of the schools in the East they have special 
contributions; but in how many more the subject is never thought of) The 
children give their maoney for papers and books for themselves, - all 
for self, that great giant who needs no feeding, for he lives in our 
hearts to the day of our death, starve him as we may. 

My brethren, let the word go out from this conference that you sanction 
the efforts of the women already put forth, and that they have your 
permission and authority to go into the Sabbath- schools and say to them. 
The Woman's Missionary Association have some little schools in Africa, 
and they need more money to keep these up and start new ones. Let us 
have a contribution the first Sabbath in each month devoted expeoially to 
this work.” 
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If three or four earnest women, full of love and zeal, would take this 
* 0 rk In hand, do you not think it would go? They would talk about it, 
pray about it, aing about it, and make it euoh a delight that superin- 
tendent and school would oatoh the flame. We do not oriticse that noble 
a rmy of workers, the superintendents; but we have high authority for 
saying that man needs a help-meet, for while he exeels in gxcxalx general 
sanagement and heavy work, she has a tact and patience for detail which 
be does not possess. 

Ve have now presented to you very feebly and imperfectly our cause. We 
leave it with you in the greatest confidence, knowing that your only aim 
la to take suoh measures as will result in the greatest good to the great- 
est number. Our request is that you recognize us as your woman* s foreign 
and domestic missionary association. In asking this, we expect to be 
gxxxxmmd governed by suoh rules and regulations as you in your wisdom mayt 
impose. We have a constitution, which we hope you will examine. At our 
last annual meeting it was modified and amended a little; but there was 
no ohange in the spirit of it. The publication of this revised edition 
awaits your decision. 

Again we desire to repeat what we take opportunity always to say 

and act out. We do not wish to be a hinderance to you in any way, but a 
help. We do not expeot to go in advance of you in establishing missions 
but ohly to follow after as gleaners. When Ruth went into the field of 
Boaz to gather the straggling ears of wheat, Boaz told the young men to 
let fall a few handfuls for her on purpose. But we do not ask e»en that. 
Rather tell the young men to work harder and quicker to make up their 
assessments, for the women have permission from the Waster of the field 
to glean, that nothing be lost; and if at eventide, or rather in the 
morning, we are privlledged to oome with a little sheaf which but for 
our effort would not have befin bound in the sure bundle of life, we are 
content. It will be an infinite reward if with all our sowing one seed 
germinates in a wild jungle of hopeless weeds and brings forth a flower 
to bloom to our God forever.

Recognition of the «Qman*s Missionary Association by General Conference. 

Those of you who read the report of our meeting in last months Visitor 
will remember that Mrs. Billheimer and myself were appointed delegates 
to ask of General Conference a formal recognition of our association. 

The thought of appearing before that council nearly took our breath 
away, and we said so in the meeting; but a good brother assured us that 
there was no need to tremble, for possibly we might not get ot speak to 
General Conference at all, as none but regularly-appointed delegates 
had a right to speak, and our work would likely only come before a 
committee and be presented through it. These wosds were timely, for they 
led us to expeot little and prepared the way for a joyous surprise. 

We went with instructions to ask to be recognized not as a branch but as 
an association of the Church, with the privilege of managing our own 
affairs according to dub constitution, subject, of oourse, to General 
Conference. Some of our ministers ana laymen were honestly opposed to 
our work — thought it unnecessary, and feared it" would oonfiicV with the 
general society. We knew that some of them felt this way, and therefore 
with much prayer and anxiety we prepared a memorial embodying our 
wishes and plans, not knowing whether even the Committee on Missions, 
would deign to look at it. You know how it is yourself, if you go to 
some one’s house, not knowing but that they will snub you, and they come 
to the front dorr and call out, "Glad to see you! Come in, come in." 
Well, that Is how it was with us. The chairman and all the members 
of the committee were very obliging, and did all in their power to help 
us. They asked to hear our memorial, and listened to it without looking 
a bit like martyrs. We said, as timidly as we could, that we would 
like to present the paper in person to General Conference, if in their 
judgment such a request was allowable. They felt pretty eertain confer- 
ence would grant us that courtesy, and na ied Wednesday morning. May 16, 
as the time when the request should be made. We think we know something 
of how Esther felt when she presented herself before the King. She 
would have been a crest-fallen queen if Ahasuerus had not held out the 
golden scepter! But he did, and she walked in triumphantly, so It was 
with us, o&Ly better still; for not a single Hainan showed his face at our 
banquet. At the oonclusion of the reading of the memorial some one 
moved that by a rising vote they grant our reguests and ratify our con- 
stitution and the election of our officers. So far as we know, every 
delegate did himself the honor to stand. 

After the vote was taken Mrs. Bridgeman leaned forward, and, with 
tears running down her cheeks, whispered in my ear, "Tell our president 
I thank God she has lived to 8 ee this day;" and on looking up I met 
Mrs. Billheimer* e eyes, saying as plainly as eyes can say, " I told 
you so! I told you so!"

Women's Missionary Meeting— -General Conference. 


It was perfectly wonderful! More than one said it would have done 
credit to Hew York, Washington, or Chicago, notwithstanding our worthy 
secretary's spe&kative organs were somewhat out of tune, he introduced 
the meeting with good effect* 

Mrs. Bridgeman gave us a lively description of the mission in Afrioa. 

The tall and Beautiful palm-trees on Cape 8ierra Leone, reselling 
a forest of umbrellas, made a delightful impression on her mind. A view 
of the Sherbro Mission grounds from the Bengal Books, as associated 
with the death and burial of one Of her little ones, awakened strong 
feelings of attachment for that country. 

The next speaker, Mrs. D.L. Bike, of Dayton, Ohio, gave a lively 
description of having been lost in a dark room in her own house, and of 
having been obliged to call to her little boy to show her the way out. 
She was loth to acknowledge to her child that she was lost and did not 
until all hope of finding her way out was gone. The point she made 
was: The heathen are in darkness; they are asking to be led out; and 

they are calling to us as a church. Will we hear their call, as did the 
child that of its mother? 

Mrs. A.L. Billheimer, traveling mission.'. ry of the Woman's Missionary 
Association, was next called upon, and responded in a manner worthy 
the cause and occasion. She touched the tender spot of many hearts. 

The meeting steadily grew in enthusiasm until, in the midst of Mrs. B's 
address, it burst forth in a shower of greenbacks, accompanied by hall 
in thn form of silver dimes, quarters, and half dollars. We have seldom 
seen anything like it since the days of J.C. Bright, when he swept like 
a resistless wave over the church, carrying everything before him. 

After Mrs. B. came the writer, with remarks about his early labors 
in Africa. The audience seemed greatly entertained in his acc unt 
of the beginning of the religious awakening at Shengay. Ho little 
amusement was created when, to illustrate Bfan&h suing for pardon 
for having broken the law of the mission, the speaker reverently 
took D.K. Fliokinger by the foot, as an evidence of his humility and 
earnest desire to be pardoned. 

After one of the most successful missionary meetings ever held in the 
Church, the c cngregati on was dismissed and went home rejoicing!

Our constitutions are ready, with a general constitution as well as a 
branch and local one; and we feel that it is so plain that all may 
understand just how to work in this interest. We come asking you to 
enlist the sympathy of every sister you can in the work, both by becoming 
a member herself and she in turn inducing others to become such. 

Talk to your children; make them members of the missionary society if they 
cannot talk pdiinly, and you will find th t after awhile they will t ake 
care of tills interest themselves. Talk to your Sabbath schools; and 
as we have authority to go into the Sabbath schools, get them to give 
a missionary offering of their collection every first Sabbath of each 
month, and you will fihd the spiritual growth of one and all will 
be quickened, and you will be the better for every such endeavor. 

We hope to receive cheering words in the near future from many. 

Out letters from Africa are very encouraging. We have how two schools 
for children there, and we expect as many more soon to be started. Miss 
Beeken, our missionary, in writing of one of our schools, says; 

"You have a school in the midst of the workB of darkness”. Sisters 
of the Church, this work is for us to do; it rises or falls in our 
hands.

The Work We Promised To Do. 

At the ennutil meeting of our association we promised each other that we 
would all work faithfully this summer and fall to organize local societies, 
that the officers and workersin aach branch would go out, by appointment, 
to adjacent oiroults and neighborhoods and hold meetings for this 
purpose. Are we fulfilling our promise? Here in the Miami Branch, what 
little work has been attempted has resulted in good; and we are planning 
for more of it in the future. 

Someladies have asked this question: "What do you do when you go out to 

hold such a meeting?" We have tried this: 1. Write to the minister 

and ask him to consult with some of the 3isters and make an appointment 
for you at such *ime as they shall deem most suitable. In a little 
while you will receive a postal-card— if your preacher is all right, and 
most of them are,— telling you to come on the Sunday when he preaches, 
that he will shorten his part of the services on purpose for you; or he 
will tell you to come on the Sabbath when he does not pre. ch but when 
they have Sabbath Bhhool. Whenever it is, be there in good time so as 
to get a little acquainted with each other. At the proper time state, 
briefly and spiritedly, the object of your coming, the necessity of the 
work for themselves and others, the great amount to be done and the 
short time in which to do it. Have the local constitution read— all 
of it if there is time. Go out into the congregation and s licit names; 
afterward read the names aloud, and from these elect the officers and 
solicitors. Here there may occur a little hitch. Sometimes ladies 
object to being officers in the Bociety, not from lack of pirty or love 
for the cause so much as because to be president or secretary or 
treasurer looks to them like a great lion square in the path ready 
to swallow them. Assure such that it is not a lion at all, but a very 
innocent and harmless thing; that there need be only four business meetings 
in a year; that if the officers and solicitors meet, make their reports, 
and do their duty the society is bound to flourish. 

Encourage the new society to go into the Sabbath school at once and 
ask them to have a missionary Sunday, the proceeds of the collection to 
go to our schools in Africa. The children love the missionary Sunday 
best of all, when parents and teachers do their duty. 

We would like to have reports of the organization of half a dozen local 
societies in each Branch to publish in our columns of next month’s 
Visitor.

Virginia — Woman's Missionary Association. 


I suppose it is not a matter of importance to any one to know just what 
day or hour I left Columbus. It is enough to say that I did leave, came 
on, crossed the moun tains in the nig£it (as usual), and am now in old 
Virginia. 

I e tv? little to get t$> exclamations about until I came in sight of the 
To to mao ; then I was astonished, ohiefly at its want of fixedness of pur- 
pose. It seems wholly undeoided whether to be solid land or flowing 
water. In some plaoes it gets the better of its timidity and is deep ant 
grand as becomes a river of its history; then it loses heart again, and 
the rocks out and patches of land take to themselves a oovering of 

green, and the water ripples around them with the meekness of little 
bwooks and riv&lets. 

At Harpers Ferry nature has done enough to make it the grandest scenery 
in he world. Here I saw many famous rocks - Jefferson's and many others 
I tried to find out the history of Jefferson's Rock, but beyond the fact 
that something happened March 10th, 1700, I could learn nothteg; so I 
gxxis gave it ftp. 

The train started off in the wrong direction, according to nxf my notion, 
but landed me safely at the foot of Masaunutten Mountain. How the 
Uassaunutten Mountains are really the nost satisfactory mountains, exoept 
the Sierra Leone, I have ever seen, because on', is able to take them in 
all their completeness without being so distant as to lose their clear- 
ness. In the case of more pretentious mountains one is obliged to take 
them in detail, and oan not get so good an idea of the whole; and then 
it rises so abruptly, as if nature had suddenly decided to have a moun- 
tA4n in a place not originally intended to be mountainous. 

I have often wondered how it felt to be among entire strangers. 1 have 
traveled some over this earth of ours, but it always happened that at 
least one friend was near me; and I had heard much of the unbounded 
hospitality of the Virginia people. I was able to try both of these 
tings at one time. 

Through the perverseness of a certain conductor I was put down at the 
aide of the road a mile and a quarter from the camp-ground, the point for 
»hioh I was aiming. The train puffed away, leaving me all alone beside 
the road, with two heavy valises end the inevitable "bundles’*. I did 
ntt know even the name of any one within a hundred miles of me. I looked 
this way and that, but no one ap pared to answer questions or render 
a-egistanoe. I oomforted myself with the thought that I was not in a man- 
grove swamp in Africa, and put u*> a silent petition to Him who had 
promised to be with me. I then deposited ay valises inside the fenoe an! 
started for the nearest farm-house. This proved to Me the house of Mr. 
Madison Ramey, a relative of yours, Mr. Editor; and although I went there 
a stranger, I was treated with the greatest kindness, and found a home 
and friends there such as I oan never forget. They took me to the camp- 
ground, and the work for the Woman's Missionary Association began. It was 
*°rk from the ground up, for very few had ever heard of the asaoohtion; 
ut they have old-fashioned, genuine religion - just take people right 
Into their hearts. 
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Four days afterward we had at that place - Mt. Hebron - a local organization 
and over forty members of the sooftety. I left the following Thursday, with 
thirty-one dollars for the work, and with a heart full of gratitude to the 
dear friends for their kindness to the stranger. I wish all our sisters 
,ould imitate the example of those women in one thing. When work was 
given them to do they did not say, *0h, I can't; get somebody else,* but, 
•fell* now you know just how dumb I am, yet if you think I can do the 
work. I’ll try.* 

fro® this place I went to Pleasant Valley camp-meeting, near Winchester. 

How I enjoyed that ride, seven miles out from Winchester, over the hills, 
isieing for the first time in my life cxa reminders of the late "tnpleas- 
antness* in the shape of breait-works on the top of the Hotts. There Z 
found out why it is our editor has gone upward so fast. He &as five 
wide-awake brothers pressing on close after him, and he has to work hard 
to keep opt of their way. Here I found a community of warm-hearted, 
earnest Christians, who took hold of the work at once; and thoggjh I had 
only three days to work, we succeeded in organizing a local society and 
started the branch organization. *hiey gave me a good contribution. I 
left them Sabbath evening. After receiving many pressing invitations to 
ctoma again and stay longer. 

The ride aoross Maryland into the land where they build roofs over their 
hay-stacks and build nicer houses for their oows and horses than they do 
for their wives and children, was simply delightful. The well-tilled 
farms, the comTortabla, neat farm-houses, the low-lying mountains in the 
distance, and the delightful weather united to make the ride charming. 

When our train stopped, with the engine north of Mason and Dixon's line 
and the rest of the train south, I failed to realize the emotions I 
might have had ten years ago. 

The brethren and sisters at StoverAale received me most cordially, and 
took a deep interest in our work. I received sizty-five names for 
membership, and a good contribution. Thef have a delightful encampment, 
and know just how a camp-meeting should be carried on* and what i# better 
have the pluck to do so*. They have the genuine, old-fashioned religion, 
with all there is best of the modern improvements. 

The Hast Pennsylvania Conference Branch Society was organized on Tuesday, 
and its officers went to work at onoe. There will be many local societies 
in the bounds of that conference before this year ends. 

At the camp-meeting near Mt. Wolf, Bros. Young and Hutchison - one of the 
old Otterbein boys - made me heartily welcome, and rendered such valuable 
assistance that in two days we had held & good meeting, organized the 
Pennsylvania Conference Branch Society; and, with a good sauaatxt oontri-* 
°ntion, I was on my way back to Maryland. 
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Sisters Markwood, Hershey, Susie Erb, and myself stopped off at Ke- 
ohanicsburg and attended a presidential reception at the house of our 
oewly-Qlected conference branch president. Sister Colestock. It was 
quite inpromptu, as she did not know of her election till we informed her. 
But if Presiden Hayes ewer has a more enjoyable one, may I be there to 
gae. 

Thie conference branch society was organized on Tuesday, and on Friday 
t#« president, secretary, and treasurer started out to a cflpjip-rae sting te 
bag in work for the Woman 1 s Missionary Association. 

By force of oirourastanees entirely beyond my control I was denied the 
pleasure of visiting the Orretown camp-meeting. I was expected there, but 
when I failed to atpx* put in an appearance the brethren generously took 
a contribution fot the Woman* s Missionary Association themselves,- an 
example worthy of imitation. Let me say here and now that I searched 
all along my line of operations for that minister of whom wg have so 
often heard who is opposed to the woman’s work, and I hereby declare, from 
ay own observation, that that personage is a myth, having no existence a 
save in imagination. 

At keedysville, Boonsboro, and Myersville we had good meetings, organiz- 
ing a local sooiety at each place, and receiving good contributions, it 
Myeraville, especially, the contribution, in amount, and the spirit in 
which it was given, would rejoice the heart of any agent. 

And now away for a lohg ride from Maryland, through Virginia, Ohio and 
Indiana, to where the North Ohio Conference meets, just over the line 
in Michigan. 

I feel sayoself - and so should all lovers of our cause - under deep and 
lasting obligations to the brethren and sisters of the East for the gen«r 
arous w y in which they entered into the work. The 3i sters of the 
^ast are ready for the work. Bishop Glossbrenner said to me, "When they 
take hold they won’t let go." They are taking hold with a will, and I 
am confident that a glorious work will be wrought by them. May the god 
whom they serve abundantly bless thorn.

Woman's Missionary Society 
a Success. 

About four month's ago Sister Cole stock, president of the branch 
society of Pennsylvania Conference, organized a local society on Big 
Spring Station, by oleoting the following officers: Mrs. Straw, president 
Mrs. Wagn er and Mrs. Latsbaugh, vice-presidents} Miss Whistler, secretary 
Mrs. Corl, treasurer. They appointed also eight collectors, two in each 
class. They held their first meeting soon after they had organized. The 
members were nearly all present, and manifested an interest in their 
work such as should characterize all workers in the Master's cause. The 
meeting was opened with fervent prayer, imploring Cod , e blessing to 
accompany the work. After the meeting was opened they made a few by- 
laws, and arranged for aotive work. She meeting was harmonious and 
pleasant. It was my happy privilege to be present at this meeting. The 
sisters did not only arrange for aotive work and than let the work lie, 
as many do, but they went to work with a will. God was with them, and 
they succeeded, as was seen at their second meeting, held on Hew- year's 
day. It was also my privilege to be at this meeting. It was opened wit ! ' 
prayer, and bus in ess commenced in due form. The reports were given in, 
and after all was summed up it was ascertained that they had thirty-six 
dollars and forty-five cents as the result of their labor for the first 
quarter . But this is not all} they have a good deal on their subscrip- 
tion papers that is not paid yet. Some of the subscribers paid only 
their quarterage, and others their half-yearly payments. I have not 
learned how many were made members} but this I know, that a goodly 
number of children became sac members by paying twenty-five oents. ixkm** 
xotxisaxxsAxksxxmxxyxwixxxxxdaxKSichsxsAxkwXxtkksxixkaxxxxkx. I thought 
what a blessed thing it IB to teach and encourage children to give to 
the Lord's cause. When they are thus early taught to give it will grow 
in them, and when they shall become aotive members in the church, as 
they surely will, they will be more liberal in giving, the desir.e to 
give having been planted in them in early life. 

Another good feature in the women* a work is, that it will not cripple 
our general missionary work in toe Church, as some believed it would. I 
had also »y misgivings in this respect, but I find ay fears were not 
•ell founded. I inquired of our preacher in charge how the women's 
work had affected his missionary collections. He informed me that his 
prospects were goodfc and that ha expects to get the same amount of 
missionary money that was oolleMted last year on this charge, if not 
more. From personal knowledge I know that a strong effort was made last 
year on this charge for missionary money. May God 3»k bless our sister- 
In this noble work.

Although our constitution is very plain and explicit, and «u«h has been 
said in our periodicals with reference to our «*xk work, misapprehension 
still axi3ts, And our general officers continue to reoetve reports which 
should be sent to the officers of the branch societies. All reports of 
looal societies should be sent to the secretaries of branch societies, 

»nd all moneys to the treasurers of the same. Then each conference will 
receive credit for the money, and each officer will be doing her proper 
(fork. The names of all the brmtih officers were given in the Telescope 
of Hov. 31st, 1877, so that each looal officer may know just where to 
send her report. 

At the last annual meeting of the Board, steps were taken to make the 
year uniform throv^hout the association. *A11 local societies shall meet 
quarterly and arrange their year with reference to the amual meeting of 
the branch society.* *But,* as a sister says, "it doc® not say when the 
year shall begin.* As the branch secretaries must send in their reports 
s At leant ten days before the annual meeting of the Board of Managers, * 
the Executive Committee recommends that the local societies hold their 
quarterly meetings on the first Thursdays of April, July, October, and 
January. Hie year would then begin with the April meeting. Their an- 
nual election of officers would take place on the first Thrusday of April, 
and at that time they should elect their three delegatee to the annual 
aesting of the branch society. Wherever looal or brj#>h societies have 
been organized during the year, they should re-elect their offlcere or 
elect ones at the annual election in April. 

The branch society meets but once a year. This meeting, which is com- 
posed of three delegates f rom each of the local societies within the 
bounds of the conference, and the branch officers, should be held the 
third Thursday of April. Each branch society is entitled to three 
representatives in th ; annual meeting of the Board of Managers, and three 
delegates should be eleotAd at the above named meeting. 

The Board of Managers meets the first Wednesday (first day) of May. By 
this arrangement the officers of the local societies will have two weeks 
to send in their reports to the branch officers, and the branch officers 
will have at least ten days to get in their reports to the general 
offioers before the meeting of the Board. If the officers will act 
promptly, all will have ample time for the completion of reports. 

It is yet three months until the meeting of the Board of Managers; but it 
is not too soon to make preparations for your annual meetings. Our system 
is complete and beautiful, but requires that each officer shall do her 
iuty promptly and well to make it woffle samax smoothly. Let the branch 
officers decide at once where to hold their annual meeting, and publish 
it immediately in the Telescope, as well as from your pulpits. And when 
your meetings are held, let your offioers report at once to the general 
offioers. 
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Another itea should receive attention. The constitution requires that 
each branch sooiety shall provide for the expenses of its own delegates 
to the annual westings, that is, devise souse weans for paying their 
expenses outside of the general fund. Some conference branch societies 
provide for this expense by laying a tax of twenty cents on each member 
of the association in the conference. This will wake the burden light 
for all, and very few will object. It is scarcely necessary to allude 
to the fact that our success almost wholly depends on the local societies* 
It ie plain they are the very "breath of life" to this assocaition. If 
they are prosperous, all goes well. When they grow weak the bottom 
will drop out and the end speedily come. 

Sis ter, be brave. Do not mind wind or wave. Attend your meetings. If 
the weather is fair be sure to go . If the weather If foul, be more sure 
to go to all the westings - local, branch and general. In these days of 
water-proofs, umbrellas, rubber shoes, ahd railroads, none but the 
confirmed invalid should bo excused - and I think it would nearly cure 
an invalid to attend our meeting. 


Secretaries and treasurers, be sure to attend to sending your reports 
promptly, end to the proper officers, the local officers to the 
branch officers quarterly, and the branch officers to the general 
officers semi-annually.

Our Work in Africa. 

We started out with the plan of establishing schools in the vicinity 
of Shengay Mission, to be under the care of the missionaries at that 
place. It was to be expected that our plane would be somewhat changed 
by circumstances impossible to foresee. Such has been the case. The 
missionaries at Shengay have their hands full of their own work, which 
leaves them no time for ours. Then, a very favorable location for a 
mission station was offered, which the parent society did not feel 
able to occupy. So it turns out that we have a missionary of our own , 
and are about establishing a new station in Africa. The outlook is very 
encouraging for our work in that country. 

The new station, Botufunk, of which you have heard something through 
the Missionary Visitor, is about forty miles from Shengay Station, up 
the Boompey Biver. It is a large, well-kept town, in a healthy local- 
ity, and within easy reach of many other smaller towns. This station 
will be our head-quarter 8; and we hope, in the not very distant future, 
to have a school in ouch of these towns, under the care of the mis- 
sionary residing at Botufunk. The people are very anxious to have 
the place oocupied by missionaries, and have built two houses (our 
society furnishing the doors and windows) for the use of the missionary. 
These houses have no doubt already been taken possession of by our 
missionary. 

To some it may seem that we move too slowly. «e know of some who 
supposed that we should by this time have many schools in successful 
operat i on— yes, many of the people converted, perhaps a circuit es- 
tablished, and it only two years since our association was organized. 
Things move slowly in Africa. Then, Africa is a ; ong way off. If we 
write a letter today we must wait three months for the reply, We are 
working at one end of the line; the other end iB four thousand miles 
away. 

The statement haB been made by myself and others that a school can be 
sustained for one year in Africa on $100 or $120. This estiraste was 
made after careful consultation with those who were oompetent to judge. 

But the committee for very good reasons think best to raise the estimate 
to $150; and in so wo places it will cost even more. The reasons are 
til t the change in our plans, while bringing many advantages, will 
somewhat Increase the expense of carrying on these schools. A better 
class of schools have been determined upon that was at first contemplated; 
end the wages of teachers have been slightly raised, whioh we should 
be glad of as a token of growing civilization. This need not dis- 
courage any one, and will not those who are really earnest in the work. 
Some societies can raise this amount very easily. In other cases 
two societies can unite in the support of one school.

This leads us right up to a question which is frequently asked, "Can 
our membership raise enough to support our school, or must that money 
be raised outside of the general fund?" This is a subject which has 
required no little thought. The question naturally arises. If each 
society usee all its money to sustain its ovm school, what becomes of 
the general work? For the present, all the money should be placed in 
our treasury, to be used where it is most needed. When our head- 
quarters are well established, just as fast ae our means will permit 
there schools will be taken up, and your money, membership dues and all 
will go to sustain you r sohools.

Our missionary. Miss Beeken, is now at Eotufunk, our new station in 
Africa. In writing to us, she tells us where she stopped until our 
mission-Jiouse was dry enough to po into with safety, and adds: 
"To-night there is a heathen dance going on only a few feet from my 
front door. Of course the doo# is closed, or I could not write. 

I went to the mission-house as soon as I could get away from here. 

The people came into the house through the front door and through 
the back door. There were about thirty here this morning to look 
at my hair. Ab it is Irery long it is a wonder to them. The mission 
house will be nice when done. I realise that I am a pioneer in the 
wllda of Africa. The bush is cut, but the stumps are left up to the 
door. This morning (Sunday, Feb. 3rd) I walked over to Greemah, a 
distance of about one mile. I thought if the way was open I would 
hold a meeting there; but the chief was absent, and I thought it best 
not to hold it. I talked a little to the people and sung a few 
hymns, and returned. I held a meeting this evening in the front 
piazza. There was a good attendance; all could not get into the 
piazza. The ohief was present. The people have been very quiet 
tonight. They are usually very noisy. Again I must say I am greatly 
encouraged at the prospect here. The children already seem 
interested in education."

At present this body way be 
8uffi°i en fcly small and wieldy to manage well the interests of a mission- 
ary society. But when onoe the twoscore annual- conference branches hare 
wheeled into line it will be found that the Woman's Missionary Associa- 
tion sustains a yearly gathering from all parts of the Church exactly 
an large as the General Conference* which meets once in four years. The 
expense of sending delegates will he as great as that of the General 
Conferenee, and the question of entertainment will be as serious for a 
short time as that pertaining to the Gneral Conference. We do not say 
whan it will be fovnd best for the Board of Managers to make good use of 
Article XI. of their constitution. !e are #onfident that this noble 
mission *ry enterprise will in time adjust itself to all the re qui re- 
sents of its sphere of usefulness. It has entered upon a work which has 
long enough been left undone, and the energy of the workers shows: that 
lost time it to be made up as fajpks possible. Who knows but the reward 
of those who enter the field a little late will bo a3 great as that of 
those who began earlier? 

The basis upon which the sisters puMrpose to raise thoir funds ir broad 
enough to aggregate a very large sum every year, when onoe it is gener- 
ally put into execution throughout the Church .

Mrs. ¥. J. Shuey, the treasurer, submitted a report, which showed that 
on© year ago there was in the treasury a balance of £570.88. The 
reoeijta for the ye air amount to fl ,381.18, and with cash from last year, 
*1,962.06. The total expenses for . the year mere $1,257.24, leaving in 
the treasury $704.82.

Annual Meeting of the Board of Managets. 


The Board of Managers of the Womans Missionary Association keld 
its third annual nesting at Gallon, Ohio, on the 1st and 2nd of 
May* Reuorts of the nesting were given in the Religious Telescope 
of May 8th and 15th , hut fearing some did not see those under 
whose eyes this column nay fall, we subjoin the following brief 
summary: 

The Board convened at 9:00 A.M., the president, Mrs. T.N. Sowdrs, 
in the chair* Delegates were present from the Michigan, Upper 
Sandusky, Miami, Scioto, and Sandusky branches* 

The recording secretary's report of the work of the Executive 
Committee during the year showed that a new station had been opened 
in Africa, a substantial house built and furnished, and missionaries 
appointed to have charge of the work; also, that arrangements were 
being made to open a school among the Chinese in California. 

The corresponding secretary's report shows wonderful progress during 
the past year. At our second annual meeting we had three branch 
societies, with an aggregate membership of 200* At this third 
meeting we have twelve branch and sixty local societies, with a 
membership of 1,200* 

The following is the treasurers report; Balance on hand April 1,1877 
$670.88; total receipts during the year, $1,391*18* Total, $L, 962.06. 
Expenditures, $L,267.24. Balance on hand May 1,1878, $704.82. 

The most important topics discussed were: "How shall the branch 

society provide for* the traveling expenses of its delegates?” "what 
can we do to insure the permanence of lacal societies?" "The 
consideration of Bishop Castled proposition relative to the tobacco 
question;" "Shall we employ an agent the ensuing year?" and, "would 
it be advisable to ohange the time of bolding the annual meeting?" 
T&ese questions were talked over at some length, and wete referred 
to committees, whose reports we give below. 

In addition to thiB, quite a budget of miscellaneous business was 
a&ttended to with a neatness and dispatch equal of a men** meeting. 

It wsb decided that we publish the proceedings of our meeting, with 
full reports of our treasurer, corresponding secretary, and agent, 
as a supplement to the proceedings of the Board of Missions, thus 
avoiding the expense which a separate pamphlet would incur.

During the late session of White River Conference, held In Bethlehem, 
Chapel* Wabash Co.* Ind., Friday evening, August 16th, was set apart 
for the consideration of the missionary cause in general, and the Wom- 
an's Missionary .Axxwgittmw Association In particular. Mrs. A.L. 
Billheiffisr, ofvihe Woman's Missionary Association, was the chief speaker, 
and in the judgment of many presented a greater number of more forcible 
statements than any other one who has recently represented the same cause 
within our bounds. It is proverbial that woman are good talkers; but the 
sister in quo fit ion can be placed in the van of all, not only for saying 
many things, but also for saying inuoh. She successfully Illustrated how 
the great reserve-force of the Church - the thousands of females might 
be actively employed in good works, by reverting to the glorious work 
which the women performed during the lata war. In the “whisky crusade,* 
and in the “Murphy movement.* One way to accomplish this is by the 
females having separate pooket-booka in which to lay by some of the 
Lord's money, and learning to become habitual and systematic givers and 
adt constant beggars of father* s or husband's generosity. It is not the 
purpose of the Woman's Missionary Association to supplant the general 
Board of the Church in any of its efforts, - this the association has 
shown by working in harmony with the counsel and alvice of the general 
Board, - but to provoke the brethren to good works and actively employ 
for good the n«w dormant, and in many oases the worse than dormant, 
treasures of the Lord. At present the sole projected work of the 
association is in Afrloa, though there; is work for the women to do on 
every hand. 

The sister vividly portrayed the wretched condition into which the 
Africans, especially the worn eh and children, have sunk, which description 
touched the hearts of many who are supported in a Christian community 
in the midst of ease and luxury. 

A collection amounting to twelve dollars was t aVen by Sister Billheimar

last year some of the ladies in the Michigan and Scioto branches each 
wished to have a sdhool in Africa which they might in a peculiar sense 
call their own; which they might support and name, and with whose 
teaohers and scholars they might correspond. At dhat time Miss Beeken 
waB not fairly settled at Botufunk, and we asked them to wait a little. 

We hope their arder has not cooled, for here is a chance. The following 
is an extract from a letter from Miss Beeken: 

"I am very glad some of the sisters desire to have a school they can call 
their own. I have a town for them. It Is not very near to Botufunk; It 
Is said to be about three days* Journey from there. It is a very large 
place. Missionaries have been trying to get in there for years, but 
have not succeeded. Something whispers to me that Tiamma is ours if we 
will occupy it for the lord. God can open the way for us, and I believe 
he will if we ask him. Are the ladies in Michigan ready to take possessic 
of Tiamma for God? or will the ladies In Ohio (my native state) go 
forth to the victory? let us have Tiansaa for God. It is my wish to 
visit the town as soon as other duties will permit. I intended to have 
gome there last dry season, but the failure of the boat and the unexpected 
early rains prevented. The mail-steamer is in from the coast, and I 
am anxious to get this letter off, and so havd to write in haste* I 
wish all the sisters to know that I have not experienced one lonely day 
at Botufunk. My health is improving. The doctor says I have over- 
worked myself, and that my ill health is caused partly by the damp mud 
house. It Is very hard not tt overwork one's silf in this countfcy — 
there is so much to do and eo few who are competent to assist mission- 
aries. Please do not cease to pray for me and for the success of the 
work".

Missionary Work 

address by Miss A. Belle Howe, of Day ton, Rockingham Co. Va., delivered 
Hay 1st, 1879, in the United Brethren church, Edenburgh, Wa. , before the 
Virginia Branch of the Woman 1 e Missionary Association. 

Ve look out upon nature and behold the fields clothed with green. The 
world proves that the Almighty hand has bearvex|ended, causing the gem to 
expand and spring up, and already the grain Is waring in the breezes, 
being fanned by the gentle zephyrs. But one month hence, and the oolor 
be changed to golden. It is ripe, ready for the harvest. Look ye 
upon the harvest, the great field ready to be gathered, and listen to 
the onmmand, "Come with your sickles, ye sons of men, and gather together 
the golden grain.* Can the gathering be deferred until the next month or 
the next year? Way; it would decay. It would be ruined — sink to 
nothingness; and terrible would be the result. TamjHine and destruction 
would follow. 

These thoughts lead us first to consider the necessity of missionary work, 
fe have it directly from the life of Him who "spake as never man spake", 
that "the field is the world." This is the great harvest-field in which 
we are oomnanded to go and work. The grain is ripe, ready to be gathered. 
•Tfce harvest truly is great but the laborers are few." 

In many parts of this field the wheat is being garnered. But, alas, in 
very many parts of this vride world it is decaying, being choked with tares. 
Thousands of souls are standing on the brink of ruin. One is filling here 
aadther there. Dark pitfalls are being filled with the unfortunate 
victims. Behold, they are going down, down, down, into this terrible 
ohasm. Does not this pioutre show us the necessity of taking down our 
sickles and walking boldly into this harvest-field of blood-bought souls 
and putting forth every effort to save them, and by so doing be instru- 
mental in gathering many sheaves into the Master's gamer? 

Truly, this great work is superlatively necessary. Our lives have been 
oast \xito us in pleasant places, and we can surely exclaim, "Ours is a 
goodly heritage." We « are living in a land of Bibles, in a land of civ- 
ilization and refinement, where we can enjoy all the general Influences 
of Christianity and worship our Creator under thd broad sunlight of 
heaven; in short, where we oan enjoy everything that tends to make us 
happy here in this probationary state and prepare us to &o to that city 
not made with hands. » 

The oommand is, "Whatsoever y© would that men should do to you, do y« 
even so to them." This oommand very plainly indicates that right here 
our interest should be, and that here our sympathies should cling. 

Some one might say, "We can do nothing. It is not necessary." Ah, me- 
thinks, could we put ourselves in the place of some poor degraded heathen 
for one foment only, we would not murmur or complain at having to do 
•omething toward trying to elevate them. Could we visit Africa, China, 
Madagascar, or many other of the heathen oountries and see the wretch- 
edness and degradation, and look upon mothers clinging mas with a 
death-grip to some cold stone, worshiping it and thinking it oontains 
the spirits of their dead babes, or upon the poor African as he marches 
up to that fiendish house to worship the devil who is never able to con- 
sole but to destroy, we would be willing to say, "I will gird on the

w lj 0 le armor of God for work, and If necessary will suffer even death 
Itself to better their condition and place them on that platform where 
they can look and behold a Savior weeping for their transgressions and 
dying fcr their sins, and know of a truth that ha is able and willing 
to gave unto the uttermost.* 

But we know that this is a great work, that it is neoeesary, that with 
it our sya$>athies should lie, and that In it we should be deeply in- 
terested. Just here, however, the question presents itself. Who axe 
*e? Ye are before you to-night as a representative of the Woman* s 
Missionary Assocaition; and this question is presented with all earnest- 
ness, Who are we? When Christ said, *Go,work in my vineyard,* did he 
§ay. Son, go work in my vineyard," and at the sam# time say,"Daughfcr, 
fold your hands and sit still* there is nothing for you to do.* there 
ate vdry many persons of to-day Who think woman 1 s sphere exceedingly 
snail. If it should extend beyond dmmestio affairs it would be almost 
considered immodest and ungraceful. It must be cooking for husband, 
darning his socks, washing clothes, the same routine from week to week 
and from year to year, without ever daring to trespass by aspiring to some- 
thing higher and more ennobling. We admit that this is very important 
work, that the domestic department Is & part and an important part of 
woman's sphere; but surely this is not the boundary-line - the limit. We 
oan not think there is a gentleman here to-night so narrow-minded as to 
think that woman is merely a domestic animal, and not fitted for anything 
more noble. 

My dear friends, let me inq ulre; Why did God so kindly bestow upon woman 
a mind capable of improvement and talents equal to those of the opposite 
sex, if he did not Intend that she should cultivate them? Must she let 
her talents lie dormant, not cultivated, and be content to live all her 
life confined in one little apartment, and never try to do anything to 
make herself useful? We are his daughters as well as you axe his sobs, 
and he intends us to use our qualities to the best purpose and advantage. 
Have ye not, if we go back the lines of hi story, accounts of illustrious 
examples of great women in both the literary and the religious world, 
who have done great good and saved many souls? Mrs. Henrietta Shuck, 
from our own dear native state, mas the first American female missionary 
to China. She with ardent love *ka for the salvation of the poor benighted 
Heathen, with a self-saorifiolng and self-denying spirit bid farewell to 
home and friends, never expecting to meet them again on earth, and went 
to that daxk idolatrous land to impart instruction to that part of 
humanity and to point those poor ignorant Chinamen to a dying 8avlor, the 
Lamb of God, that takes away the sin of the world. We will give an extract 
froy one of her own letters, written when she was contemplating being a 
Kissionary! 

*The ainoere prayer of my heart is. Oh, that I were qualified to beotmo a 
Kiasionaxy of the owes. How gladly would I enter the field of labor, 
although it would oause torrents of tears to roll down my cheeks. Many 
a pang of sorrow would may my bosom feel to part with a beloved father, a 
kind mother, and dear brothers and sisters. Who are dearer to me than all 
the world besides. Yes, if by parting wil h all that is dear by the ties 
°f nature I could promote the oauee of Christ in heathen lands, I would 
3-ea.ve them in the hands of an all-wise Protector, take the parting-hand, 
and among the benighted heathen would I labor until death. And if at last

j should be the means of re ecu ring one heathen from eternal woe, I would 
be: amply compensated for all the difficulties and trials which I might have 
to endure.* 

through the labors and untiring efforts of this good sister not only one 
but many poor souls were made to rejoice in the hope of heaven and eternal 
life. She was very wuooessful both as a teacher of languages and in 
giving religious instruction} and today, though she Is no more, hedlght 
is still shining, and will oontinue to shins more and more to the perfect 
day. 

Mrs. Lei Palmer was another earnest, zealous Christian worker. Much good 
vas ac qo shushed by her efforts, and many souls were made glad by her 
expounding Bible truth. 

An example in the literary world is Anna Dickinson, who was born in a 
hovel in Philadelphia in obscurity and poverty. But she possessed a noble 
■Ind and soul. She was not satisfied to lie still and let the wo rkd stand 
still. As far as her efforts were concerned she obeyed the command, § 8o 
work.* Sie began In a small degree, it is true; but she kept on climbing 
tjp and up the ladder of prominenoe, until today she lectures to hundreds 
yea, thousands of people, and has an income of thousands of dollars by 
her own efforts. She is still climbing, and will soon be able to sit 
down on the summit of the mount, where a glorious aspect will be presented 
to her vision when she can retrospect her past life and labors. Many other 
examples could be given had we time; but we must proceed. 

The importance of women working is great. Much good oan be accomplished 
by them, and much work is to be dwax done. They are needed badly. Home 
Missions are calling for them, and foreign missions are sending in their 
petitions for tneir assistance* It is the duty of every woman of this 
land, who is favorably circumstanced, to do something every day she lives 
to promote the cause of Christ. 

la very honestly and willingly concede the right of man. It is he who 
should push forward the oause of Christ. It is he who should go forth 
•aid preach the gospel. God has so ordained, and very wisely too, that 
®an should be the head; that he should rule, and tlat woman should be 
under his jurisdiction. 

Sow, dear brethren, we do not wish nor desire for one moment to take any 
right from your hand, nor do we wish to stand alone, but we want to do 
something - we want to be helpers. 

It the last General Conference the way was opened for us to work, The 
dear brethren - God Bless Them - co uprising that honorable body kindly 
consented to recognize our infant society as a regular association - 
as a ward of General Conference. We feel very thankful for this privilege 
from the highest authority of the Church, and we feel to exclaim in 
•canning the glorious work before us, "Bless the Lord, 0 my soul, and all 
that is within me bless his holy name,* for his manifold blessings toward 
us. But we must proceed. 
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In reading concerning the terrible degradation and pollution of heathen 
nations and countries, and contemplating them, we strikingly discover 
(and very painfully too) that the female sex is the most degraded, and 
oonpell®* 3 ' to bear all the hardships. We can plainly see that she has 
been imposed upon from the earliest ages. This should be a gredt in- 
ducement to cause every woman of this enlightened American to awake from 
her lethargic state, to awake to this duty, end be a redoubling of her 
diligence to fcry and relieve them from their great suffering, aid to 
place them in a position God intended they should occupy. 

Te have recorded in the blessed Bible where the good sisters of those 
days did something. They not only attended to the domestic af fairs as 
did Martha; but, thank the Lord, there were many Marys like Mary who 
chose the good part that was everlasting, that was a savor of life unto 
life and not of death unto death. If we could but allow our imagination 
fu$l play, we could see those good sisters with sealed hearts, yet hearts 
burning with love and zeal for good, marching up to that precious sepulcher 
bearing sweet spices to anoint their blessed Lord. How eager they look 
when they see that Jesus was not there, but an angel instead. Did the 
angel blaspheme them? Hay, but told them to go and tell his disciples 
that Jesus was going before them into Gai^ilee* They were sent on a 
■isaion to bear the news which has been filling our ears with glad tidings 
of great joy nearly nineteen hundred years, that Jesus died for us and 
rose again and has gone to prepare a plaoe for us. Jesus is continually 
going before to lead and guide us in the right way. 

Ruth, that modest lady sister, is another cheering example of female work* 
She was not driven out of the field, nor was she only permitted to glean 
among the sheaves, but Boas commanded the young men to let fall surplus 
handfuls for her to gather up. 

Dear sisters, we have encouragements enough that women have accomplished 
nueh good, and sufficient command even from the blessed Savior himself. Go 
and work. It is true we oan not all be foreign missionaries; but we oan 

all do southing. "How, * you might say, "can we all do somethin?" He can 

go out and talk to some poor sinner tin the subject of religion. Wo can 
solicit means to support our missionaries, and give of our own means, fork 
oan be done in various ways . we oan, if we try, belt the globe with our 

hearts of sympathy and love. Work can be done by the sisters of Virginia 

as well as by th&stt of any other state. We must become enthudastic over 
this important Work. 

This dark stream of idolatry and superstition, of heathendom is general 
has its banks lined from its source to its mouth with victims going to 
ruin. Hundreds, yea, thousands, are daily being snatched by the fiery 
*aves of hell* 

*°w, dear sisters, looking at this terrlbld drama, we will ask ourselves 
the question, "Does not God intend us to work, to use our hands and in- 
fluence that through our instrumentality some poor lost woman may be 
brought back and aaved from ruin? Is it not our duty to do something for 
this heaven-sent cause? Qan we not do it? And will we not do it? 
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i e think all the good sisters will join us in saying, *1 have resolved, 
God’s grace, to try to do something for this exoellent cause; to work 
*bilo it is called today.* And it we aronly permitted after laboring 
bard to come at the great gathering with one single sheaf we will be 
fcirply rewarded for the work done, Bay ood help ufc to work and work now.

Mrs. A.L.Biliheimer spoke in favor of the erection of a house In which 
Mrs. M.ttair may live at Botufunk, and offered the following: 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee be instructed to take steps toward 
building a house for our mission at Botufunk, and that we raise the sum of 
$1,000 for this purpose, said money to be raised outside of membership dues 
that this sum be apportioned to the oonferenoe branches according to their 
financial strength; that the general agent have the spcial oversight of 
this work, and assist in securing money for this purpose. 

There is nojf doubt that the Church frequently sadly fails to make its 
aissionAsies as comfortable as they should be; and many fall victims to 
disease from want of proper shelter and food. While our people have 
dwelled in houses of cedar, our missionaries in the past have suffered. At 
Ihengay they have tolerable comfort. Miss Beeken has lived in a mud hut, 
with mud walls and earth floor. We hope Mrs. Mair will be better provided. 
Before this, it may be, there could have been nothing better. How the 
women are well enough at work to build a house. 

The question of opening a mission among the Chinese of California was 
taken into oon side ration, and after some remarks the matter was referred 
to the Executive Committee for attention, and, on consultation with tjjp 
Parent Board, it is authorized to open the said mission when it may deem 
t»8St.

He said 
he was interested in the home, and the Churoh and all its interests. Said 
he, "When I have paid What I can for these interests, I want to cut off 
a. little slice for poor Africa." I tell you, sisters, I liked the tenor 
of that little speeoh first-rate. When we do what we can for home enter- 
prise, let us then remember poor Africa. 

Do not tell us, who axe engaged in this missionary work, that home duties 
become irksome to us, or that we do not love the Sabbath- school and the 
C hurch, or do not oare for the poor, the si ok, and the dying around us. 

Cur ardor is the same, or even stronger, God being our helper.

"Why Have M Separate Organisation" 

jhe woman's Missionary association in our church is comparatively a new 
thing, and many persons unacquainted with what we have already done are 
gtill asking how a separate organization will benefit the work. "The 
children of this world are wiser in their generation than the children 
of light". When a political campaign is to be carried on, in every paper, 
in big type, you will see these words: "Organize! organize!" why so 
much stress upon this? Because only by thorough organisation can all the 
power of the party be brought out. Does not every true Christian see with 
sorrow the vast force lying dormant in >Ahe ohurch? There is so much to 
do, and so many are idle, and so many are such bunglers. What can be 
done to utilize this force? More thoroughly organize, systematize, and 
discipline it. 

The parents of a large family of sons and daughters on a big fa£m, with 
tons of work to dd, will get it all done, and happily done, if they are 
wise enough to plan and contrive that each child, from the youngest to the 
oldest, do his level best. We have seen homes where each member of the 
family vied with the other in doing willing service. So may it be with 
each one of us in this great field, white to the harvest, where Providence 
has set us to work. 

The larger half of every congregation is made up of women, many of whom 
are nobll workers in the Sabbath School. Does any one claim that they 
have done what they could in t he cause of missions? Are they not beginning 
to do more through this new organization? 

It is now two years einoe the Woman 1 s Missionary Association was formally 
recognized by General Conference. We now have a flousiehing mission in 
Africa, and have conference branch associations in the East, and the West, 
and the Dorth; and scores of little groups of workers in the local 
societies scattered all over our Zion who will tell you with radiant 
faces and tearful eyes that neve* in all their Christian experience were 
they so blessed as In this work. 

It is idle to say all this could be done gust as well without a separate 
organization. The faetB disprove it. The women engaged in this work were 
not prompted to it by a desire for greater prominence or the "front seats" 
(as they have been charged) • Many of them would gladly have remained where 
they were, but the work found than and pushed than out. The question is 
no longer, "Is this thing right?"— that is settled— but this, "Can I 
stay out of it and be guiltless?"

Woman’s Missionary 
Association 

The first annual meeting of the Erie Conference Branch of the Woman's 
Missionary Association convened in the United Brethren church, in Corry, 
Pennsylvania, Tuesday evening. May 6th. 

After singing and devotional exercises, the meeting was addressed hy Mrs. 
A.H. Allen, on "The Spread of the Gospel." (Matthew xxviii. 19) Then came 
voluntary speaking for a few moments, after which the meeting adjourned 
to meet Wednesday morning, 9 o'clock. 

The second session was called to order hy the president, Mrs. M.Peckham. 
After singing hy the choir and scripture-reading hy Mrs. N.E.Williams, 
the association was led in prayer hy Mrs. A.H. Allen. 

The branch secretary's report was read and approved. Six local societies 
were reported, with an aggregate membership of one hundred and sixteen. 

The roll of the association was called, to which twelve members responded; 
after which twelve voluntary speeches were made. Adjourned till 2:00 P.M. 

In the afternoon the devotional exercises were led hy Rev. R.J.White. 

After reading and approval of minutes, an election of officers was held 
resulting as follows: 

President - Mrs. A.H.Allen ; first vice-president - Mrs. Polly McIntyre; 
second vice-president -Mrs. Nancy Holeman ; secretary-Miss Flora Robertson; 
treasurer- Mrs. Sarah Hill. 

The question relating to the practicability of sending a delegate of Dayton 
was considered, and it was thought advisable not to send one. 

It was decided to hold the next meeting at Pleasantville, Pennsylvania, in 
May, 1880. 

By benediction, the association adjourned until evening. 

The evening session was called to order by the president. After singing and 
devotional exercises, an essay was read by Mrs. N.E.Williams. Her subject 
was, "Heathen Darkness." 

Mrs. Williams was followed by an address from Rev. L.L.Hager, after which a 
collection was taken. 

A local society was organized consisting of fifteen members. 

The following committee was appointed to prepare a programme for the next 
year; Mrs. A.H.Allen, Mrs. Sarah Hill, and Miss Flora Robertson.

Miss Emily Bee ken , of the woman's mission in West Africa, returned from 
that far-off field last month, reaching this city or. Saturday the the 
27th. She went out three years ago under the appointment of the Woman's 
Missionary Association, being the first missionary sent out by that 
society, and has continued to serve that association for three years, 
jfost valuable and acceptable service has been rendered. Our readers are 
acquainted with the opening of the work at Rotufunk through the reports 
which have been given from time to time, but can never know the privations 
and hardships endured by this- Christian woman in prosecuting it. On an- 
other page we give a brief account written by a visitor in Sierra Leone. 
Miss Beeken returned by sailing-vessel, direct from Freetown to Hew York. 
The voyage, which was calm and pleasant, was exceedingly tedious, con- 
tinuing forty-one days.

Western Reserve Conference has not received the attention from the organiz- 
ing force of the Woman's Missionary Association, to which, from its 
importance, intelligence, and good spirit of its people it is entitled. It 
should have been organized into a hrance society at least a year ago ; and 
indeed that work was planned more than a year ago. At their last conference 
session, though the exertions of Brother and Sister Koht, and others, the 
branch society was organized. They were very fortunate in securing an 
excellent corps of officers, and also in enlisting most warmly some of the 
brethren in the work. 

In a recent visit to a part of the conference, we found the minds of the 
people so well prepared for the work that it was an easy thing to organize 
local societies. This branch society has been in existence only about two 
months, and already has six local societies, all very promising and almost 
sure to succeed. They have raised about $60 for our mission-house, besides 
their membership dues. 

In Smithville they do not mean to depend on membership dues alone to secure 
money. They have started a sewing society which will earn money for our 
treasury. On the evenings of December 9th and 10th, Bro. Sprinkle delivered 
some lectures on "Prison Life.” Quite a handsome sum was obtained which 
was given to the Smithville local society, and by them devoted to the house 
fund. We most earnestly commend the example of this society to other 
societies throughout the Church. 

An executive committee meeting of the branch at Burbank was held. The 
officers were not all present; but some work was done which will tell. The 
ground was divided off, and each officer was given charge of certain 
localities in which she is expected to secure organization, before the time 
for the annual meeting. 

This society has a good start and very fair prospects for success. 

Much of this is due to the fact mentioned, that some of the brethren in 
that conference feel a warm interest in the work and show it not by words 
only but by actions. We think that the question, "How can local societ- 
ies be sustained?" will find at least a partial solution in the answer, " 
Enlist the pastors in our work." 

We wish to acknowledge our obligation to Bros. Kosht, Spreng, Heichiel, 
Triffit, and others, for valuable assistance in the work.

So we 
organized at the close of a monthly meeting of the Mite-Society at the 
parsonage, and it moves along nicely. X only regret that we oan not have 
regular monthly meetings. Our sisters live so scattered over the city, 
and some have very far to come; but we have elected our offioers, and 
we attend to the business every month, at the olose of our Mite Society 
■eetings. We like the well begun work and mean to keep on until God calls 
us to our reward. We have done what we oould this year, but in the future 
we will try to do better§ We are young yet, and as we grow in years we 
trust to grow in members. Pray for us that ours may be a heart-work, and 
that there may be many stars in our esxwsx crowns when our missionary work 
is done.

O^r Work in the East. 

During a visit to the Ifeet, made by special invitation, we found our 
missionary societies in good working order, East Pennsylvania Conference 
and Pennsylvania Conference branches held their meetings in advance of the 
usual time, their officers thinking it best to meet at the time of their 
annual confer one assess ion. If other branches bring in such reports es 
these, this will be a good year for our young association. 

The Pennsylvania Conference Branch, we are told, reports $283.00, which 
ie a gain of more than flOO.OO. The East Pennsylvania Conference Branch, 
reports $343.00 about double that of lest year. And yet only a few of the 
local wooieties of these Branches are doing all they might do. Annvllle 
has twenty- three members, who are paying out life^member ships. Has any 
other looal society so many? Trinity society, at Lebanon, 1 b doing a good 
work. Its membsss have prepared a fine box of elothing for the use of our 
sohool children. 

We did our first work among our German women during this visit. The 
Eastern Conference Branch was organized, with three local societies. It 
ie enough to eheer one's heart to see the earnestness of these sisters. 

We f eel like saying, "God bless themJ" whenever we think of them. The 
first local society was organized at Lebanon, in Salem Church, and the 
other two in Baltimore— one in Pulton Street Church and one in old 
Otterbein Church. It seemed very strange to be organizing a woman's 
society In Father Otterbein's church, built more than a hundred years ago. 
It seamed strange, too, to go back to the cradle of United Bretnrenism 
and find pipe-organs in most of our churches, and especially in the church 
built by the founder of our denomination, and then to be told that they 
have been there from the first. How degenerate our brethren must have 
become who a few years ago brought such a tempest about our ears because 
of the little e&binet organs. I do not Bee but our missionary societies 
got along Just as well one way as the other. I suppose if the heart ie 
right it will not make much difference how the 'music is made, so we 
make it.

a looal sooiety, and hold office or be a delegate? Hefirred to Committee 
0 q Resolutions. C&n any other than branch officers organize local societ- 
ies? Tea. See third resolution of last board-meeting. How shall our 
monthly missionary prayer-meeting be oonduoted? Referred to Committee on 
Resolutions. 

Oa Wednesday evening the services commenced with reading of scripture by 
Urs* Keister. The annual address was given by Mrs. Presided# DeLong. It 
was pronounced very excellent by all whom we heard spaa k of it. During the 
services the choir rendered very good music, accompanied on the organ by 
Prof. Kelly, of Fostoria Academy. 

At the opening of the session on Thursday morhing, Mrs. Bender led in the 
devotional exercises. 

The report of the traveling missionary, Mrsl Blllheimer, was read and 
accepted, and her suggestions were taken under advisement.

He 
invited and urged this Board to take some part in it, promising to do all 
he oan to assist. He le anxious to open a mission in the city of Coburgh, 
and said he had a minister there Just suited to the work. 

*he session opened at 3*60 P.M. with reading of scripture by Mrs S. A. Smith. 
After the usual preliminaries the discussion on the question, "Shall we 
extend our missionary operations?" wag opened by Mrs. Keister, - taking the 
affirmative from the fact that this year we collected nearly twice the 
&momt of last year, and our finanoes allow it. «fhe door is open as an 
invitation is given us by Bro. Bisohoff, who offers his assistance. The 
door is closed against us among the Chinese, and we are limited to Africa, 
fhe ancestral ties that bind many of us to Germany, and Otterbeln coming 
us from that country, would give us increased interest in the work, and 
could enlist the co-operation of the German sisters. 
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jl f8 . Billheimer made a few remarks, and offered the following resolution^ 
Besolved, that #350.00 per year be apportioned to austain a missionary in 
Germany* title station to belong to the Woman 1 s Missionary Association. 

Carried. 

p c v. D. K.Fliokinger them gave an interesting account of our work in Africa 
iXlystrating it by his map. He gave a much better idea of what has been 
lone, and of what is yet to be aoooapllshed, than we had heretofore receiv- 
ed.

that we as an association sympathise with the stricken ones, and pray that 
God may restore her to health and to her family, and that she may be per- 
sitted to meet with us again.

Board Meeting. 

The fifth annual meeting of the Woman* s Missionary Association convened 
in the United Brethren church at Fostoria, Ohio, Wednesday, May 19th 
1880, at 9:00 A.M., with the president .Mrs. Haywood, in the chair. The 
session was opened with devotional exercises. There were three officers 
present during the session— Mrs. Haywood, president, Mrs. B.L. Hike, 
recording secretary, and Mrs. W.J. Shuey, treasurer. Twenty-seven 
delegates were enrolled, representing sixteen c inferences. Verbal reports 
were given by the delegatesfi all of which were good. This feature of the 
meeting was very interesting. Mrs. W.J. Bruner was elected reporter 
for the Telescope. Mrs. Brierly and Mrs. Oust of the Methodist Episcopal 
Chureh and Mrs. Dr. Cake of the Presbyterian Church were introduced. The 
reports of the recording secretary and the corresponding: secretary were 
read and approved. Mrs. Shuey being absent the first day, the treasurer *s 
report was read by Miss F. Bob art son, assistant secretary, and referred 
to the Auditing Committee. Wednesday evening the annual address was given 
by Mrs. Prof. Belong. It was decidedly interesting. Thursday morning 
the report of Mrs. Billheimer as agent was read and approved. The following 
officers were elected for the ensuing year: President, Mrs. Haywood, vice 

presidents, Mrs. J .K. Billheimer, Mrs. George Keister, Mrs. Kephart, 
Corresponding secretary, Mrs. B.F. Marot; recording secretary, Mrs. D.l. 
Rike,; treasurer, Mrs. W.J. #huey. Bro. Bischoff, missionary from Germany 
addressed the meeting concerning the spiritual condition of the people 
of that country. According to program, Mrs. Prof. Keister introduced 
the subject, "Shall we Extend our Missionary Operations?" Mrs. Billheimer 
followed with a few remarks, after which she offered this solution, which 
was adopted: 

Resolved, That fShG.CO a year be appropriated to sustain a missionary in 
Germany, the station to belong to the woman *s Missionary Association. 

Brother Flickinger, just returned from Africa, gave a vivid description 
of our mission there. He also grants us an additional column in the 
Visitor. Mrs. Prof. Be. long and Mrs. M.A. Maurer were elected editors. 

It was agreed thaEtt the branch associations the coming year meet the 
third Thursday of April. Thursday evening Bro. Flickinger delivered 
on interesting lecture on his late visit to Africa and Germany. It was 
agreed that the Executive Committee assess the conference branches 
to finish paying for the mission house. The Committee on Resolutions 
offered their report, which wsa adopted . Friday morning wad devoted 
to unfinished business. It was agreed to have the proceedings in full 
published in pamphlet form. Closing with prayer, the meeting adjourned 
to meet the first Wednesday in May, at Western lows. This meeting was 
one of interest and marked progress in efficiency to carry forward the 
work committed to us.

Most 
of the sisters were in favor of another assessment, but a few of us were 
fearful that it might be pressing money matters a little too far. But 
the assessment oame; and now we should all do our best to raise the amount 
allotted to us. When we see and learn of the pleasant and beautiful 
homes that many of our members occupy, and know that their tables are 
fairly groaning not only with the comforts but even with the luxuries of 
life, we are often led to think. Surely, such, a people ought to do more 
to make their missionaries comfortable. 

Our missionary in Africa is a Scotch woman past fifty years of «ge. The 
love for dying souls in that benighted country has constrained her to 
leave her home in a civilised country, with its enjoyments and comforts, 
and take up her abode amid all the disadvantages of a heathen country 
and people of a foreign tongue. She wished to teach them the story 
of the cross, and by precept and example lead them on to a better life in 
this world and prepare them for the great hereafter. We feel truly 
thankful that our Board secured the services of one who had so much 
experience in mission work in Africa, and who has such good abilities. 

Shall we stand aloof and say we will do little or nothing to make home 
pleasant for her and those who may follow her. It is true, the house 
costs a little more than we thought it would; but who can expect it to 
be otherwise? Any person who has ever built a house found out how that 
is, and that too when they personally superintend it. But let them 
build ore four thousand miles away, and they will find it still worse. 

So let us do all we can by working and praying, and believe tho lord 
will help, and he will not disappoint us; for he said, "Ask, and ye 
shall receive."

Dear sisters of the Michigan branch, I wish to say for your encouragement 
that by a little personal effort I have been able to assist in the organiza 
tion of two more local societies «■* one oh Ovid Circuit and the other on 
Clinton Mission.

In organizing thos e locals I have advised the sisters 
to hold monthly missionary prayer-meetings, according to advice given in 
the address to the sisters connected with the constitution, which advice I 
heartily indorse} for, surely, we need more devotion and more consecration 
to God and his cause - not only us sisters, but the brethren also, It 
might be well for brethren and sisters to join in those .monthly prayer ** 
meetings • for we are laboring for the one common work crMaster. We are 
stewards of his bounty, and will be held accountable for whatever we have, 
let it be money or talent. Let us, dear 6isters, see that we do our whole 
duty} for less, I fear, will not please the Master, nor give warrant of 
sweet rest in the end. Much of our territory lies uncultivated, and the 
occupying of the ground depends on the Executive Committee; for "it shall 
be their duty to make earnest efforts to secure the organization of local 
societies," etc. (See Article 4, branch cons&tution. ) We have only nine 
local societies, to mfc knowledge, in this feranch, which shows that we 
have been too slow in this good work. I, as one of the committee, will do 
what I can to work up our interest; and I doubt not but that the other 
members will do the same. If so, our work will go on finely. But to insure 
success we must work in harmony, and be careful to observe the rules laid 
down to guide us. May owr watch-word be "Onward." Yours for success in 
this good work.

Woman’s Missionary Worki 


What a Woman can Do. 

Perhaps of no other conference hjave we received so many discouraging words 
as of the woman's missionary work in Scioto Conference. We have been told 
"the sisters will not take hold;" al 60 , "the ministers are opposed to the 
work." We are glad to be able to say from actual experience that some of 
the sixers will "take hold," some of the ministers "do not oppose." 

The work done for the aause at the last General Conference, and the action 
taken by it, are still exerting an influence. From the report of that work 
one sister's heart caught missionary fire which, we believe, will never die 
out while life lasts. It lec&er to give herself to earnest, pleading 
prayer to know what the Lord would have her do. And although she is in 
feeble health and advanced in years, God gave her work to do among the 
sisters of her church which will last when she has passed away. Tbis lady 
is Mrs. Lydia Goble of old Zion Church. Many of the ministers of Scioto 
Conference will recognize her as a "mother in Israel." By her prayers 
and earnest work she permeated that whole society with her zeal; and the 
result is, a missionary society was lately formed with the names of forty- 

five women and eight men. More than that. Forty dollars were contributed 
to be credited to last year, and starting in with the new year for more 
work and more money. Mind, all this is the result of one woman' e labor 
almost an invalid, and growing old. What an example for those who are 
sitting with folded hands waiting for an opportunity to come to them. 

By the kaljutaf help of Bro. J. I. Cummins another small but earnest society 
was organized at Bristol, on the same circuit, and still another at old 
Otterbein, on Rush $reek Circuit. 

All of these societies began their work with the first Thursday of the new 
year. We do expect these societies to live and grow; to live as long a« 
the churches live - and those churches are of the kind that do live - 
having lived already, two of them at least, for fifty years. How strange 
it seems to be organizing these societies in the very churches where my 
sainted father had preached more than forty years ago. Did I not feel his 
presence? I know he would look down with joy on such a scene. 

B y the advice of some of the brethren it is thought best to make an attempt 
to organize the Scioto Conference branch society at a ministerial associa- 
tion to be held at Junction City some time in April. The exact time will 
be given as early as possible. It is thought this can be done without at 
*11 interfering with the interests of that occasion. It will be so nice 
to have the ministers bring their wives - pleasant to the ministers. 

Pleasant to the wives, pleasant, I am sure, to the people of Junction City 
&nd vicinity, who are "given to Hospitality." Sisters get ready to come- 
^d come.

Woman’s Missionary 
Work 


Avalon, Missouri 

How shall we make our work known to the Church. 

One great need of the Woman’s Missionary Association i6 to get our work 
before the Church, so that ^Jcit will be understood and appreciated. It 
is a real pleasure to meet a woman who reads what is published about it 
in the Telescope and the Missionary Visitor. Such a one I met recently. 

She lives in the country, where she has toot the privilege of belonging to 

a local society. "But," 6aid she, "I imagine I see her twenty-five dollars 
coming into the treasury to constitute her a life director. It is doubt- 
less true that muoh more should be written. Let the details be given, 
and repeatedly given, until all the good Christian women of our church 
shall understand the work sufficently to have a desire to enlist ii/it. 

But there are other ways of makihg outwork known, and it is of one of 
these that I wish to speak particularly. I have sometimes received 
letters asking this question, "Shall we send o$r money to conference by 
our preacher?" I answer. No} our money does not pass through the con- 
ference topic but should be sent to the treasurer of the woman’s mission- 
ary society of your conference, which we call the conference branch, 
being auxiliary to the woman’s Board. If, however, you have no conference 
branch, send your money to Mrs. W.J. Shuey, the treasurer of the Board. The 
amount you pay should be reported to your minister, however, 60 that he 
can report it at conference. At our annual meeting in 1879 we passed a 
resolution asking the bishop to let us have a column in the chart which 
is inserted in the minutes of the annual conferences. TShen the new charts 
are printed, after the next General Conference, they will probably grant 
our request. Shall we have a column and not have it filled? Judging from 
the small number of reports given this year, I fear that would be the 
case. To have our money thus reported at confer ence would make known to 
all the churches within its bounds, at least all who take enough interest 
in church-affairs to look at the minutes, just how much we contribute. 

Local societies will thus stimulate eaoh other, and the pastors will be 
encouraged, because in this way the whole missionary work of their churches 
will be represented. And will not the whole Church be thud strengthened 
and encouraged? Now, what I want to say is thisi let the officers of the 
local societies - probably it should be the duty of the treasurer - see to 

it that the pastor is informed before he gods to conference of the exact 
amount raised by their society. Do not wait for him tgfe.sk for it, but put 

it into his hands.

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Woman's Missionary Work 


Avalon, Missouri 

As it may not be generally known throughout Missouri Conference that there 
is within its bounds a Woman's Missionary Society, we take this opportunity 
of making known that fact. An organization was effected at this place last 
October, with the hope that though we started alone in this undertaking, 
we would not be under the necessity of continuing alone, but that the 
women of the church throughout the conference would unite with us in the 
attempt to carry forward this department of church-work. Our having neg- 
lected this duty s&xlaiog so long does not justify continued neglect, but 
ought to arouse us to immediate and earnest action. 

The society has at the present a membership of thirty, including little 
girls, young women, middleaged and old women, most of whom reside in the 
village, others in the immediate vicinity, and two others at different 
points some distance from this place. During the quarter several new 
members have been secured. The regular meetings, though not as well 
attended as might have been desired, have been interesting. A contribution 
of six dollars has been made, to be applied on the indebtedness of the 
mission-house in Africa. With t§a assistance of the society, the members 
of the Sabbath- school, in Avalon, have prepared a box of clothing and sent 
to Mrs. Mair in Africa, as a Christmas present for her school. 

It is true that since the organization of the society but little has been 
accomplished; yet considering our inexperience, this is not surprising, 
and does not discourage us. Indeed, we have reasons for being thankful 
and hopeful. Our pastor has aided us by his sympathy and influence. Many 
of the members of the Church manifest an interest in the work, and will 
rejoice in our success. We have within the society members who are con- 
secrated to the Lord and are willing to work for the advancement of his 
cause. We believe that our interest in the missionary cause would be 
increased, that we would be stimulated to more earnest action in the future 
if we oould have the co-operation of local societies all around. Now, 
dear friends, if we have taken a step in the right direction, will you not 
encourage us by enlisting in the work at once. Organize local societies 
wherever they aan be sustained. Surely there must be many places in the 
conference where this can be done. But if there are persons who desire 
to become members and there is no society in their midst, we shall gladly 
receive such into the society at Avalon. Persons desiring further informa- 
tion will address the president. Miss Clara Beauchamp, of Avalon, Missouri, 
who will cheerfully answer all correspondence, furnish constitutions, 
and aid in organizing societies.

We feel truly thankful that 
our Board secured the services of one who had so much experience in 
mis?ion-wdrk in Africa, and who has such good abilities. 

Still we stand aloof and say we will do little or nothing to make home 
pleasant for her and those who may follow hsr. It is tryjL, the house costs 
a little more than we thought it would; but who can expect it to be other- 
wise? Any person who has ever built a house fomd out how that is, and that 
too when they personally super in tended it. b u * let them build one four 
thousand miles away, and they will find it still worse. Bo let us do all 
we can by working and praying, and believe the I*ord will help. And he will 
not disappoint us; for he said, "Ask, and ye shall reoeive."

But I am glad to say that we have a few brethren 
in Alleghany Conference who aae blessed with good memories; and they 
occasionally remind us that they have not forgotten our •woman's work* 
by giving us a word of encouragement. Our motto is , *If we can not do 
as much as we wish, we will try to do what we can."

I come to again to greet the little ones and to complete what I began 
in the last Visitor. I wtote to Sister Marot, the corresponding 
secretary of the Woman's Missionary Association, for some, missionary 
boxes. She sent me a dozen, which I presented to the children, and 
told them if they would take hold of this work right I wsuld forward 
to the Visitor the name of each one who would take a box, and let 
other little boys and girls know what the little boys and girls over 
here oould and would do. You ought to have seen the little boxes 
go. I soon had to send for another dozen, and am not sure but that 
1 will have to send for still mare, as the second dozen are gone. 

How I will tell you what they are doing with their boxes. They act as 
little agents. The box is set on a table or shelf, and when any one 
eomes in the missionary box is passed to them with a "Please, will 
you put a penny in my missionary box?" when asked what they are 
intending to do with the money, the little boys and girls are ready 
to answer. One little boy said, when asked theabove question, "Send 
it away off where they have preachers, to buy a preacher with." 

You see they know what they are working for. Some of them work to 
obtain money to put in their boxes. One little boy chopped a load of 
stovewood and ha uled it to town and sold it to get money for his box. 
You will laugh if I tell you he has one dollar and three cents in his 
box. This little boy would rather work then beg. Sometimes these 
little fellows are just thoughtful enough to ask their pa and ma 
to put a penny into their missionary box and oftentiraes they get it , 



How 1 must quit talking and give you the names of these little 
workers. Sister Marot said to call them little Gleaners; and we we 
will.

Wpman* s Missionary Work 
Pennsylvania Conference Branch 


The annual meeting of the Woman's Missionary Society of Pennsylvania 
Conference was held at Mt.Wolf, Thur sday afternoon, March 10th, 1831. The 
reports which were read showed that we have now 11 local societies and over 
300 members} and the amount oolleoted during the year was about $284.00. 

The following persons were elected for the coming year: President- mxs.Z.A. 
ColestockJ Tfcfceepresidents - Mrs. Susan Raber, Mrs. Maggie Owen, Miss 
Sophie Cr easier j secretary. Miss sue Erbj treasurer - Miss Lizzie Erb. 

The annual conference being in session, we were granted the privilege of 
holding & public meeting on the evening of the same day, for which we 
felt very thankful. Mrs. Colestock opened the meeting by reading the 
one hundred and fifteenth psalm. After singing and prayer, the reading of 
the treasurer's report, and some remarks, we were favored with addresses 
from President DeLong of Annville College, Rev. J.W.Hott of Dayton, Ohio 
Colonel Robert Cowden, General Sunday-school secretary, and Bro, J.Hoke 
of Chambershurg. While listening to these addresses we were encouraged 
by hearing such words as these, "Ged has set hi 3 seal upon the missionary 
and it will be a success.* One brother said since coming to Mt.Wolf ha had 
aeen a train of cars with andl engine attached at both ends, and at first 
eight could see no use of having an engine at the rear, but on looking 
around and seeing a hill before him he came to the conclusion the engine 
was to push} and so it was with the Woman's Missionaey Society - it was 
a help to the general society. 

Some of our brethren seem to think our society is like the unnecessary 
engine} but by taking the seoond look, and considering our work, we 
believe they will yet come to the conclusion that we are really a help. 

One brother told us that on hie field of labor, two years ago, twenty-four 
dollars missionary money were brought to conference.. On the following 
summer a woman's missionary society was organized, and last March the 
amount of missionary money was seven ty-dollars, besides the amount raised 
by the women, and this spring he had over one hundred dollars. Is not this 
a proof of the fact that the oftener the missionary work is presented to 
the people the more they will become interested, and the more they will 
give? 

^hile we received new encouragement at this meeting, by hearing so many 
speak in our favor, and while we feel strengthened to do with our might 
»hat our hands find to do, and while we believe God is on our side and 
'ill help us, yet we feel it our duty at this time to call the attention 
of our sisters to a clause In our constitution} namely, "We do not 
w i4h this association in any way to conflict with the interests of our 
Soneral missionary society." Some have got the idea that if they join 
our society they need not pay to the general society, .or at least they 
oan divide the amount and pay half to each society, inhere this is the 
Case we may expect opposition, and justly too. Let it then be understood 
^ all that those joining our society are to pay the amount annually to 
general society they have been aooustomed to pay, and to increase 
•hat amount as the Lord prospers them, - and then to pay to our society 
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just what they feel able to pay, over the amount already paid. It is 
Known that the price of membership is one dollar; but provision has been 
made that any who do not feel able to pay the full amount can pay just 
a e much as they are able* 

This, we believe, the Master will approve and say, "She hath done what she 
tould." Knowing then what ground we have to stand upon, let us be careful 
that we do not transcend our bounds, but go forward in the path of duty 
In the fear and strength of the Lord, and suoeese will be ours. 

As a missionary meeting is looked upon as not being complete without a 
collection, one uu was lifted, whlah amounted to $19.29. 


A local society was organized at Mt.Wolf, and on Friday two little girls 
Susie and Laura Wolf, aged ten and twelve years, started out to gather 
missionary money, and whoa oonference adjourned, on Monday, th ey had $15 *70 
These fclttle girls have both given their hearts to the Savior/keep them 
faithful until death, making them useful while they live, and finally give 
them a home in heaven.

The Branch meetings will convene on the third Thursday in April, Being 
the 21st of this month. Let every local society send delegates to them. 
As they ocour within the Bounds of the conference, the expense is But 
litgle, and can in most oases Be met By the delegates themselves; if 
not, the society shohld help pay them. Strive to make your Branch 
meeting a success.

WomanAs Missionary Meeting 


The Miami Conference branch of the Woman* s Missionary Association held 
its annual meeting in the First United Brethren Chtirch of this city on 
Thursday of last week, contiflwing through the day and evening. Mrs. D 
L.RIke is the president of this branch, and Mrs. W.O.Tobey the secretary. 

The exercises were very Interesting. The branch has eleven local organized 
societies. The report of Mrs. A. W. Beall, the treasurer, showed that the 
least amount ool looted from any sooiety was about three dollars, and the high- 
est nearly ninety dollars. Fifty- three dollars and seventy-five cents 
were collected for the missionhouse in Africa and $28.85 for traveling- 
expenses. The total collections amounted to $376.37. This is a showing of 
what faithful women can do, and yet the work is but in its infancy. 

On the afternoon a short memorial service was held in memory of those of the 
offioers of the sooiety who had died during the year - Sister T.H. Sowers 
and Sister Maurer. Mrs. W.H.Lanthum read a delioate and comprehensive 
paper upon the life and character of the former and ||rs. W.O.Tobey read a 
discriminating and tender paper on the memory of the latter. 

A very interesting letter was read from Ijfrs. Ifair at Rotufunk. She got into 
her new house last July. A school was conducted at Rotufunk with twenty 
scholars. At Grema they have a school kept in an open barra, and one at 
Palla. Mrs. Mair has frequently visited and labored in different towns in 
teaohing the poor heathen. Sometimes not less than a hundred persons would 
listen to her. They observe the Sabbath in these towns, and all labor is 
suspended. 

The election of offioers chose hts . D.L.Rike, president; Mrs. William 
Beardshear, Secretary; Mrs. W.O.Tobey Treasurer. Delegates to the Parent 
Board were chosen as follows* Mrs. W.H.Lanthum, Mrs. W.J.Pruner, and 
Miss Anna Zeller. 

At noon a lunch was duly furnished in one of the rooms of the basement. That 
which promised to be a lunch, because of the abundance brought in proved to 
be a magnificent repast. 

On Thursday evening interesting addresses were delivered by Mrs. A. W. Drury 
and Mrs. Benjamin Marot upon mission-work and updn the history off the 
woman* s work in Africa. 

The humble, unassuming, faithful work of the sisters is growing hand- 
somely. They have a great work, and God is enlisting them in it. There 
is not only much good being done in the mission-fields abroad, but at 
home the work has gradually been developing and drawing out a heart and 
talent and order in Christian work among the sisters, to which our church 
was a stranger before this effort was inaugurated a few years ago. And 
so may it ever be.

Nearly $200.00 were raised for 
Ifrica. A plan of work was adopted. Fifteen local societies and 200 
members, 8 life members, 4 life directors, $187.07. The branch meeting 
was successful.

Lower Wabash Branch

Proceedings of the 
General Conference 

This evening was set ap^rt in the interest of the woman’s missionary work. 

The exercises opened promptly at 8i00 P.M. by singing, "From Greenland's 
toy mountains," with E.S. Lorenz leading from the organ. Mrs. Prof. Haywood 
of Westerville, Ohio read the 96th psalm and from Luke xlx ., beginning at 
the eleventh verse. Mrs. D.L .Hike of Dayton, Ohio, then led the audience 
in prayer. The audience then united in singing, "All hail the power of 
Jesus* name." 

Mrs. Haywood first spoke with respect to the history of the woman’s work. 

She reviewed the early beginning of the woman's work, and then read an 
article from the Missionary Visitor of some years ago, setting forth the 
work of women, written by Bishop J. Dickson. 

Mrs. Maoklin of Fostoria, Ohlofc was the next speaker. She spoke df the 
woman's work among the ohildren in the mission-field. She pointed out the 
benefits of enlisting the ohildren and young people of our own country in the 
work of saving money for the cause of missions. She related different 
Methods of organizing missionary bands - the woman's Board arranging for 
the children's bands to support teachers direot. The chief object of the 
work in the mis si on- fields is to save the children, and they wish to enlist 
the ohildren. In the "Busy Gleaners Bands" the young men are allowed to 
rote. She urged the endeavors of the people that when those now at work shall 
fail others may be readyfor thiac places without having to learn it when old* 
She spoke well and appropriately, and was listened to attentively. The con- 
gregation then sung from Gates of Praise, fl want to be a worker for the 
lord." 

Mrs. Biiiheiroer next spoke of results. The women axe not ambitious to shine. 
Their motives are pure. God has set his seal upon their labors. Others 
duties have not been neglected. Work has been done as well as ever* children 
have been oared for as well as ever. But after all is it not most important 
to look after God's work? Let the dead bury the dead. Dollars and oents do 
ifct represent all the results. Three thousand women have already been en- 
rolled in the cause. They are thus redeemed from frivolity and gossip. Many 
of these never saw a duty outside of home. They have found out tha.t there 
are other duties. Let any who think that the women are neglecting other 
duties on account of this society go where they are at work* If there were 
nothing in it but what it has done for the women it is worth all the trouble* 
But it is to bless those of foreign lands. Let not those putting on the 
armor boast like those putting It by. The work in Germany is beginning to 
®ove. the main work is in Africa. Africa is the place that appeals most 
loudly. Xhey are the most degraded. They have Imbibed the vices of the 
traders, whisky and tobacco are sent in great quantities to that country from 
this and other lands. God has mysteriously led the women tn this work. Four 
years ago there was no thought of the work already done. They have already 
sent a missionary on thierowh account, and have a flourishing mission oalled 
Bitufunk, similar to Sherbro* The Sabbath-day is observed there, lomen 
have Friday afternoon meetings. They pray powerfully for relief from their 
4 «gradatlon. Thete is no means of telling how muoh is being done in Africa. 
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The indirect results are greater than the direct. The meal is being leavened- 
Re suits will follow though they may not be seen for forty years to come. The 
great obstacle in the way of the woman’s missionary work is the indifference 
shown by some ministers and women of the ohuroh. The awakening is coming 
and the ohuroh will be enthused before long. The gospel will spread. It is 
*ure to win. Nothing can prevent. The nations are coming. The end seems to 
he drawing nigh. Africa is & noble country. It will be developed and 
become the greatest nation of the wori^and will anrich the world. The eyes 
of all are turned to that land. Thirty-four geographical and scientific 
expeditions are now organised fox that country. The people are looking for 
elevation# They are accepting the gospel. They then sung from "Gates of 
Praise, "Redumption morning, send it forth." 

yrs/ George Slokaf&dse of St. Joseph Conference spoke of the Chinese work. 

They had taken the advioe of the bishop and tried. Then after trying for 
•while they quit trying and got at the work. They have raised $11,531.97 
for all purposes during the last four years. Then, they have a farm of 
one hundred acres in Africa, and have a missionhouse. They have resolved 
to publish a paper in the interests of the woman’s work when they could 
raise one thousand names as subscribers. Had secured eighty names at 
Western and one hundred and forty dollars for a publication fund. The paper 
is to cost about seventy-five oasts per year. They then nominated a few 
sisters to go around and get subscribers for the monthly magazine. They then 
proceeded and secured about one hundred and fifty subscribers, and the meet- 
ing closed with the benediction by Bishop Glossbrenner •

Woman’s Missionary Association 
Quadrennial Beport. 

To the General Conference :- 

As corresponding secretary of the Woman’s Missionary Association, I have 
asked God's guidance in this first report, that it may be oomplete and satis* 
factory. At the a door, and wide door of usefulness was opened. Those 
■ho began at the beginning know with what trepidation and fear this door was 
entered; but the Holy Spirit Impelled them forward, and they yielded to its 
entreaties. They got the spindle and the distaff ready and God furnished the 
flax. Those who mere the movers in this great worker* of the number of those 
who put their light on a candlestiok, and not under a bushel; and behold, the 
leaven that the woman hid in three measures of meal hath leavened the whole* 
After the matter was Ukld before the women and a limited organisation was 
effected, the next step was to send representative to lay our cause before your 
honorable body * with what success we all know. You gave us your generous 
export, and the work has been going on gloriously ever since. We can not show 
a large exhibit of figures, but it has given an impetus to the Christian 
■omen of our church in the department of missionary labor never before known# 
showing you an army of workers than whioh none better oan be found in any 
other woman’s missionary organization. During the past four years wqfe&ve 
been working systematically. Before that time our sowing was a scattering 
one, and we saw but very little fruit of our labor, ^ur association was 
organized May 18th, 1872, in Summit-Street Churoh, Dayton, Ohio* for several 
-/ears the work was confined to Miami Conference; but, as has been intimated, 
yxs. Hadley havfcng recently returned from Africa, it was thought the work 
oup;ht to be extended throughout the entire Church. To promote the extension 
of the work, a mass meeting was held and a general organization was effected; 
and now the real work began. This was in October, 1875. In the year 1877, 
eighteen months thereafter, we had three branch and eighteen local societies 
in 1879 we had twelve branch and aisty looal societies, with an aggregate 
aexbershlp of twelve hundred: in 1880 about thirty branch and in the same 
ratio one hundred and fifty looal societies, and an aggregate membership of 
about three thousand. This work among the women has not interfered with the 
general work, as was at first feared by some* To show that this fear was 
unfounded, I append the following from the Pennsylvania branch. In Miss 
Cressler's report she remarks, "One brother told us that on his field of 
labor two years ago twenty-four dollars missionary monay was brought to 
conference. |£he following summer a woman's missionary society was organized 
and last March the amount of missionary money was seventy dollars besides 
the amount raised by the women} and this year he had over one hundred dollars. 
In the year 1786 we sent out our first missionary to Ifrlca. Xt was decided 
after much consultation with those who knew all about the situation, to looate 
our station at Rotufunk. It is situated on the Bomphe River, at the head of 
navigation, forty \milee Inland, and about fifty miles south-east of Freetown, 
Sierra Leone, wast>Afrioa. The population within a radius of twenty miles is 
about five thousand. The place is spoken of as beautiful for situation, being 
on elevated ground. The people are largely Mohammedan in belief. This is 
our main station; and around this plaoe it was proposed to start sohools 
•xoluaively for children. This plan of educating the children was conceived 

b y Mt*s Billheimer, who met with signal suooees wherever she went and set 
forth her plea. 
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The Executive Committee decided to employ Mies Emily Beeken, of Oberlin, Ohio 
to begin our work at Rotufunk. And there was pioneer work to be done, for the 
country was uncultivated in every respect. ?he ground upon which the barra 
and mission- ho use were to be erected was covered with a rank growth; but 
nothing daunted, our missionary, with the kind kejsp of those at Shengay, began 
the work. A barra, if I mistake not, was built by the chief, Sourrie Kassibbie 
A mud-house was also built while Miss Beeken was employed. In the year 187? 

Hiss Beeken made urgent and repeated requests for a large bell for the station 
through the personal solicitation of one whose soul was permeated ‘with the 
aission&ry fire, and who now looks down from the hdghts beyond upon this 
scene of hundreds of men conferring together of how to win souls to Christ, 
this bell was secured; and as the xkgtxgXx ringing of the bell from old 
Independence Hall on the morhing of our nations birth of freedom said more 
plainly than words oould tell that all men axe born free and equal, so this 
hell proclaims liberty to the oaptive and the striking off of the shackels 
of sin that so long have bound them. 

The ground immediately about the mission-house was put under qftite good 
cultivation; for Miss Beeken speaks of her garden and fruit-trees. She 
organised two schools while there, one at Rotufunk and one at Greema, two 
idles distant. At about this time Miss Beeken’ 4 health failed her, and she 
was compelled to return to America; and it beoame necessary for us to oast 
about for another to fill her place. Mrs. Malr, of Glasgow, Scotland, offered 
her services for four hundred dollars per annum. She was accepted, and very 
eoon thereafter was on her way for our work. It was now thought necessary 
and expedient to procure a better house for our missionary in Africa. The 
house was lately completed, at a probable cost of $2,500. This of course 
includes everything, not only the house proper, but everything in and around 
the house. The mission in its influence for good upon the natives Is 
steadily increasing, as can be seen from the subjoined letter written by one 
of the native taaohera. He say si 

'The work at Rotufunk is indeed in a promising condition. The prospects are 
bright. Our present agent, Mrs. Mair, is much beloved by all the people, 
natives as well as traders. I spent a fine time there under her instruetiose? 
and especially her watchful oare toward me is that of a mother, her gracious 
advice and Bible teaching, etc., are worth telling. The Sabbath nowadays 
ti Rotufunk amounts almost to that of Christian lands. Hobody is at work; 
and if by ohanoe any one is found working he is to be stopped at onoe. We 
bad the power to do it when visiting or walking around on Sunday. Sourre 
Ia8sibbie, t^e chief, is all for religion; he attends service regularly, 
and g good many of the natives. Sourrie Kassibbie has given up smoking and 
drinking. The number in attendance of the day and Sabbath- sohool is good. 

The ohildren sing so niosly, it is good to hear them sing." This is dated 
January 26th, 1881* t will cull a few things from* Mrs. Mair’s report recently 
reoeivxd. It seems the Caulkers in the Pillen country had grown jealous of 
the mission and its surroundings and had declared war upon Sourrie Kassibbie. 

In Mrs. Mair* s absence at Shengay, Pa Sourrie, as he was familiarly called, 
built a warfence around the mission-property to protect it. The (Jaulkers 
*ere jealous because the mission had built a fine house at Rotufunk, about 
*hioh all the country round were talking; also that the mission had ppolled 
their country # - "I suppose," Mrs. Mair Says, "Because since last year in 

Jarch no more slave-gangs were passing through this way to be a source of 
tsain to them. 
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I found the fence was a solid wall made of mud-balls and sn&ll stones about 
six feet thiok, and the part that was finished seemed to be about ten feet 
in heighth". 

The chief is very anxious for her to talk to the people, and interests himself 
personally in graving her carried from place to place, Mrs. Mair says, "Pa 
Sourrie asked me to visit a large town name Mo Shengo, distant about six 
piles,. He said he wanted them to know about the Sabbath, and sent work to the 
bead-man that he was to keep the cp people from their fsrmwork on the first 
Sabbath, and he would get me to go to speak God's work to them* so on the 
aoming of the 9th of January, Pa Sourrie sent up a hammock and carriers to 
take me there and the interpreter to turn word for me. 1 found the town 
nearly as large as Rotufunk. Over a hundred came together round the barra 
to hear /the word, and paid good attention. I afterward got together twenty® 
four ohlldren and taught them a verse of a hymn. Came back to the mission 
about 4*00 P.H. Pa Sourrie came up about five o'clock with the interpreter 
Charles Smart, and had a long, serious talk. He seems to be resting his heart 
on Jesus Christ. He said he felt much happier since he began to do so. and 
feels he is guided in his judging of the people My the teaohlng of God's 
Spirit in his heart. He wanted me to teach him how to pray and I tried to 
explain to him the XSXSX Lord's Prayer. He asked me to go to another large 
town, as he wanted me to see the plaoe and talk to the people; and both he and 
the head-man were very anxious to have a school begun there. I went. There 
seemed to be a solemn feeling over the meeting. One of the he ad- Man ' s wives 
asked some very intelligent questions. A Mohammedan priest asked some also. 

This is also another good plaoe for a school. There are many very large 
towns that oould be occupied by us if the means were at hand to do so. The 
field ie already white to harvest." 

Less than one year ago we took charge of a mission at Coburg , Germany. It is 
a plaoe of about 14,000 inhabitants, and given over to formalism. Our miss- 
ionary went to that plaoe to do missionary work, and the result is highly 
gratifying. On the 27th of March, 1881, they organised a congregation and held 
their first quarterly meeting. They have a Sunday-school of fifty or sixty 
•bholare, who oome from the higher and lower olasea. Our missionary has 
four preaching- plaoes, and the prospeot for more is good. The Rev. Mrs. Hoet- 
zold further states that the ground is a moral desert. The pastors of the 
state churches are negledtful of th4ir flocks, and personal efforts for the 
salvation of souls is nfltt MU to be expected of them. These preaohers are 
slth few exceptions rationalistic in belief and know nothing of vital religion. 

So much for the work abroad. An open door of usefulness is open to us among 
foe the Chinese in California, which I doubt not will be entered before long. 

In summing up our work I find we have two stations, three out-stations, and 
nine persons, including two natives and their wives, doing active missionary 
labor. 

®ur association was incorporated the 28t$ day of March, 1881.

A collection and a subscription was then 
taken, with the following results For woman’s house, $4.80J for industrial 
school, $4.52. Praise meeting for SSOO P.M. was announced and the audience 
dismissed. 

In the afternnon the praise- servioo was conducted by Mrs. Morse. ?he meeting 
was well attended, and many were made to rejoice Msxmx anew while telling of 
the goodness and mercies of God. 

The children’s meeting in the evening was conducted by Mrs. Eiwell. ^he ex- 
ercises consisted of songs, reoitations, and dialogues by the ohildren, and 
an essay and a few pleasant talks by the oldef ones.

Woman's Board Heating* 

The sixth animal meeting of the Woman's Board of Missions oonvened 
at Western, Iowa, May 10th, 1801, with the president, Mrs. Haywood, in 
the ©hair* The Board officers with the exception of corresponding 
secretary ana treasurer were present. There were twelve conference 
Branches represented by twenty delegates* 

Eeports from the delegates showed an increase in most branches of money 
and members, but not as much as was desired. This was owing to 
various circumstances* The severe winter and late spring was measurably 
the omase, as also the want of a traveling agent* St* Joapph is the 
banner branch* Excellent work is being done among the children where 
it is commenced, especially in Sandusky and East Pennsylvania conferences. 

The corresponding secretary not being present, her report w§s read 
by Mrs* Bike* The propriety of the Woman's Missionary Association 
issuing a paper was taken under consideration* Most of the members 
bfting in favor of it, it was resolved that books be opened for 
voluntary contributions, and that when one thousand subscribers are 
obtained and a sufficient amount secured the trustees be authorized 
to issue a paper or magazine* 

In the absence of the treasurer the reoording secretary, Mrs, Bike, 
read the treasurer's report* 

Mrs. Bike spoke of the necessity of this association beingan 
Incorporated body, and read the articles of incorporation. Explanation 
was given, and the members favorable to it were asked to sign their 
names to the articles* 

We now have a Board of Trustees from which the officers will be chosen, 
instead of the former way* The members of this meeting elect this 
Board by proxy, their ballots being placed in the hands of Mrs. 

Pruner, the choice of officers on most of them being designated* 

Memorial services in honor of Mrs. Sowers and Mrs. Mauer were held 
on Thursday afternoon. 

A printed form of the deed for the property belonging to the woman's 
Missionary Association at Botufunk, West Africa, was shown and 
explained by Mrs* Billheimer* 

The Committee on Constitution recommended only slight ohangrs, except 
such as were neoesB&ry for the articles of incorporation* 

It was seen to be very essential for the progress of our work that we 
have a traveling agent, and Mrs* Billheimer was chosen. 

The importance of our doing mission work among the Chinese of 
California was presented, and the Board of Trustees was requested 
to open a sohool there as soon as practicable. 
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On Wednesday evening the annual address was made by Mrs. Jliracoife, 
she having chosen for the subject, "She hath dene what she could." 
The paper was well prepared; and Sister Hiraoofe has been requested 
to furnish it for publication in the Religious Telescope* It is to 
be translated, as also a report of our business meetings, for the

For several years the iditors of the Missionary Visitor have kindly 
consented to give one column of each number to thw women for their 
work. This was to most of ue well and acceptably filled; but we were 
so circumscribed!. Just to think of it— only one column semi-monthly 
to the hundreds of noble minded women who wanted to say some such good 
things in the paper! Why, we could hardly oommence on a subject until 
we must quit. Of course there was the Beligious Telescope, which 
would print anything we might offer; but there, was no "v/oman's 
Column” in it, and we would not feel at home. At the last several 
Board meetings we talked and worried about one little column and the 
question of ha vlng a magazine of our wwn. 

The bishop with his "Pleasing Bible Talks” was our next neighbor. 

Last year he concluded to surrender his column to such as could fill it 
better. It was offered to us, and we gladly accepted it and thanked 

him for his generosity; and we concluded we could do far better than 

heretofore with only one column. But at the Board meeting this year 
oomes the same old knotty problem— the starting of a magazine— for so- 
lution. Some of the sisters expressed themselves quite freely against 
the columns, their contents, and the editors, forgetting that it was the 
woman's column, and not the editors', and that the women ought to 

furnish the Editors with an abundance of material to aid in the good 

work. The editors and ex-editors s|t meekly by and took the reproofs 
that were doubtless intended for good, while the aspirants for editorship 
quietly took back seats. A few kind hearted sisters who in times of 
trouble had furnished articles them apologized for the poor work done 
by offering the usual plea that we have too little room, that we have 
to condense toomuch, that we can not enlarge on our views — in short, 
that we ought to have roam according to omr strength. After giving the 
subject a thorough ventilation the meeting agreed that when we conform 
to the provision made by it the trustees may issue a magazine. It is 
very evident that the women are all of the same opinion; for here we 
are on the eve^ of "going to press", and — with only a single exception 
there is not the soratoh of a pen, nor even a selection, from any one 
outside of the resident editor. Bow this is not as it should be. If we 
want to send out a ma gamine, our column at present should be teeming with 
news from different parts of our work.

In some conferences the ladies wish to have 
the branch meeting occur at the time the conference meets } and it is thought 
a much better attendance can be secured by making the Change. 

It will be seen on examining the constitution that no time is mentioned for 
the annual meeting of the branch societies. The time at which they have 
been held was suggested he the Executive Committee, and wae so arranged that 
the year might close at the same time throughout the association. 

The Executive Committee now suggests, in Consideration of the request present 
ed by the Upper Wabash branch and others, that in those societies in which a 
fall meeting is more convenient the ohange be made, and the branch officers 
at once appoint their meeting to be held at the time of their oonferenoe 
camp-meeting or such other time as they think best. This need not make any 
change in sending reports. The constitution requires the branch officers to 
report semi-annually, and this rule will not be interfered with, and our 
general officers will be able to make the yearly reports as easily as if no 
ohange had been made in the time of holding the meeting.

Woman's Missionary Work 
To our German Sisters. 

My dear sisters in the Lord, I am happy to say to you today that we have an 
interest in a mission-station in Germany. I mean we woman. Before we opened 
this mission there I often longed and prayed that the Lord would open to us a 
door of usefulness. Not many months passed by jfcuntil the door was open to us. 
Bow glad I was when I learned that Bro. Bisohoff came to us for help, as the 
parent Board could do no more for his mission? Then our sisters gladly gave 
their consent to enter the door that was open to us. With our tnast in the 
Lord that he would go with us and our dear missionary and his wife, we entered 
this inviting field at once# and to our blessed Master, who led the way, be all 
the glory for what has been done. 

Less than a year ago our mission was opened at Boburg, Germany, by Rev.G. 
Boetzold. On the 27th of March, 1881, they organised a congregation and 
held their first quarterly meeting. Sincd then, or shortly before, they have 
had three or four conversions and accessions to the Church* They also have a 
Sabbath- school of fifty or sixty scholars . Now, dear sisters, do you not think 
we ought to be encouraged to enlarge our Interest there as well as here? I 
think I hear some of you say, "Tes; the outlook is so good that I want to help 
all I oan.S But Myml, will say, "How can I go about it?" I will tell you how I 
do when I can not tell Just where to begin.

A Woman and donkey are hitched to a oart for 
hauling. So says Bro. Fllcklnger. The women of Germany axe not treated as 
kindly as they should be, in many respeots. Now who will correspond with me 
about this enterprise? Join right in with our sisters and go to work in good 
earnest. Let them see that you mean business, not a little bluster and all 
over with when there* a work to b6 done. Show them that you mean to work today 
and not yxs postpone it tillAo-fcorrow. Let me hear from you soon.
